Tin in the Black Hills—Vast Quanti- 
ties of Valuable Ore—Important 
Bearing of the Discovery upon Some 
American Industries. 

New York, Jan. 30.—The discovery in 1883 
of tin-ore in the Rieck Hills of Dakota hag led 
to the developmeat of rich mines in that re- 
gion, the control of which was obtained last 
May by a company of New York capitalists. 
Since last spring these mines bave been so far 
developed that it is now asserted that there is 
énough tin there to revolutionize the tin trade, 
and to supply American markets in great meas- 
ure without the costly importations from Corn- 
wall, England, upon which this country bas 
itherto been largely dependent. The total 
value of tin-plate used in the United States has 
reached $224,083,066 in the last twenty years. 
There are now 100 firms in England and Wales 
engaged in the production of tin-plates, em- 
ploying over 35,000 men. Over three-fourths 
of Engiand’s product in tin plates are import- 
ed to the United States. Last year tbe value 
of the importations was $18,182,637. If the 
promise of an abundant vield from the tin- 
mines in Dakota is fully borne out their de- 
velopment will bave a bearing upon American 
industria! progress of far-reaching importance. 
Of the tinware in common use 96 ver cent is 
ordinary sheet-iron and only 4 per cent tin 
with which the iron is coated. The total pro- 
duction of pure bar tin in all the countries of 
the worid is 36,000 tons a year, and of this 
12.000 tons are brought to the United States. 
It is asserted that the tin-mincs in the Black 
Hills will soon be in a condition to furnish 
8,000 tons per year. 

Prof. Gilbert R. Bailey, who last spring ro- 
signed his position as Geologist and Mining 
Engineer of Wyoming Territory in order to in- 
vestigate the tin deposits in Dakota, yesterday 
gave a reporter his views as follows: 

“The brief history of the discovery of tin 
in the Biack Hills of Dakota is this: In the fall 
of 1883 persons engaged in mining mica came 
across a new minéral which was assayed ata 
number of points and the results returned to 
the effect that it contained no gold or silver, 
but a metal which was probably white iron. A 
sample reached a chemist, who recognized the 
presence of tin. Then some men in Rapid City 
sent specimens of the ore to New York. In the 
meantime several articles bad appeared in 
scientific papers mentioning the discovery. I 
happened to be in this city in connection 
with oil and soda discoveries in Wyo- 
ming in February last and was visited 
by ex-Judge S. W. Fullerton to examine some 
orés said to be tin, as one of his partners was in

the Fight.

A Frank Statement of Facts 
ing the Much-Talked-Of 
Battle. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28.—[Correspond- 
ence Cincinnati Gazette.|—Some five years since 
Maj.-Gen. Hurlbut of Illinois, the well-known 
division and corps commander in Grant’s West- 
ern armies, wrote an account of the battle of 
Shiloh. It was prepared at the request of the 
survivors of the division he commanded at that 
battie, but no portion of it has ever been 


printed. 

As is well known his division was at that 
time thoroughly organized and had seen as 
much fighting as any troops at that period of 
the War. There was no officer in Grant's army 
on that field more capable of writing a fair ac- 
count of the battle. His friendly relations with 
both Grant and Sherman, and the pride he al- 
ways had in the great deeds of the Army of the 
Tennessee, precluded the possibility of any 
statement or criticism which he did not deem 
necessary to truthful history. 

It is the first paper in Which any officer in 
high rank in that army has attempted to deal 
fully, frankly, and honestly with the various 
controverted questions to which that battle 
gave rise. The paperisalong one. The ex- 
tracts given below are sufficient to indicate 
Gen. Hurlbut's position upon the main points 
of the controversy. 

After a description of the fleld anda clear 
pointing out of the isolated position of the di- 
visions, and the absence of proper outpost or 
picket protection, the account proceeds: 

And in this connection it ought very dis- 
tinetly to be understood that the engagement 
of the 6th of April was, except in its magni- 
tude, in no proper sense a battle. It was ra- 
ther a series of independent conflicts on our 
side, conducted as best they might be by the 
division or fletachment upon which the attack 
fell, but witn no unity of movement nor possi- 
bility of combined action extending over the 
whole or any considerable part of the field. 

From the suddenness and severity of the as- 
sault, the definit, well-conceived, and well-exe- 
cuted plan of the battle of the Confederates, 
the rapidity with which our whole fighting 
force was fully engaged, and the absence of the 
commanding General until after the full de- 
velopment of the fight, there was neither time 
nor space allowed for any concerted plan of 
action or defense. There was not and could 
not be room for much strategy, though there 
was abundant opportunity to officers and men 
to show the highest and most heroic quality of 
the simple soldier in sturdy resistance, varied 
at times by a chance for attack. 

Monday, the 7th, after the arrival of Buell’s 
army, there was unity of oction under intelli- 
gent command for a distinct purpose. 

I prefer, then, to distinguish the one as the 
action of Pittsburg Landing, the other as the 
battle of Shilob. .. . 

The movement by which these troops were 
placed on the left bank of the Tennessee was 
ordered by Maj.-Gen. C. F. Smith, and was es- 
sentially aggressive. Its palpable object was 
to threaten and cut the enemy's line of com- 
munication on the Charleston & Memphis Rail- 
road and to seize and occupy Corinth at the 
intersection of that great railway with the 
north and south lines through Mississippi. 

But inasmuch as Corinth was known to be 
heid by a strong force under capable officers, 
and with lines of communication with all parts 
of the Confederacy, giving opportunity for 
rapid reinforcement, the movement was dan- 
gérous, unless made in strong force, and delays 
in concentrating necessarily increased the 
peril. 

It could not safely be assumed that an active 
and alert enemy, fully advised of the purpose 
of the movement, which was in fact transpar- 
ent, and whose means of information as to the 
position, quality and strength of our troops 
were abundant, would patiently wait at a 
distance of twenty miles for the full concen- 
tration of a force which, when concentrated, 
could not de successfully resisted by any 
force then in Corinth or likely to come to their 
aid. 

Neither was it at all safe to undervalue the 
military skill or rapidity of conception and 
execution believed to be possessed by Sidney 
Johnston. 

And yet there was no miscaicujation of 
means to ends in the minds of those who or- 
dered our occupation of Pittsburg Landing. 

The National force on the Tennessee, proper- 
ly placed and properly handled, was strong 
enough to repel, with disastrous defeat, the 
force that was hurled upon them the 6th of 
April, and to maintain the ground selected un- 
til the junction of the Army of the Ohio. 

That it failed in the first, and barely suc- 
ceeded in the second, is matter of history, and 
some of the reasons for such failure will ap- 
pear in the progress of this narrative. 

It may be said, and with great justice, that 
it 18 easy to criticise after the event, yet it is 
certain that great principles’ of war which, 
alter all are only applications of strong 
common sense, were violated in the establishment 
of the lines of our forces; in the want of any thor- 
ough outpost duty; in the placing of an abso- 
lutely raw and incomplete division at a point 
of great exposure; and in the utter failure to 
detect the approach of an army of 46,000 until 
that fact developed itself by a heavy and com- 
bined attack. . 

The great Captain of the age (Grant), him- 
self not then thoroughiy developed, who then 
commanded the Army of the Tennessee, and 
his right hand (Sherman), not then highest in 
rank of division commanders, yet by com- 
mon consent next in responsibility, have fairly 
won too high a reputation and on too many 
fields to be seriously wounded by criticism in- 
inspired by no unfriendly feelings and uttered 
now solely that the facts may go into our 
military history with the value they may de- 
servo 

No one at the time understood the reasons, 
if there were any, for the exposure of Prentiss’ 
green troops at the perilous point they occupied, 
and the mind of some of the officers was great- 
ly exercised over the selection of the most ad- 
vanced point on the front line, in the enemy's 
country, as the point on which to organize un- 
diciplined volunteers into soldiers, for, in 
fact, Prentiss held the salient of our line.

hey learned detter soon and grew to fill 
their special duties. It is manifest that such a 
report, if made, was wholly erroneous, and it is 
probable that the reconnaissance was neither 
pushed very far nor was it very searching, for 
the enemy was in force at half the distance re- 
ported Saturday morning. 

All these causes, however, conspired to 
weaken the defensibleness ot our position and 
to render the imaginary security more spe- 
cious. 2 

And Saturday night, the 5th of April, 1862, 
the Army of the Tennessee slept in absolute 
ignorance of the foros which, like a tiger 
crouched for his spring, waited for daylight to 
open the bloodiest battle of the War. 

His Sherman's] conduct throughout th 
most bloody and unequal struggle was superb, 
and his command was handled by him person- 
ally with perfect skill, courage, and cooiness 
under the most depressing circumstances, not 
the least of which was his loss of artillery and 
the desertion in panic of nearly the whole of 
his Third Brigade. 

The spirit of the men was that of dogged and 
unyiel resistance. The situation was clear 
to the dullest comprehension. 

Just behind them the bluffs dropped sharply 
away to the river, and every availabie place of 
shelter was taken by the demoralized mob, 
who had fied panic-stricken from the field of 
battle. bre 

So thoroughly were they benumbed by fright 
that even the ordinary instinct of seif-preserva- 
tion was dominated by blind terror; they al- 
lowed themselves to be trampled by the caval- 
ry sent to force them to duty, jand looked 
stolidly into the faces ot those who sought to 
rouse their manhood, deaf to persuasion and 
impervious to threats. 

No man knows how many there were in this 
frightened multitude. It was swelled by camp- 
followers andthe floating trash that gathers 
around and impedes an army, but there were 
far too many for the good fame of the Army 
of the Tennessee. 

It is no wonder that the leading divisions of 
Buell’s army, as they pressed their way through 
the ignoble wreck, thought, though they did 
not say, that the majority of Grant's army 
were runaways. To those fine troops, sweep 
ing on to retrieve the shattered fortunes of the 
flag and to snatch victory from thé very jaws 
of death, the spectacle of this mass must have 
been most pitiabie. How, then, must the com 
rades whom they had deserted have felt, as 
with set faces and knit brows they planted 
themselves again in battle array for the final 
struggie! 

Well they knew, every soldier in that line, 
that every hour and every minute was of su- 
preme importance; that the Army of the Ohio 
was rapidly nearing the scene of contest; that 
Lewis Wallace, vainly waited for all day, was 
at last pressing forward with his fresh and fine 
division over communications still secure. 

Till night or the relief came that last line 
must be held at all hazards. There was no 
flinching among those battle-blackened men 
from this plainduty. .. . 

About 6 p. m. this movement (for a final at- 
tack on the landing) was reported to Gen. Hurl- 
but. He at once took measures to change the 
front of two regiments, or parts of regiments, 
of which the Fifty-fifth Illinois was one, and to 
turn six pieces of artillery to bear upon the 
point of danger. 

At that instant, he being near the head of 
the landing road, Gen. Grant came up from the 
river, closely followed by Ammen’s brigade of 
Nelson's division. Information of the expected 
attack was promptly given, and two of Am- 
men’s regiments deployed into line, moved 
rapidly forward, and, after a few sharp ex- 
changes of volleys from them, the enemy fell 
back, and the bloody series of engagements of 
Sunday at Pittsburg Landing closed with that 
last repulse. 

Buell had come before night, and the flag was 
still unconquered on the Tennessee. 
Early in the night of Sunday a conference be- 
tween Gens. Grant and Buell resulted in ar- 
rangements for opening the battie early in the 
morning, and, as stated in the preface, this was 
to be a battie, because it had its distinctive 
plan. Much speculation has been 
wasted as to the probable fate of the Army of 
the Tennessee ii Buell had failed to come up 
in time to take a jarge part in the engagement 
of Monday. It has already been shown that it 
was not possible for the Confederates, after 
permitting the establishment of the river line 
of battle by the Army of the Tennessee, to 
have driven them from that position in 
the two remaining hours of daylight. ... 

It was undoubtedly Gen. Grant's purpose to 
attack next day with his own force; such pur- 
pose was announced before the arrival ot any 
portion of the Army of the Ohio, and it bo

belief, probably, was that the enemy had suf- 
fered severely, as was the fact; that the vigor 
of their movements was perceptibly weakened ; 
that the coming up of Lewis Wallace would 
give us 8,000 fresh and reliable men; that a 
large portion of the skulkers would return to 
their colors by morning, and that we could not 
only hold our position with success, but could 
and would take the offensive. 

There can be no doubt that with Wallace's 
division in line the position could not be taken, 
but itis very questionable to those who saw 
the resistance of the enemy next day: if offen- 
sive operations could have been made a suc- 
cess. 

Be this, however, as it may—for there is un- 
certainty im all things in war—20,000 men of the 
Army of the Tennessee could have been gath- 
ered Monday morning, and, allowing for cas- 
ualties, scattering for pillage, and other causes 
ot demoralization, Beauregard could not have 
shown a very much superior force. 

As it was, when the development of our plan 
ot battle drove in all their stragglers to their 
colors, it 18 not likely that he had more than 
25,000 to 28,000 infantry and artillery in hand 
Monday, the th of April. 

Noue of the lessons of these two days were 
lost on our army. 

No men were more ready in after times than 
the Army of the Tennessee to recognize and to 
utilize the value of fleldworks, and in the slow 
advance of their united forces up to Corinth, 
their temporary works, the mere shelter of a 
day challenges comparison in point of strength 
with the more elaborate fortiflioacions which 
environed that place of arms. The long line 
of their marches, in many States, is dotted 
— the face of the country by works of de- 

ense. 

Nor did it ever afterward happen to them 
that a rush in the gray of the morning devel- 
oped the unexpected and unknown approach 
of the enemy in force.

The belt is horseshoe in sbape, about thir- 
teen miles in length, and from two to three 
miles in width, lying along the line of contact 
of the slates and granits—geological conditions 
similar to those of the tin regions of England.

It resulted, from this situation of affairs, that

THE DRAMA.

vgs remarkably successful engagement of | 
four weeks. If any evidence were needed to 
Chicagos growihg importance as an 
gmusement centre it would be found in the 
pox receipts, which averaged over $2,000 a day 
during the entire month of January. Such a 
success a8 that achieved by the Lyceum com- 
pany teaches the lesson that what is needed 
in meatrical enterprises is more of artistic 
culture and less of mercenary motives. 
Tne plays which weregiven here during the 
ast month it required some fifteen years to 
prmg out in London. Chicago playgoers are 
therefore more familiar at the present time 
with the best work of the Lyceum company 
than the Londoners themselves. Mr. Irving’s 
' gpnouncement that be will never again return 
to America as an actor will cause general re- 
gret, because be has intrenched himself firmly 
in the regard of the people of this country, 
and his name is linked with as many pleasant 
relations as that of a Booth, a Davenport, or au 
Forrest. In the opinion of those who have 


geen him in his wide range of parts he isa 
great artist, owing bis success simply to his 
own rare gifts. He is lacking in several of the 
common qualifications of a good actor; at 
times his speech is almost unintelligible, anu 
for jong intervals he leaves an audience un- 
touchea and coldly critical. But, again, his 
work fascinates the imagination, as in his eiab- 
orate portrayal of Louis XI.; or bis pathos 
sinks deeply into the heart, as in the loving 
labor he devotes to Eugene Aram. He wants 
the fibre and the animal passion required for 
high tragic force, but such appeals to the im- 

tion as be makes in the play scene of 
Hamlet. in the dream of Mathias, and in the 
curse of Richelieu bear witness to an histrionic 
power which, with Bernhardt excepted, 
is exercised by no living artist. Of ali the 
actors on the stage today Henry Irving is the 
one who pisys most persistently at his audience, 
thereby revealing a self-consciousness which 
bids defiance to all rules of art, but which 
(paradoxical as the assertion may appear) con- 
stitutes his peculiar charm. In such parts as 
Benedick and Shyiock, for instance, his acting 
is regulated not so much in regard to its rela- 
tivity to the persons in the play as to its ob- 
jectivity or its effect upon the minds of the 
spectators. He is seldom the inspired orator 
fusmg all souls that hear him into a flame of 
enthusiasm; but be is a mind speaking to 
other minds and making his own intention 
so clear and so agreeable that the faults of his 
execution seem to his admirers to be of no con- 
sequence vimana his Shylock was so 
logically human thatzits reasonableness made 
one forget that a mora lurid power had been 
displayed by other actors in particular scenes. 
The conception was so natural and so in ac 
cordance with modern notions of justice and 
liberality that the flattered inteliect of the ob- 
server was well content to overlook the fact 
that his feelings had not been profoundly 
moved. So also with his Hamlet. It was a 
Hamlet who mouthed many of Shakspeare’s 
most felicitous lines and made havoc with the 
music of his poetry; but it was a Hamiet who 
loved his friend Horatio with a love that 
reached every soul that Knew what friendship 
was: it was a Hamlet whose passion 


finit pathos; it was a Hamlet, in fine, who after 
the interview with his mother melted all hearts 
by the beauty, the tenderness, and the truth 
that flashed out of a single expression where 
he kisses her and says after she cries out 
that her heart bas heen cleft in twain’’: 

O, throw away the worser part of it 

Ana live the purer with the other half. ; 

And it is always thus with Irving. Watch 
bim as Lesurques in that powerful scene where 
the father commands his son to commit 
suicide: watch bim as Hamlet inthe ixter- 
view with Ophelia, or in the last act of 
*Bugene Aram,“ and this will be the ex- 
perience of asensitive observer. Line after 
line will be spoken and the audience will show 
not the slightest eign of surrendering to the 
actors pathos. With dry eyes and curious 
interest they will watch him and 
wonder what may be the secret of his 

wer. Suddenly one word, one line. 
that tairly thrills with the soul power of the 
artist’s nature is spoken and there rises a mist 
of tears that makes the stage for a moment 
seem dim and far away. Then comes a burst 
of applause, for the actor*has conquered. His 
affectations have disappeared, his indistinctness 
of enunciation and his spparent coldness are 
forgotten, and a thousand hearts respond to 
the common chord that has been struck by a 
mas er's hand. Thus in Eugene Aram's con- 
fession to Ruth there is much that is inco- 
herent. much that falls far short of sounding 
the heart of the audience; but when the actor 
gays, I loved another woman years ago,“ or 
When he gasps with that hunger for sympathy 
whith every unhappy soul must sometimes feel, 
“Do not shrink from me, there is a 

thos greater than all personal grief, 
eavy with the sorrow of humanity, that makes 
the heart vibrate like a rich instrument and 
then lingers in the memory like the echo of a 
song that one would fain recall. The secret of 
such power as this must be looked for in that 
passionate love for his work which only an 
artist knows. 

There is a feminine delicacy about this rare 
sympathetic power which is revealed. not con- 
tinuously, but at intervals, and the same qual- 
ity of femininity makes one of Mr. Irving's lim- 
nations in passages requiring tragic force. 
Sometimes in playing Richelieu or in the closet 
scene of Hamlet, when he would be most selt- 
forgetful and most wrapt up in the inspiration 
of the moment, he strikes a sbrill falsetto 
chord bo voice and in feeling, 
and there is no word that can better describe 
such hysterical weakness than to say that it is 
womanish, It will therefore be seen that the 
very delicacy of his artistic fibre which makes 
his charm in many a passage of Eugene 
Aram,” Hamlet, or Charles I.” become a 
frailty In Othelio-like situations demanding 
temperamental solidarity. 

To speak of temperamental solidarity—an 
expression, by the way, which one cannot use 
without thinking of Salvini—is to suggest the 
reflection that Mr. Irving's prime strength lies 
in his volatilith} of temperament. This 
very volatility makes him more at home 
in comedy than in tragedy and permits 
actors as Salvini 
could never dream of. great Italian is 
fitted to represent the sublimated ideals of the 
drama—the Othellos and the Gladiators that 
are types of the animalism of the world—but 
he would be lost if he attempted to bring bis 
work within a natural and life-like sphere. It 
is Henry Irving’s naturalism that has kept him 
abreast of the realistic movement in fiction. 
He uses theatrical struts and tones, it is true, 
Hut what gives variety to his acting is his oc- 
casional gleams of pure nature, bis descents 
from the inflated style of the old stage to the 
solid, familiar earth. In the trial scene of 
„ The Merchant of Venice, for instance, he 
answers Gratiano’s appeal. Can no prayers 
move thee?” in the driest, curtest manner im- 
aginable, “*No: none that thou hast wit 
enough to make——" and the audience inva- 
riably laughs. In the same spirit the specta- 
tors laugh at half the remarks of Louis XI.— 
Because they recogvize in these art- 
fully-contrived contrasts an essential truth and 
fidelity to nature that make the ordinary stilted 
language of the theatre appear artificial and 
ridiculous. And yet if these bold touches were 
made continuously the acting would be flat and 
commonplace. In his command of realism Mr. 
Irving knows how to bring in just enough of 
true life to enhance his art without debasing 
it. A swallow dipping its breast to kiss the 
waters of a lake does not more intuitively and 
motion than does 
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given by Dr. Damrosch in New York none has 
attracted the general interest of all musical

Pictures are combined to uce an 
operatic scene which until the time 
of Wagner had never had its equal 


in beauty and originality. At Bayreuth the 
orchestra was hidden from sight and the the- 
atre darkened, so that the effects upon the 
stage stood out in relief from the background 
of shadow and the full beauty of the scene 
came into view as a strange picture created 
by the gods. In aliowing the music to come 
from the orchestra without having the musi- 
clans seon Wagner kept the attention of his 
audience fixed upon tke stage representation 
of his drama and the effect ot the opera was 
intensified. Each theme that served as a 
motive to introduce and keep in memory the 
different characters of the drama bad a con- 
sistent aim in it when performed in this way. 
As the leit-motive was the hearer knew 
that the character of which it was typical was 
to appear and take part in the action of the 
stage story. This musical introduction was an 
identification of the character and gave the 
lyrical part of the representation a number of 
leading motives which served as the ground- 
work from which the work as a whole was con- 
structed. f 

Wagner has made more controversy in the 
operatic world than all the other writers who 
preceded him. He was aman of intense en- 
ergy and genius. His nature was poetical and 
bis powers of mind strong and vigorous in ac- 
tion and aim. When be formed an ideal in his 
effort to create music he was untiring until be 
reached it. His music took new forms, for nis 
thought was widereaching in its action. His 
operas have been called great musica! dramas, 
in which the most intense representations of 
passion are pictured in vigorous colors. He 
wanted all the frvedom for the development of 
his dramas that the wide range of musical 
sounds could give him. He saw harmony in 
its most extensive form, and wished to use all 
the resources of the orchestra and human voice 
for the adequate manifestation of the 
great passionate feeling that rushed in 
rude musico-waves through his mind. The 
librettos of his dramas came with a freshness 
and power from his active tnought as if born 
of an impulsive inspiration. He did nothing 
with hesitancy, but boidly pronouaced his 
ideas. He turned the musical world into activ- 
ity by the flerce controversy he everywhere 
excited. In America he has had many strong 
admirers, and also a goodly number of mu- 
sicians who oppose his methods and his music. 

The people, with a general desire to see and 
judge of all the productions of our time, have 
of late years been anxiqus to hear, and if pos- 
sible understand, his creations. By the 
orchestral sketches that Mr. Thomas bas given 
of the operas public curiosity has been excited 
and now demands to be satisfied. It is from 
this cause mostly that all the performances of 
the Wagner operas that the German company 
have given have been able to command large 
audiences. After the people have in a meas- 
ure familiarized themselves with these great 
works their vaiue in the amusement world will 
be determined. In the universal comprehen- 
sion of art they will ever be regarded as great 
creations of a vigorous intellect. Yet their 
rank will not subordinate nor eclipse the sim- 
pie but beautiful music of the more meiodic 
composers, for all lovers of the art desire to 
obtain their musical enjoyment from all the 
sources that can supply it. In the constella- 
tion of great lights in the musicai sphere Wag- 
ner willever shine asabright and vigorous 
star, and bis spirit will breathe out its immor- 
tality in the passionate music that he has left 
on earth as his alter ego. 

The Howells-Henschel Operetta. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 30.—Before a smal! num- 
ber of invited persons, chiefly friends of Mr. 
W. D. Howelis, there was An orchestra) read- 
ing this forenoon of the music composed by 
Georg Henschel for Mr. Howells’ operetta ‘‘ A 
Sea Change; or, Love’s Stowaway.” First a 
few words about the book, in which, of course, 
popular interest chiefly centres. The dialog 
and verses arein the vein disclosed by Mr. 
Howells in the drawing-room farces which he 
lately has written, but the humorous conceits 
are broader and the literary style has been 
brought nearer to the plane which is 
supposed to de the only one on 
which operetta can move successfully. Mr. 
Howells has shown a desire to hold to the true 
alm of comedy by chastising manners with a 
smile, and some of his hits at the social follies 


of today and of Boston are cutting. The story 
of the play cannot be told without violating a 
confidence, but an idea of its structure and 
contents can be given. The action takes piace 
on board the Retardez Mesopotamia two days 
out fronr Boston, and all the time supposed to 
elapse is between rising and breakfast. The 
entire second act is mere} the embodiment of 
a dream out of which the breakfast-bell 
arouses the heroine. It will be seen, however, 
that there is no limit to the things which may 
be done, and that innumerable pallets, ice- 
bergs, iceberg fairies, and other fantastical 
things may be introduced. On the ship are all 
sorts of people, who, in operatic duty bound, 
introduce themselves in song. Here is a speci- 
men: 
We are lawyers and physicians, 
Bankers, brokers, electricians, 
Publishers and politicians, 
Clergymen, professors, studgnts 
Of all kinds, 
Whom our imprudence 
In the mad pursuit of wealth 
Has compelled, for relaxation, 
To endure a brief vacation; 
And we all are going Over tor our health. 
But —_ be our business, our Wasness, or our 
sness, 
As it in the Concord School of Metaphysics was ex- 
prest, 
Love alone, and love extremely, 
Is our lite's great interest. 

This gentle touch at the Concord School of 
Philosophy keeps company with some sly digs 
at Harvard, as where the hero, a Boston man, 
says to the ship steward: I am ofa very im- 
pulstve nature, though trained in the school 
of indifferentism at. our leading university.” 
Again where the heroine says of the hero to 
the Ice Princess: O, they don’t learn Greek 
at Harvard. If you will study the College 
Fetich you will see that they only study it. I 
dare say he didn’t learn anything.“ And 
again: O, yes—athietics of course, and mod- 
ern languages—The German. It's one of those 
languages that you dance, you know.” The 
drift ot the social satire can be got from a few 
lines of the heroine's self-introduction: 

I am a member of that aris ; 

Wholly composed of the lovelier sex, 

Which in the beart of our New-World Democracy 

Reigns. the observer to please and perplex. 

Since I was born—well, I do not think, really, 

That I have been of the least use on earth 
All has been done that could be done, ideally, 

Utterly useless to make me from birth. 

And so on. The flavor here, as in many 
otner places, is distinctly Gilbertian, a fact 
which one of the characters jocosely confesses, 
and all of them continually admit to the public 
that the purpose of their appearance is to take 
part in an opera—a conceit of doubtful merit. 
If it is to be done at all, Gay showed an artistic 
way in the introduction to the Beggars 
Opera.” Mr. Howells has given an American 
tone to some of the songs and speeches by 
using slang phrases for refrains. For instance: 

Victim of what lot soever, 
Wait and think a little, pray,

Notes from Abroad. 
Mile. Isidora Martinez is to accompany the 
German opera company on its Western tour. 


M. Lecocg is writing a new opera entitled 
Le Vie Mondaine.” It will be shortly pro- 
duced in Paris, and if it is successful will be 
given a translated libretto for America. 

Mr. Max Stakosch is organizing an English 
opera company. He intends to give a number 
of the old Italian operas with English adapta- 
tions of the text. The names of his leading 
singers are not as yet made public. 

The Howells-Henschel opera, “A Sea 
Change, has lately been privately performed 
before invited guests in Boston. The work bas 
been published in London, England, and also 
in Boston, and several managers are looking at 
the score and the problem of its production 
may soon be settled. 

It is again announced that Mr. Sims Reeves, 
the well-known English tenor, will make a tour 
of America next fall. Itis a matter of regret 
that this celebrated singer did not visit this 
country when he was in the prime of his 
career and the fresh and beautiful 
voice that made him famous. 

Dr: Damrosch has had his salary raised as 
director of the Metropolitan Opera-House for 
next season. He is to receive $1,000 a week 
for the entire engagement and a certain 
percentage of the profits besides. The 
Board of Directors desire to show an apprecia- 
tion of Dr. Damrosch’s abilities as a conductor 
and manager of German opera, and have 
adopted this measure to do it. 

“The Culprit Fay.“ acomic opera by Judge 
Gedney, is to be brought out next month in 
New York. The work was written ten years 
since, but its production was deferred in order 
to find a manager bold enough to introduce an 
American opera. There have been so many 
unsuccessful attempts at operatic composition 
by native writers that most of the managers 
are afraid to try new ventures in this feld. 

Mr. Thomas gave another orchestral concert, 
with a program intended to interest young 
people, in New York recently. Among the 
numbers performed were Beethoven's ballet- 
music, The Creations of Prometheus, the 
minuet from Mozart's E flat symphony, a 
Strauss waltz, Liszt's rbapsodie No. 2, and Mosz- 
kowski’s characteristic composition called 
“The Nations. Miss Henrietta Beebe sang 
songs by Gounod and Dr. Arne, and Mr. Oster- 
le, formerly of Chicago, played a flute solo 
with success. a 

The New York Chorus Society is to bring out 
a number of scenes from Glück's Alceste.“ 
This splendid old opera contains much beauti- 
ful music and it richly merits a reproduction. 
In the endeavor to introduce the novelties of 
the modern school of composition the cele- 
brated works of the old classical writers are 
often unfortunately forgotten. There are long 
lists of at works by noted composers that 
have been allowed to slumber in the shades of 
forgetfulness that, could they be again heard, 
would command a general admiration. It is 
not unwise to sometimes produce the treasures 
of the olden times, for they may be so charm- 
ingly beautiful as to inspire even modern 


hearers with delight. Old music, if great, | 
gains a new life irom each performance.

Sir William Vernon Har- 
court has received a letter conveying infor- 
mation of an alleged dynamite plot, mention- 
ing a number of buildings which the dyna- 
miters intend to blow up, and giving the 
names of several of the conspirators. 


AN adverse report will be made by the 
Civil-Service Reform Committee on the bill 
prohibiting the removal of any honorably 
discharged Union soldier, sailor, or marine, 
or of the widow or dependent relative of such 
soldier, sailor, or marine, except for specified 
causes. The bill is regarded by the commit- 
tee as unconstitutional and inexpedient. 


DEMOCRATIC Congressmen are engrossed 
in the subject of the prospective distribution 
of political -poils. It is understood that the 
Pennsylvania Democrats in Congress will 
urge Mr. Hopkins’ name for the post of Min- 
ister to Italy. Other Congressmen whose 
terms are about to expire are looking out for 
soft places under the new Administration.

A REORGANIZATION of the English de- 
tective force is contemplated, and it is not 
unlikely that the tracking of political offend- 
ers will be made a special department here- 
after. This political secret-service force will 
codperate with similar bureaus at Paris, Ber- 
lin, Vienna, and St. Petersburg. The repug- 
nance toward political spies always enter- 
tained by Englishmen has been in a measure 
overcome by the recent exploits of the dyna- 
miters. 


GEN. SWAIM says that recent reports of 
his conviction by the court-martial at Wash- 
ington are not only premature but calculated 
to prejudice his case. The court has not 
reached a vote as yet. It is stated that the 
expense of trying the case would not be as 
great were it not for the fajt that courts- 
martial are obliged by law to adjourn at 3 p. 
m. each day. This regulation comes down 
from the old British law, which was based 
upon the fact that 3 o’clock was the fashion- 
able dining hour, after which no English 
gentleman was expected to be sober. 


Tue Chicago produce markets were rather 
slow Saturday, with a stronger tone in wheat 
and provisions, while other cereals were 
heavy, with the promise of very large ar- 
rivals of corn. As compared with Friday, 
pork closed 10 cents higher, lard and meats 
5 cents higher, wheat 1 cent higher, corn un- 
changed, oats 44 cent lower, rye , cent 
lower, barley fully 1 cent lower, and flaxseed 
firm. Durihg the week our stock of wheat 
increased about 190,000 bushels, and that of 
corn slightly decreased. The packing of this 
city since Oct. 27 includes 2,116,000 hogs, 
against 1,837,000 to the same time last year, 
and 2,172,000 to ditto in 1883, 


PRESIDENT ARTHUR has sent to the Sen- 
ate a letter from Secretary Teller which de- 
fines the views of the Executive in regard to 
the Oklahoma question. The Secretary says 
that it is to be expected that the Oklahoma 
territory will continue to be a source of 
trouble so long as the present conditions ex- 
ist. While all contracts made by the Gov- 
ernment with the Indians should be held in- 
violate, those which are unjust and unfair to 
both whites and Indians ought to be modified 
by legislative action. It is not beneficial to 
the Indians to have millions of acres of valu- 
able land remain unoccupied, and there is a 


be withheld from settlement. Every year the 
difficulty of keeping them vacant will in- 
crease. It isin thé power of the Govern- 
ment to alter the treaties with the consent of 
the Indians and to open in this manner the 
coveted territory to colonization. 


Tue recent speech of Bismarck on the new 
colonial policy of Germany was characterized 
by all his old-time coolness and shrewdness. 
Referring to England, he claimed that Ger- 
many was on the best of terms with her; but 
„should the English Government fully 
adopt the opinions of many British subjects 
regarding our colonial policy we should 
searcely be able to support the English policy 
in other questions which deeply interest En- 
gland without incurring the disapproval of 
the German people.” The Chancellor ex- 
pressed himself as certain that Germany was 
surrounded by Governments having the same 
interest as herself in maintaining peace, add- 
ing with his grimirony: ‘ There is no Goy- 
ernment which could bear a war better than 
the German Government can, and if another 
believed itself able to break the peace of 
Europe without injury to other of its inter- 
ests Germany would still say: ‘ We can do 
that still more easily; only we are more con- 
scientious and more considerate.’ ” 


Ir continues to be positively asserted that 
President-elect Cleveland has selected two 
members of his Cabinet—Bayard for the De- 
partment of State and Randall for Secretary 
of the Treasury. The selection of Bayard 
will create no surprise, but that of Randall 
will raise a row in the Democratic camp of 
the dimensions of the battle of Shiloh. Ran- 
dall in the Democratic party occupies the po- 
sition of Pig-Iron Kelley in the Republican,

Tue latest news concerning Gen. Stewart's 
army at Gubat on the Nile is to the effect 
that the Mahdi has determined to make a 
stubborn stand at Metemneh. The rebels 
are so strongly intrenched in the town that it 
has been deemed advisable to await the ar- 
rival of reinforcements before attacking the 
place. As soon as the reinforcements now 
on their way reach Gubat an attempt will be 
made to take Metemneh by storm. The 
plan of action after the capture of Metemneh 
will largely depend upon Gen. Gordon. Gen. 
Wolseley’s idea is to bring the garrison of 
Khartoum down the Nile in steamers to 
Metemneh. It is feared, however, that Gen. 
Gordon may insist upon remaining at Khar- 
toum. If this should be the case Gen. Stew- 
art’s forces will push on and attack the 
Mahdi at Omdurman. An encounter be- 
tween Gen. Earle's expedition and a portion 
of the Mahdi’s army is expected at Abu 
Hamed. If the British are victorious there 
the enemy may evacuate Berber. 


Ir has been about two years since Bis- 
marek excluded American pork from Ger- 
many on the fraudulent pretense that it was 
infected with trichine. The most conclusive 
evidence of the falsity of this charge was 
furnished by the report of Mr. Hately of Chi- 
cago to the National Board of Trade recently 
in session in Washington. The official Pro- 
vision Inspector of the Chicago Board of 
Trade has examined during the last four 
years 514,975,160 pounds of cured meats, 
and neither he nor any of the other official 
or private inspectors throughout the country 
has ever found a single piece of hog-meat in- 
fected with trichine, nor is there a single 
authenticated case of sickness arising from 
meat inspected by them during the same 
period. It is not surprising under these cir- 
cumstances that the National Board of Trade 
requests Congress to take vigorous action to 
remove unjust foreign discriminations. But 
nothing will be done. The trouble is that 
the Democrats in the present Congress do 
not propose to permit any legislation to be 
passed, no matter how necessary, until the 
new Administration shall come into power.

ONE of o. our + contemporaries claims that the 
Government has been as prompt in ejecting 
the cattle trespassers trom the Oklahoma 
lands as in driving out the would-be settlers. 
‘* The wire fences of the cattle companies 
not long ago,” it says, were torn down, 
and so far as practicable were removed, and 
the cattle-owners found it necessary to look 
elsewhere.” This is altogether untrue. We 
published the other day the report of the cit- 
izens of Braidwood who have made a per- 
sonal visit to Oklahoma, and who told how 
the land was still in the undisturbed posses- 
sion of the cattlemen. In our dispatches of 
Saturday our own correspondent, who is now 
on the ground of Oklahoma, telegraphs that 
A large part of the best land has been 
fenced in by cattlemen, who were present 
when Col, Hatch ejected the farmers. The 
cattle-kings were left in peaceable control of 
the land. That was the state of affairs up 
to Friday. Hence it is a certainty that the 
Government has not torn down the barb- 
wire fences, and the cattlemen have not 
been compelled to look elsewhere, The pol- 
icy of Arthur and Teller is simply that these 
lands may be pasture for cattle syndicates, 
but they shall not be cultivated by farmers. 


IS THE EARTH IN DANGER? 

The dismal prophecies concerning the end 
of the world have heretofore been confined 
either to charlatans and impostors, acting 
from the sensational point of view, or to 
Second Adventists, who find warrant for 
their expectations of a general smash-up in 
their versions of historical and Scriptural 
statements. As none ot them has come 
true, however, very little attention is paid to 
the millennial heralds, even when they locate 
the very day of the destruction, and men and 
women go on trading, making contracts, 
shopping, and dining as if no such prophecy 
had been made. Not one of these prophets 
has ever gone so faras toclaim that man 
himself is capable of closing up the affairs;ot 
the world and bringing the operations of 
Nature not only to a full stop but to utter 
confusion and ultimate catastrophe. 

Such a man has at last appeared, and he is 
not of the catchpenny or crack-brained kind. 
He writes in sober earnest, and he examines 
the question from the scientific point of view, 
with the result that he discovers there are 
certain conditions which may arise favorable 
to the destruction of the world from natural 
causes alone, and that in case man shall fulfill 
such conditions the immutable laws of Nature 
will bring about the catastrophe. This gen- 
tleman is George S. Pidgeon of Cairo, III., 
and he has printed a book which contains his 
warning, based upon scientific conditions 
alone. The particular act which he is certain 
will involve mundane destruction is the pro- 
posed cutting of canals connecting the Medi- 
terranean Sea and Atlantic Ocean with 
the basin of that old-time sea, the Desert of 
Sahara. In general terms, Mr. Pidgeon’s 
theory is that the water of the globe 
is constantly seeking its level, owing 
to the steady change in the inclina- 
tion of the earth’s axis to the plane 
of the ecliptic. The cutting of these canals 
would draw water from all the oceans and 
put a mass of matter as big as the moon per- 
haps intoaspace where there was before 
only the earth’s atmosphere. This disturb- 
ance of Nature, and her efforts to right her- 
self after being turned bottom upwards, he 
claims would produce a succession of disas- 
ters. The earth would be unbalanced on its 
axis, the centre of gravity would be changed, 
the relations of the earth to the solar system 
would be reversed, climates would be trans- 
posed, and the sudden raising of the water- 
level would cause a flood that would inundate 
the whole world and sink Noah’s Deluge into 
insignificance. 

At first thought this is not a cheerful pict- 
ure to look upon, nor is it a pleasant matter 
for contemplation. This steady old world, 
which has followed its appointed course so 
many thousands of years in the most con- 
servative manner, making its trips about the 
sun with delightful regularity and never fail- 
ing to keep itself right side up, would go 
reeling about like a drunken man trying to 
keep on its axis and find out where it 
was. The centres of gravity being changed, 
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1 a large nu of us would tip off 
Into space and —— be heard of again. 
Others might eventually find themselves at 
the antipodes, and still others walking about 
on their heads amid strangers. The sudden 
shifting of the poles would plunge the dwell- 
ers in Greenland’s icy mountains into torrid 
heat, which would be sure to shrivel and 
burn them up, while the indolent natives 
of the tropics would suddenly find them- 
selves amid eternal ice and snow 
without sufficient clothing, and of 
course would freeze to death, not to 
mention the discomfort which would be 
caused to parrots, humming-birds, alligators, 
and tigers trying to exist among the icebergs, 
and polar bears and walruses disporting 
themselves among equatorial burning sands. 
Then follows the added horror that before 
man or beast could get accustomed to the 
horrible whirligig a flood would pour over 
them all, with no hope of ark or Ararat. 
There is consolation, however, in the thought 
that it has never been proposed to do more 
than fill up one or two depressions which 
used to be fishponds in the desert, and that 
all the water that could be poured into the 
desert would disappear by evaporation and 
sink through its sands so rapidly that it 
would make no impression. It is evident 
that there is much trouble with the earth’s 
insides just at present, finding occasional re- 
lief in voleanic outbreaks and earthquakes; 

but there is no danger from this so long as 
the rash comes out well. It is a pretty solid 
old earth. Its foundations are well laid and 
the French engineers are not strong enough 
to upset it, though they wrinkle its whole 
face with canals. 


GOV. OGLESBY ON ELECTIONS. 

It is gratifying that Gov. Oglesby strongly 
urges the ‘improvement of our election laws. 
He makes these recommendations to the 
Legislature: 

1. The election of the judges of election 
by the people, in such manner,” as the 
Governor says in his message, as to render 
it intpossible that all of them should belong 
to the same political party.” The readiest 
way to attain that end is to adopt the simple 
provisions of the Pennsylvania law, which 
has proved successful in practical operation. 
It provides that the voters of each precinct 
shall choose election judges at the spring 
election, no citizen being permitted to vote 
for more than two candidates. The two 
clerks may be divided between the two par- 
ties by limiting each voter to one candidate. 
The election officers. thus selected by each 
party will not permit the representatives of 
the other party to commit or tolerate any 
frauds. 

2. Every citizen,” the Governor says, 
who has the right to vote ought to have 
ample opportunity to do.so at a convenient, 
accessible, and respectable place, free from 
annoyance, inconvenience, or insult,” and to 
that end he recommends that the Legislature 
„ limit the number of votes to be cast at any 
one polling-place to 500 or less.” ‘This sec- 
tion of the law should also provide for com- 
pactness of the precincts, respectability at 
the polling-places, and a certain permanency 
of boundaries which shall be subject to 
change only at stated thtervals and with suf- 
ficient notice to voters to enable them to 
choose their election judges. 

8. The Governor also recommends the 
earlier closing of the polls, because the hour 
of 7 o'clock as provided by the present law 
gives the repeaters and ballot-box stuffers a 
couple of hours of darkness in which to carry 
out their illegal operations. He believes that 
it will be better to put the honest voters to 
some inconvenience rather than risk the nul- 
lification of the will of the people by rascal- 
ity; but the proposed limitation of the pre- 
cincts will give abundant opportunity to all 
voters if the polls be closed at 5 o’clock. 

To these recommendations, all of which 
have been urged by THe TRIBUNE as essen- 
tial to electoral reform, the Governor adds 
another—viz. : 

That any voter who neglects to see that 
his name is registered shall not be permitted 
to vote, with the provision that after being 
once registered the citizen shall not be re- 
quired to look after the matter again so long 
as he does not change his residence. This 
will shut off the common practice of rushing 
in illegal votes by affidavit and at the same 
time excluding legal votes by the delay thus 
secured. 

If the Legislature will act upon Gov. 
Ogiesby’s recommendations it can mature a 
brief and simple amendment to the present 
Election law covering the points in question 
which will be equally acceptable to the cities 
and rural districts. This course will be much 
more likely to result in the desired reform 
than any elaborate and involved bill designed 
especially for Chicago and Cook County. It 
is doubtful whether the bill sent down by the 
Citizens’ Committee can be passed in the 
“egislature as it is constituted, and almost 
certain that the law would not be adopted by 
the ballot-box stuffers of Chicago—as the bill 
provides that it must receive a majority of 
the popular vote—at an election to be held 
under the auspices of the gang which controls 
the present machinery of elections. In that 
event nothing would be accomplished. But 
the recommendations made by the Governor 
ought to meet with no opposition in the Leg- 
islature, their adoption would not require the 
subsequent approval of any community, and 
they would correct the most glaring abuses 
of the present system. 

LITERARY PERSONALITIES. 

Mr. Henry James, in his new novel. The 
Bostonians,” has stirred up the Hub from 
centre to circumference. The people of that 
city are agitated, first, because his abuse of 
his native land and of the city which has 
done so much for him and which so honored 
his father has been inspired by his Angio- 


mania and has been encouraged by Anglo- 


maniacs. They may well retort upon him 
that he knows nothing about Boston, for his 
absurd caricatures are not relevant to that 
city any more than the American girls whom 
he draws are types of young American fe- 
male life. As a rule it may be said that 
he sketches a class of girls so utterly 
flat and silly that they are devoid of 
interest, It may be possible that there are 
such creatures in existence, but who wants to 
know or hear of them? Why should they be 
dragged out of their native insipidity and dull- 
ness and be placed before a public which cares 
no more for them in books than it does in real 
lite? From the frequency of these people in 
his stories one would imagine that Mr. 
James; time was mainly spent among them, 
for a man is apt to write of those by whom 
he is surrounded. If so, this Mr. James has 
a singular taste in forming acquaintances. 
In point of fact, neither Mr. James nor Mr. 
Howells has yet succeeded in portraying 
the typical Boston girl; but there is this dif- 
ference between them—that Mr. Howells is 
not malicious in his work. He, too, is 
apt to fill his storiet with very weak and un- 
interesting women who might better have 
been left in their original obscurity, bat Mr. 
James evidently intends to lampoon and car- 
icature, and if before long some of these car- 
icatures come back on him like boomerangs 
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ne will have only himself to blame. No one 
questions his ability; but why should he not 
nationalize it and use it to a good purpose ? 
He affects to write from an English point of 
view, but the English have not yet recog- 
nized him, nor are Americans toadies enough 
to claim him. 

Mr. James has gone further in the story to 
which we have referred than general misrep- 
resentation. In the character of Mrs. Birds 
eye he is charged with burlesquing one of 
the most estimable ladies in Boston, widely 
known as a philanthropist and an author, 
and very highly and honorably connected. 
The Herald of that city says: Mr. James 
so describes this lady in her peculiarities of 
voice, figure, and manner, and even in the 
diminutive, suggesting resemblance of the 
names, that no persons who know the original 
would fail to recognize the caricature.” This 
is unpardonable in an author. There are 
few people so thin-skinned that they would 
object to seeing themselves portrayed in 
fiction in a pleasant manner, or even as an 
object of merriment, provided the merriment 
were not malicious. No one would object to 
such a use of his or her personality as would 
add to their personal popularity. Some great 
novelists have put themselves in their works, 
like Dickens’ David Copperfield and Thacker- 
ay’s Pendennis; but we should hardly expect 
this of Mr. James, nor would the public be 
much interested init. But no author has the 
right to draw such a character as that of Mrs. 
Birdseye for the purpose of burlesque. It is 
a gross violation of good taste and an unpar- 
donable invasién of personal rights, as well as 
an unwarranted extension of the author's 
privileges. It would be a fitting rebuke to 
Mr. James if the American public should 
avoid him in future and leave him to the 
Anglomaniacs. It is evident that the Bos- 
ton public at least will be likely to give him 
a wide berth. $e 


CRIMINAL-LAW REFORM. 

The movement for amending the criminal 
code of this State in such manner as to sup- 
press the common devices for delay in bring- 
ing accused persons who are able to fee crim- 
inal lawyers to trial has now the distinct ap- 
proval of the Governor and the State Bar 
Association, and it ought to succeed in ob- 
taining the necessary legislation this winter 
in defiance of the criminal classes, 

The Governor, in his inaugural message, 
not merely deprecates in the most earnest 
manner the frequent defeat af justice through 
technicalities which were imposed upon the 
English law to meet a condition of things 
which does not exist in this country, but he 
makes two specific recommendations which 
would correct to some extent the present 
abuses. He is of the opinion that changes of 
venue ought never to be granted in criminal 
cases, but that the accused person should be 
tried in the community where the crime was 
committed; but he recommends that in case 
the right to a change of venue be retained 


the defendant shall be required to make 


application for the change at the first 
term of the court when he shail 
be arraigned for trial, and not afterwards, 80 
as not to allow him the benefit of procuring 
continuances and baffling justice as long as 
possible.” He also recommends that the 
number of peremptory challenges of jurors 
to which the defendant is entitled shall be 
reduced to six in all criminal cases punish- 
able with death and imprisonment for life, 
and to three in all other cases, and that the 
State shall be entitled to the same number of 
challenges the defendant has. 

In connection with the jury question the 
Committee on Law Reform made an impor- 
tant point in its report at the late meeting of 
the Bar Association which should be im- 
pressed upon all our Judges. It is main- 
tained in this report that the Judges, not 
only. under the common law but by spe 
cific authority of the statute, have the 
right, and that it is their duty, to examine 
the jurors who appear, discharge from the 
panel all who donot possess the qualifica- 
tions required, and fill their places by further 
drawings. The diligent exercise of this 
power will enable the Judges to rid their 
courts of professional jurors and the im- 
proper men foisted upon them by the County 
Commissioners. This opinion is signed by 
Judge Hawes and Judge Tuley, and it should 
be adopted as a rule of conduct by every 
Judge on the bench. 

The Bar Association made two recom- 
mendations which should be incorporated in 
any scheme of criminal-law reform which 
may be adopted by the Legislature. One of 
them provides that the presiding Judge shall 
have the discretion to grant or deny an ap- 
plication for change of venue in criminal 
cases; the other provides that in all applica- 
tions for continuances in criminal cases 
counter affidavits may be heard by the court 
and the applications be determined upon 
their merits. These two amendments to the 
law are absolutely indispensable to the de- 
sired reform. 

The Legislature may proceed safely upon 
the fundamental proposition that, under the 
criminal code as it stands, no criminal can 
be forced to trial as long as he has money or 
sufficient political or personal influence to 
suborn perjury. No scheme of reform will 
be complete which does not shut off every 
avenue of escape through dilatory proceed- 
ings. We believe the Legislature may ac 
cept Senator Ray’s bill as providing in the 
aggregate tho necessary changes in the law; 
and now that the Governor atid the Bar As- 
sociation. have supplemented the popular de- 
mand in this matter the present session 
should provide all the amendments required 
to meet the one primary object of securing 
speedy trials in criminal cases in despite of 
all opposition. |

It would be 
useless to ask them to espouse the cause of 
the Hennepin Canal because it would be of 
the greatest possible use to the West, tho 
even a New York editor busy in picking the 
bizarre incidents of the gutters up for the 
amusement of his readers for a minute ought 
to be able to understand that the prosperity 
of the West means the prosperity of the East. 
But how can they fail to compreheud what 
the, construction of the Hennepin Canal 
means when it is presented in its true light 


as an extension of the Erie Canal? New 


Yorkers are very intelligent about the 
part which Olinton's great work has 
played in their expansion, The Hennepin 
Canal would be nothing less than adding to 
the vast system of waterways which the 
Erie Canal already makes tributary to New 
York another system which is still vaster 
and more important. Chicago would be 
benefited, of course, but the relative advan- 
tages of Chicago and New York in the ex- 
tension of the Erie Canal by the Hennepin 
Canal can be very accurately measured by 
the relative shares which Buffalo and New 
York have had in the results of the Erie 
Canal. New York has secured necessarily 
from its position as the final destination of 
most of -the stuff transported the lion’s part. 
So it would be between Chicago and New 
York when the Hennepin link was added to 
the Erie Canal. 

When Abraham Lincoln was a member of 
the Thirtieth Congress he described the gen- 
eral advantages of what the Eastern press 
is now calling merely local improve- 
ments in simple, shrewd language, which 
we commend to the people of New York who 
are now seeking to defeat an enterprise 


“which will do more for their prosperity than 


any public work that has yet been under 
taken by the National Government. June 20, 
1848, in the House of Representatives, Mr. 
Lincoln, speaking in favor of internal im- 
provements and against an internal-improve- 
ment veto just submitted by the President, 
said: 

Nothing is so local as not to be of some gener- 

al benefit. Take, for instance, the Lilinois & 
Michigan Canal. Considered apart from its 
effects, it is perfectly local. Bvery inch of it 
is within the State of Iitinois. That canal was 
first opened for business last April. Ina very 
few days we were all gratified té learn, among 
other things, that sugar had been carried from 
New Orleans through the canal to Buffalo, in 
New York. This sugar took this route doubt- 
less because it was cheaper than the old route. 
Supposing the benefit of the reduction of the cost 
of carriage to be shared between seller and buy- 
er, the result is that the New Orleans merchant 
sold his sugar a little dearer and the people of 
Buffalo sweetened their coffee a little cheaper 
than before—a benefit resulting from the canal, 
not to Illinois, where the canal is, but to Louisi- 
ana and New York, where it is not. 
This instance clearly shows that the benefits of 
an improvement are by no means confined to 
the particular locality of the improvement 
itself. 


GLADSTONE has wonderful luck in getting 
out of a tight place at the critical moment. 
Several times the Tories have seized what they 
supposed was a grand opportunity to assail the 
Government, and each time fortune and tact 
enabled Gladstone to turn upon his assallants 
and utterly rout them.

It is @ smooth, noiseless, hard, and lasting 
pavement, and much preferabie to stone for 
driveways. Weare very much pleased with it 
in Omaha.

—Charies Hains—who has been for eighteen 
years Superintendent of Streets of the City of 
Boston: 

Bostosx, May 1, 1884.—A. L. Barber, Esq.— 
Dear Str: In answer to your dispatch asking 
information relative to the wearing qualities 
exhibited by the asphalt pavement in this city, 
I have the honor to say that Court square was 
paved with Trinidad asphalt laid in accordance 
with the Washington specifications about four 
years ago. One side of the square is occupied 
witb express-offices, and express-teams heav- 
ily loaded are continually backed up to the 
sidewalk, yet, notwithstanding the twisting 
and turning of these teams and the very se- 
vere treatment to which the pavement is sub- 
jected on that account, not a single impression 
has been made upon the surface of the 
same. On the si next the court-house 
I took the precaution to bave granit 
Diocks laid along the edgestone or 
curbing of the sidewalk, fearmg that the con- 
tinual passage of wheels would destroy the 
asphalt pavement if it was laid against the 
curbing. The result has surprised me, the 
granit blocks have been very considerably 
worn and grooved by the wheels running next 
the curbing, while the depression in the as- 
phalt made by the outer wheels is barely per- 
ceptible. Kilby street and Liberty square 
were paved the same year, and the pavement 
on these streets, although subjected to very 
heavy travel and severe usage, is in as good 
condition as when first laid. From my obser- 
vation of these pavements I am gonfident that 
a genuine Trinidad asphalt pavement properly 
laid in aecordance with your specifications 
will stand heavy travel just as well as the 
granit block pavement.

The Brooks Estate Adding to Its Pos- 
sessions ou Dearborn Street—The 
Family Hotel Question. 


The Extravagance of Special Assessments 
Well-Paid Commissioners— State 
of the Market. 


What Chicago Needs and Will Proba- 
bly Get in the Hotel Line—New Stone 
Pavements—Snow and Sleighing. 

“ While Chicago people have no end of things 
to be proud of, said THE TRIBUNE'S Washing- 
ton street friend to the real-estate reporter 
yesterday, “yet in many directions they are 
far behind the times, and in nothing, perhaps, 
more than in the matter of a first-class 
family- hotel, such as the Vendome 
and Brunswick of Boston and the Wind- 
sor and others of New York. I hear 
this criticism of our enterprise very often, and 
1 wonder, with those who speak of it. why some 
capitalist or syndicate does not place his or 
their money in such a structure. The city bas 
certainly attained sufficient size and represents 
enough wealth and tone to support such a 
hotel, and I believe that there is an urgent de- 
mand for the establishment of it. Of course it 
would be entirely distinct from the com mercial 
hotels, of which Chicago has so many fine ones 
to boast, and would be of a higher 
social character than those which cater 
to the general local and floating 
population, and J think an appropriate location 
for it would be Prairie or Michigan avenue, not 
far from Twenty-second street. Several years 
ago a number of wealthy citizens seriously 
considered such a project, but for some reason 
it was a oned. Now, I am told, it is the 
purpose of these same men, spurred on by a 
live Eastern hotel-man, to revive the scheme, 
and it may not be long before Chicago has, in 
the hotel line, that of which she is 
so much in need. Such an establish- 
ment would attract all wealthy people of 
the city who prefer hotel life, as well 
as people of means who visit the city from 
various parts of the country. Asto the suc 
cess of such an undertaking I don't think 
there could be any doubt, for I observe from 
every quarter an emphatic demand for the im- 
provement. If properly conceived and carried 
out the project would become a valuable acqui- 
sition to the locality in which it stood, and 1 
believe the people of the vicinity, as well as 
the entire city, would join in an effort to make 
it the success which it so richly deserves to be. 

Jam reminded by this that an effort is also 
bemg made by men of means to establish in 
the centre of the city another first-class Euro- 

hotel that shall be the equal of any simi- 
concern in New York. These are the same 
men who, I told you not long ago, were con- 
templa th® propriety of attempting to lease 
the old City-Hali lot at the corner of La Salle 
and Adams street. But they have not confined 
their attentions entirely to that property. I am 
told that they have their eyes on the 

Honoré Block at the corner of Adams and 

streets, and that it is not 

that a purchase or lease 
may de effected. The building was originally 
designed for hotel purposes, but when the in- 
terior was rebuilt, after it had been burned 
out four or five years ago, it was rearranged 
for office purposes, with vaults running through 

‘from the basement 10 the roof. It seems, 

however, that for a comparatively small out- 

lay the interior can be so changed that it will 
make a first-class hotel. The building is splen- 
didly located and I would not be surprised to 
hear that a trade bad been made with the Con- 
necticut Mutual Life-Insurance Company for 
the property. The only thing that will prob- 
ably prevent a dicker is the price asked, 
which, my informant said, was $750,000 for the 

building and ground, or $75,000 a year, if a 

lease is preferred. . 

“TI notice that last Monday evening the 
Council passed an ordinance for a uniform 
sidewalk on Thirty-first street, trom Michigan 
avenue to the lake, and the improvement will 
be made in the spring. The step is one of the 
first in a right direction. The sidewalk will be 
not only a convenience and luxury to the peo- 
ple of the neighborhood in which it is to be 
jaid, but it will prove a benefit to all parts of 
the city, for it introduces a new form of im- 


provement by special assessment which, I be- 
lieve, will grow, and will resuit in marked bene- 


At to all the better residence and business lo- 


“It is now only about twenty years since 
abash avenue was paved from Madison to 
enty-second street, the improvement at- 
ing much attention on account of its new- 
des, yet today see how many miles of paved 
treets there are in the city. So popular has 
treet-paving become that it is very difficuit 
ra man to dispose of property on an un- 
ved street at anything like the price that can 
be secured for property on a paved street. I 
think there is po doubt that stone sidewalks, 
such as will be laid in accordance with the ordi- 
mance referred to, will become as popular as 
etreet pavements. 
“I suppose you have observed that since the 
snow came the people in charge of street 
have changed their tactics. At first, 
soon as snow teil, ii was hurriedly scooped 
the down-town streets, and in a short time

has been that sleighing is nearly as good down- 
town as on the residence streets. This very 
sensible change in the manner of caring for 
the down-town streets in winter was also 
adopted by the South Park Commissioners on 
Michigan avenue, but the resulis were any- 
thing but satisfactory, as any one who drove 
over the street during Tuesday, Wednesday, or 
Thursday will testify. Over deep snow is 
almost as poor for sleigbing as no snow at all. 
ers of the boulevard set a 
gang of men to work cleaning the gutters of 
the street and piling the snow in the centre 
they almost spoiled sieighing on that thorough- 
fare. There was no need of more snow in the 
centre of the street, as was the case in the 
business centre, where it was soon worn out, 
but it was piled up knee-deep nevertheless, 
muck to the disgust of many people. 

The same course was pursued on Washing- 
ton boulevard, I believe, but better judgment 
‘was employed, and the contributions from the 
gutters to the centre were made graduaily, so 
that sleighing was first class all the time. The 
same might have been done on Michigan ave- 
nue, and it would not be a bad idea if the Com- 
missioners would trouble themselves to see to 
the matter in case any additions are made to 
the snow already on the ground. 

“ Speaking of sleighing reminds me to ask 

you to call the attention of the Mayor or Chef 
of Police to the desperately reckless driving 
that is done on Ashiand avenue nearly every 
day in the week, but especially Sunday. Iam 
as fond of a good horse and a fast drive as 
any man, but the reckiess manner in which 
speeding is done on Ashiand avenue is crim- 
inal, and if it is not stopped I prophesy a ter- 
rible accident before the close of the sea- 
son. Only last Sunday a quiet family 
Bieighing party was rudely § disturbed 
by a flyer that dashed into the sleigh, throw- 
ing the entire party to the ground and quite 
seriously injuring one of the children. The 
careless driver escaped unhurt, ana then ran 
away from the scene of the acciaent before the 
police arrived. The lives of innocent people 
are constantly imperiled, for, should a rein or 
a piece of harness give way while one of those 
Tast horses is at the hight of speed, a terrible 
calamity could not be averted, for the horse 
could not be stopped before he had dashed 
over hundreds of people. 


Some Important and Interesting Facts 
and Figures to Show the Defects in 
the Special Assessment System—Gross 
Extravagance. 

As bas been stated in Tur Trarscxe before, 
Dills have been introduced in the Legisiature 
for the purpose of cheapening and simplifying 
teysiem. Even a super- 

ficial examination of the reports of the city 
officials on the management of the Special- 
Assessment Department (and only very few 
people will be abie to get an intelligent idea of 
the business of this department from the pub- 
lished reports) will show the necessity for a 
radical reform. Something is certainly wrong 
when it is shown that during the year 1583 there 

‘were paid out for improvements, on account 

of which special assessments had been leviea, 

a total of $1,076,506, and that there were ex- 

pended for costs $35,163, and for inspectors, 

$11,711; 8 total of $46,879, or over 4 35-100 per 

cent over and above the actual cost of the im 


provements made; and yet, at the same time, 


property-owners had, to begin | 

with, $341,049, or nearly 32 per cent more 
than net cost of the improvements, into 
the City Treasury long before the improve- 
ments had been made, and bad received this 
excess back after having been deprived of 
its use for periods ranging from _ six 
to eighteen months. The of 
interest to the taxpayers on the 
$1,468,555, which they were required to pay out 
before they could obtain improvements of the 
net value of $1,076,596, figuring the interest 
at 4 per cent per anoum, can safely be set 
down at $60,000, which makes the total cost to 
them of investing $1,076,596 of their money in 
improvements $106,879, or almost 10 per cent. 
Aside from this cost the levying of special as- 
sessinents causes an expenditure of about $20, - 
000 for salaries which are paid out of the gen- 
oral tax levy, which brings the total direct and 
indirect cost to the public of expending a little 
over $1,00u,000 for improvements to over $125,- 
000, or over 12% per cent on the actual cost. 

According to the report of the book- 
keeper of the Department of Public 
Works the cost of making special assess- 
ments during the year 1883 was $40,361, besides 
the salaries of the regular employés of the de- 
partment. Of this amount $4,965 were charged 
for advertising, $7,623 for engineering, inspect- 
ing, and labor, $5,128 for pay of the 
special-assessment commissioners, $7,856 
for court costs, and $12,650 for colilect- 
ing delinquent taxes, the balance being used 
up for stationery, car-fare, livery-bilis, etc. 
The amount charged for collecting taxes is ex- 
plained by the fact that the County Collector 
is entitled to a commission of 2 per cent on all 
special assessments collected through bim. 
The items for court costs, inspection, commis- 
sioners’ fees, and advertising, together with 
the sundries, aggregating $27,711, represent 
the cost of making the assessments during the 
year 1883. The number of assessments made 
during that year was 675, distributed as fol- 
lows:

All the costs above enumerated, except, per- 
haps, 90 per cent of the costof engineering 
which falls alone on street improvements, rest 
equally upon ali the assessments, which would 
give an average cost of about $30 for 562 as- 
sessments and of about $60 for 113 assessments. 
As the latter aggregated $1,733,077, averaging 
$15,336 each, the percentage of cost is only very 
trifling, being about $4 on $1,000 assessed, but 
on the remaining 562 assessments, which ag- 
gregate $499,679, making an average of $888, 
the costs figure up to nearly 4 percent. Butt 
is hardiy fair to average the smaller assess- 
ments in trying to get at the onerous features 
of the system. A look at the assessments for 
lamp-posts will perhaps give the most correct 
idea of how the system works. 

The contract price for gas-lamp posts 16 
about $26—namely: $8 for the post, $15 for the 
fitting, and $3 for the lantern. The 420 lamp- 
posts provided for in the fifty-two assessments 
would, therefore, cost $10,920, but the assess- 
ments call for $13,228, nearly 25 per cent more. 
But that is not all. The smallest assessment 
alls tor a single lamp-post, and amounts to 
$41.44, making the expenditure of $26 cost 
$15.44. There are nine assessments calling for 
two lamp-posts each, for which $68.80 is levied, 
an excess of $16.80, or 32 per cent over the act- 
ual cost. Only four assessments call for twen- 
ty or more lamp-posts, the highest for twenty- 
seven, and here the original cost of $702 has 
been increased to $808, or by about 15 per cent. 
A atill worse showing is made by the assess- 
ments for oil-lamp posts, of which the contract 
price is a trifie below $8 The 123 as- 
sessments made a call for 1,679 posts, 
which would cost $13,432, but the total 
amount assessed is $19,068.06, or $5,636—over 
42 per cent—over and above the amount that 
will be paid the contractor. There are fifty- 
eight assessments for less than ten posts each. 
For two posts, costing less than $16, the aus- 
sessment amounts to about $31—nearly double 
the actual cost: for three it is about $39— 
over 60 per cent too much. On eight posts the 
assessment is $103—over 60 per cent above the 
cost. The highest assessment, which levies 
$491 for fifty-two posts, shows an excess of 18 
per cent over the actual cost. In the case of 
assessments for oil-lamp posts it should be 
considered that they are mostiy levied upon 
people who have a hard time scraping to- 
gether the money for their taxes, and that 
the individual amounts are so trifling that 
eventual rebates may not seem worth the 
trouble of calling for however large the 
amount may be in the aggregate. In another 
way the people assessed for oil-lamps are taxed 
for the maintenance of a costly system. Ol 
lamps are only a makeshift, and as soon as the 
streets where they bave been placed get gas- 
mains the oil-lamps are replaced by gas-lamps. 
Iu that case a new assessment is made on which 
a rebate of the actual cost of the oil-iamp post 
is allowed, but all the other costs are collected. 
it thus happens that these peopie pay the cost 
of assessing twice, and are taxed more than 
anybody else for the benefit of a coterie of 
officiais. 

People may be curious to know how the 
costs originate. an assessment is or- 
dered an estimate of the probable cost, in- 
cluding the cost of proceedings, is made. Then 
an application is fled in the County Court, for 
which $6 has to be paid. The court appoints, 
thereupon, three Commissioners to make the 
assessment, whose compensation is fixed at $2 
each for each and every assessment. Their 
work consists in ascertaining which property 
derives a benefit from the proposed improve- 
ment and deciding the different rates to be as- 
sessed. This work is quite complicated in the 
case of actual street improvements and open- 
ings because in them other than abutting 
property is assessed, but the part the Commis- 
sioners take in this work is, as a rule, confined 
to their signing the report which has been pre- 
pared in the special ent department. 
It said that Mr. Hermann Benze, who for a 
number of years bas been one of the Commis- 
sioners in each assessment case, has a very 
valuable experience and personally makes the 
assessments in all the larger cases, but it is 
doubtful whether even he visits the locality to 
be assessed in one out of twenty cases. It is 
certainly a fact that there was absolutely noth- 
ing for the Commissioners to do in the 373 
assessments levied for drains, water-pipes, and 
sidewalks in 1883, as in these cases 
abutting property only is assessed according 
to the number of front feet. The income of 
Mr. Benze from his perpetual special assess- 
ment co issionership amounts to from $1,200 
to $2,000 annually, and the other favorits, gen- 
erally clerks in public offices, who serve in the 
same capacity, probably receive from $500 to 
$1,000 each annually for the very exacting work 
of signing their names. 

Besides the costs for filing the application 
there is the cost of advertising, which amounts 
to from $6 to $15 in each case, and then comes 
the cost of surveying, engineering, inspecting, 
and other fees which swell the amount out of 
al! proportion to the amount of money to be 
expended for the direct benefit of the people. 
What has permitted this evil to go unchallenged 
for so long is probably the fact that the bur- 
dens are not realized, being small in individual 
cases; but that the system needs a thorough 
overhauling cannot be denied. 


The Real-Estate Board’s Mission. 

The Chicago Real-Estate Board, which is now 
fairly entered upon the second year of its act- 
ive existence, is an organization to which pub- 
lic attention has frequently been called since 
ite establishment, but of which as much is not 
generally known as might be mutually bene- 
ficial to the board and the property-owners 
of the city. Tersely. stated, the avowed 
object of the association as named in the 
preamble adopted upon its formation was * to 


enable its members to transact their business 


connected with the buying, selling, renting, 
and caring for reali estate, and the loaning of 
money upon the same, to better advantage than 
heretofore by the adoption of such rules and 
regulations as they may deem proper, and by 
enabling them to take united action upon such 
matters as may be deemed for the common 
good, and by such other means as 
may be determined upon by its members. 
Without specifying any particular wrong 
or error which it proposed to alter the board 
entered upon its career upon the broad policy 
of reform and good conduct, and in that direc- 
uon it bas labored arduously and in many in- 
stances successfully. From the outset the 
very best men in the real-estate business united 
themselves with the organization, and an act- 
ive directory selected from among these ad- 
vanced the board to its present high position. 
Among its earliest endeavors was that of ele- 
vating the standard of respectability in the 
trade, to the accomplishment of which end 
it is a8 devoted today as at the 
commencement, with the result that the un- 
principled sharks who so long preyed upon the 
people and brought disgrace upon the trade 
bave been well out, and wül be driven 
to honorable ways or from among honest men 
eventually. In this, then, they nave greatly 
benefited a jong-suffering* people, whiie they 
have also freed themseives from the barmwfu! 
effects of the woives. 

Another most important work performed b 
the board was the warfare upon the — 
acknowledged unjust Southwestern-boulevard 
assessment. It bas fought this attempt to 
benefit the few atthe expense of the many, 
and, although the money already collected may 
be paid for the improvement, there is every 
reason to believe that further collections wil! 
not be permitted. However the matter may 


* 


should not be forgotten. | 

These are only a few of the reforms which 
the board has undertaken, but they are the 
most important ones, and those in which prop- 
erty-owners are most interested. As errors 
and injustice present themselves they will be 
grappled with, and property-owners will ever 
have a strong ally in the board when wrongs 
are to be redressed. Yet another of the mat- 
ters in hand is that of putting a stop to the 
willful injury of property in residence districts 
by the erection of livery stables, biacksmith- 
shops, etc., unless the consent of every 
property-owner on the street is obtained. It is 
said the Council is ready to pass an ordinance 
of such a character, and that action will be 
taken at an early day. 

Besides these efforts in bebalf of its 3 
the board is constantly devising plans for its 
own advancement and benefit. Since its or- 
ganization a black-list ot bad tenants has been 
prepared, which is in the hands of the Secretary 
ana can be consulted at ali times by members 
of the board, thereby enabling them to be in 
constant possession of reliable information re- 
garding the character (if it be bad) of any 
tenant. Every day at noon there is a call of 
property wanted by members at which a large 
amount of business is transacted that, but for 
the assembling, would be lost entirely or would 
be done at the expense of much time and run- 
ning about. Many other advantages are 
afforded which make a membership in the 
board valuable and which wiil always tend to 
attract honorabie dealers to it. 


The Market. 

The only thing resembling a sensation in the 
real-estate market during the week was the re- 
vival of interest in Dearborn street property 
by the purchase of everything obtainable on 
Dearborn street, running through to Fourth 
avenue, between Jackson and Van Buren 
streets, by Clara G. Brooks of the famous Bos- 
ton family. The transactions were four in num- 
ber and were as follows:

Every change in it is 
evidence of stagnation in business, unless we 
are to understand—what probably nobody now 
believes—that the New York bankers have 
adopted as their policy Mr. L. J. Gage's sug- 
gestion that larger reserves ought to be car- 
ried in quiet times. The reserve is now over 
40 per cent of the deposit liabilities. It is to 
be borne in mind, however, that there have 
been several special influences of late tending 
to temporarily depress trade, and the status of 
the stock market bas beensuch asto make 
people timid about using their bank balances 
for the purchase of securities.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were slow Saturday, 
with very little business on outside account, ex- 
cept that involved in making provision for Mon- 
day’s deliveries on February contracts. There was 
little encouragement to the bulls except as they 
were able to evolve it from the Western news. 
Yet wheat and hog products were stronger, while 
other cereals averaged easier. 

Provisions were firmer in sympathy with hogs 
at our Stock-Yards, while there was some pressure 
to fill February shorts in pork and lard, ehiefiy the 
latter, which reduced the March premium on lard 
to 5c, a few thousand tcs being taken by Roche and 
Schwartz-Dupee at this difference. February was 
the first month for which the bears dared to sell short 
last fall, which explains the fact above noted. The 
rest in futures was mostly scalping by home talent, 
though there was a good demand for shipment, and 
our shipments for last week included about 12,000 
tos lard, with a big pile of meats. Liverpool quot- 
ed pork Is lower. Pork opened at $12.35 for May, 
the same as Friday's closing, advanced to $12.50, 
teil back to $12.40, and closed at $12.35 bid, with 
March at 20¢ discount and February at We dis- 
count. Lard advanced 7c, to . KN for May, and 
closed at $7.05 bid, with March at ine discount 
and February at ene discount. Short ribs ad- 
vanced 7 Me, to $6.37 for May, and closed at $6.35 
bid, with March at l5c discount and February at 
20c discount. The packing of this city since Oct. 
27 is estimated to include 2,116,000 hogs, against 
1,837,000 to same time last year, and 2,172,000 to do 
in 1883. The'stocks of lard here are estimated to 
aggregate a little over 90,000 tes. 

Flour was dull and nominally unchanged, with 
only a light local trade. There was little offered 
and little wanted. It was a case of what Beerbohm 
would call a case of abstention by both buyers and 
sellers. 

Wheat was active and irregularly stronger. May 
advanced le early, to 83\c bid, fell Dack to 83\e, im- 
proved to 836, receded to 82%c, and rose té 8888. 
closing at 83%c bid, with March at 55¢c discount 
and February at 6c discount. Cash No. 2 spring 
sold at 76%@77i{c in store and fresh re- 
cetpts of No. 3 do at’ 68%c. .The British 
markets were called dull, but our receipts were 
much smaller than have been expected, and this 
woke up certain of bears to the fact that they 
had sold heavily short on the regent break. Kent 
and Jones bought a great deal at §3@83\4q, and 
then stopped, whereupon the market fell back. 
with reports of about 317 cars here for Monday. 
Then the market strengthened on news of rain in 
the West, expected to give bad weather here, the 
crowd tailing on freely after a few leading buyers, 
while later Continental cables were steadier, with 
the remark by one that an advance here would 
probably be followed by a reaction across the At- 
lantic. Another cable denoted severe damage by 
storm, and ordered the purchase of 60,000 bu here 
for May if the market looked as if it were near the 
bottom. On the curbstone in the afternoon May 
wheat was quoted at 83%(c, but later at 8360. 

Red winter wheat was very quiet. No. 2 was 
quoted at 79@80¢ cash, and sold at 86c for May. 

Corn was sluggish, but irregular in price and at a 
lower range. Liverpool was called heavy, and our 
receipts were rather large, with the garly expecta- 
tion of a big lot for Monday, which was, however, 
badly overshadowed by a later estimate, as given 
elsewhere. The shipping inquiry was a little bet- 
ter, making samples rule firm at %38%@38%c for 
No. 2, with 3814@38%(c for No. 3, and 38@38%{c for 3, 
all free on board cars. There were no sales in 
store (of car-lots), but February was in good de- 
mand in proportion to the light offermgs, and firm 
at 3%{c below May. There was one opening sale of 
5,000 bu for May at go Ke, but it Was perhaps offered 
to break the market, as the seller was buying at 
40c a few seconds later. It advanced to oke bid, 
weakened to sone, and closed at 40c bid, with 
March at 3859 discount and April at 33¢@3\¢c dis- 
count. 

Oats were weak owing, it was supposed, to the 
report that the receipts Monday would be very 
heavy—about 225 cars. Mostof the trading was 
done in May, which was at one time ec lower than 
Friday's closing, and touched 30c, Geddes selling a 
big block at that figure. It afterwards rallied and 
advanced to and closed at 30 Me. Cash No. 2 was 
quotable at Ne for regular. February opened at 
Ne, advanced to and sold at Nhe, de- 
clined to 26%c, and closed at e bid. March 
sold at Mone and closed at the inside. April 
ranged at Masse, closing at the inside. There 
was a good demand for sample lots, and sales of 
those on track were at Zle for No. 3 white, 29%{@30c 
for No. 2, 31k (e for No. 2 white, and 29%¢c for No. 2 
to go to store. Free-on-board lots sold at 29\4c 
for no grade, 2944@30\(c for No. 8, 30@3ic for No. 3 
white, de for No. 2, and 304%@32\4c for No. 2 
white. 

Rye was dull and e lower, May opening at sre 
bid with 67e asked. One sale was made at 
67\¢4ce, the market closing at e. Fresh re- 
ceipts of No. 2 were salable at 64c and 58e 
was bid for No. 3. The sample market was steady, 
and on track lots sold at 60@62c for No.3 and 65@ 
66 e for No. 2. Free-on-board lots sold at 6lc for 
No. 3 and 63466666 for No. 2. 

Barley was slow and weak, and concessions of 
1@2c had to be made to effect sales. Receipts, 51 
cars. No in-store lots were on the market, and 
No. 2 regular was unchanged at 65@66c. Sales by 
sample of on-track lots were at 51}¢c for No. 4 and 
55e for No. 3. Free-on-board and switched jots 
sold at $8.50@14.00 per ton for sereenings, 49@55c 
for No. 4, and 52@63c for No. 3. 

The market for mill-feed was steady with a fair 
demand. Bran ranged at $11.25@11.75, shorts at 
$11.50@12.00, and middiings at $11.75@14.00. Sales 
were at $11.25@11.50 for bran, $11.75@12.35 for mid- 
dlings, and $11.75 for shorts. 

Timothy seed was steady at $1.30 for No. 1 prime 
and $1.28 for eommon—offerings light. Clover was 
firmer, prime seed ranging at $4.90@5.00, while some 
choice mammoth sold at'$5.10. Flax was firm at 
$1.49 for No, 1 cash, with only 2 cars on the market 
and both sold, and $1.49 was asked to arrive. 

Dry -goods jobbers report continued quiet with 
prices steadily held. In the grocery market there 
was fair activity and a steady set of prices. Only 
a moderate business was doing in dried fruits, fish, 
and canned goods, but prieés averaged firm. But- 
ter was dull, and cheese met with only a light in- 
quiry. There was a continued good demand for 
coal and prices were firm. Pig-iron remains in- 
active. 

The street markets were fairly active, although 
a check was pnt on shipping products susceptible 
to frost by reason of Sunday intervening. Cron- 
berries were slow, the demand for them seeming to 
be fast dying out.

varieties. Oranges, lemons, and grapes were in 
moderate inquiry. There was a good, steady de- 
mand for potatoes at previous quotations. A fair 
trade was done in poultry and turkeys were a little 
weaker. The market for game closed firm, with 
nothing worth mentioning left over. There will be 
no more quail on toast, or an effort by some dime 
museum artist to eat one of these birds on each of 
thirty consecutive days, until thd middle of next 
September, unless, indeed, the law is altered mak- 
ing the opening of the bunting season at least a 
month later. The local demand for vegetabies was 
quite active considering that it was the last day in 
the week. Hay was in good demand for choice 
grades, lilinois upland advancing $1.00. The re- 
ceipts of lowa upland prairie were very light and 
2 ee sold. Timothy and other grades 
were in liberal supply, but prices ruled steady. 
The deman@was mostly local, very few shippers 
buying. 

The cattle trade was quiet, and prices remained 
easy at Friday's decline, For the last day of the 
week the supply was exceptionally large, between 
3.000 and 4,000 stale cattle being included in the of- 
ferings. The number in the yards was fully 5,000. 
Sales were on a basis of $2.50@4.25 for cows, $3.25@ 
4.25 for stockers, and $3.85@6.65 for shipping steers. 
Hogs were active and stronger early, but closed 
easy at 84. 254.56 for poor te choice light and at 
$4.30@4.80 for inferior mixed to choice heavy. The 
receipts for the week were about 35,200 cattle, 
154,200 hogs, and 24,500 sheep, against 31,820 cattie, 
113,035 hogs, and 26,021 sheep for the correspond- 
ing week last year. 

The country is beginning to sell oats now, both 
cash and futures. The offerings on the market re- 
cently have been relatively small because oats can 
‘be carried in the country for almost nothing—cer- 
tainly much less than the May premium here. 
Some firms in this city say they have more money 
out in bucolic carrying of oats than in the case of 
corn, and one private warehouse im this city has 
got some 600,000 bu tucked away below the roof 
waiting for the order to come forth. 

The latest estimates for Monday's postings here 
Include 235 cars wheat and 1,500 cars corn. The 
latter result ean only be reached by the inspectors 
working Sunday, which it is understood they will 
do for the purpose of clearing up the tracks: Some 
parties think we shall receive about 8,500 cars corn 
this week, and say the estimate was reached after 
consultation with leading railroad men. 

St. Louis yesterday received over 50,000 bu of No. 
2 red winter wheat, besides other grades, which is 
alarge movement for January. The aggregate of 
stocks there is about 1,000,000 bu larger now than a 
Year ago.

They were arraigned before United States Com- 
missioner Sherman, and bound over in the sum 
ot $1,000 each for hearmg Feb. 10. 

THE NEXT RAID. 

Mr. Sones and three companions arrived in 
this city this evening fresh from the territory. 
These men were with the boomers at Stillwater. 

was with Capt. Payne on his raids. The 
principal cause of the surrender was the fail- 
ure of Congress to take any action; also, lack 
of supplies and their inabihty to bold out 
against the troops. The raid was made at this 
time because Congress is in session. The col- 
onists will disperse to their homes and ‘will 
make ahother attempt the 4th of next 
March. Sones says the boomers have fixed 
this date because they believe the incoming 
Administration will be friendly to the project.

ELK FALLS. Kas., Jan. 31.—(Special.|—Tae 
TRIBUNE representative met Gen. Hatch at 
Caldwell today and stated to him the nature of 
the resolution passed by the boomers in Ar- 
kansas City yesterday. He was greatly sur- 
prised on learning that they intended to 
return to Oklahoma and prepare 
anotber siege. They will go via the Arkansas 
track, which they claim is a public highway. 
Capt. Couch says if the soldiers attempt to 
stop his followers—which they will probably 
do, as there is a number of companies sta- 
tioned at the Otoe Mission, which is located on 
the Arkansas treil—he will fire on them, as 
there is no law prohibiting them from travel-

AN OFFICIAL VIEW. 
TEXT OF SECRETARY TELLER'S LETTER ON THE 
DISPUTED TERRIBORY. 

WaSsSmNOTON, D. C., Jan. 31.—([Special.}—The 
fenate recently called upon the President for 
astatement’of the views of the Executive on 
Oklahoma. The President has sent to the Sen- 
ate a letter of Secretary Teller defining his 
views. The followmg is the substance of 
Teller's letter: 

“The status of these ceded lands was con- 
sidered by one of my predecessors (Secretary 
Schurz), who held, in a letter addressed to the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, dated April 
25, 1879, as follows: 

None of the land or general laws of the United 
States have been extended to any part of the In- 
dian Territory except as to crimes and punish- 
ments and other provisions regulated by the inter- 
course acts. This being the cor dition of things, it 


clear that no authorized settlement could be 


Made by any person in the Territory except under 
the provisions of the intercourse laws, such per- 
fons having first obtained the permission provided 
forin those statutes. It may be further stated 


that no part of said Territory remains free’ 


from appropriation either to a direct trust assumed 
by treaty or by reservation for tribes thereon under 
Bxecutive order, except that portion still claimed 
by the State of Texas and lying between the Red 
River and the North Fork of the same. (See the 
Various treaties, agreements, and Executive orders 


from 1866 to the present time.) By Sec. 2,147, Re- 


vised Statutes, authority is expressly granted to 
the officers of the Indian Department to remove 
from the Indian country all persons found therein 
contrary to law, and the President is authorized to 
@irect the military force to be employed in such 


Temoval.”’

ment set apart the Territory for the exclusive 
use of the Indians and that no others 
should reside therein. It is not denied 
that the treaties so provide, It how- 
ever, within the power of the Government, 
with the consent of the Indians interested, to 


i 
change this Provision of the treaties so that 


these desirable unoccupied lands may be placed 
within the lawful. reach of settlers. Steps 
should be taken at once to change the present 
condition of affairs in the unoccupied portion 
of the Indian Territory. It can be done with- 
out the violation of treaties or without sub- 
jJecting the Government to the charge of bad 
faith. The power that made the treaties may 
in Uke manner abrogate or modify them. 
i NO INTENTION TO ROB THE INDIANS. 

It is not proposed to despoil the Indians nor 
to compel them to accept less than tue full 
value of whatever they surrender. It will not 
be wise to take an acre of this land needed by 
these Indians, or by the coming generation of 
them; but the lands now owned by the Gov- 
ernment for the purpose before mentioned 
may be opened to settiement with the consent 


of the civilized tribes, or segregated 
from the lands occupied and owned 
by the Indians, and then opened to 


settlement. However, until the existing status 
of the lands sball have been changed by agree- 
ments with the Indians interested, or in such 
other manner as may be determined upon by 
Congress, the integrity of the treaties hereto- 
fore made with the Indians should be main- 
tained, and the power of the Government to the 
extent necessary should be exercised to keep 


intruders and all unauthorized persons off of 
the lands. 


VON WESTE—COTTRELLY. 


Principals in an Interesting Divorce 
Case—A Record of Three Marriages 
Each. 

Simultaneously with the Columbia Theatre’s 
announcements of the engagement of John A. 
McCaull’s Casino company in Falka ap- 
peared the notice of a divorce suit in which 
Col. McCaull is made corespondent. 

The principal attraction jn the Casino com- 
pany has been Mathilde Cottrelly, a German 
actress of some note, who recently transferred 
her abilities and studies from drama 
to the comic-opera stage under the 
advice of Col. McCaull. Mme. Cottrelly 
bas tried matrimony on three sepa- 
rate and distinct occasions, and her last hus- 
band has begun divorce proceedings, charging 
her with undue familiarity with ber manager, 
Mr. McCaull. The MoCaull opera company 
will arrive this afternoon and open at Hill's 
Columbia this evening, but whether either 
Cottrelly or McCauli will come with them is 
not certain, although several telegrams have 
passed upon this subject. 

Mr. Leopold A. von Weste is the third hus- 
and of Mme. Cottrelly, and has also invested 
his chance of happiness in matrimony three 
times. He is now living at No. 40 Beethoven 
place, prior to which he was the manager of 
the Union Riding Academy on North Clark 
street. His connection with the academy closed 
Noy. 16, since which time he says he has been 
preparing evidence for his petition. 

Mr. Morton, who is in advance of McCautl’s 
opera company, said yesterday that neither 
McCaull nor Mme. Cottrelly would be in Chica- 
go this week, and that Mme. Cottrelly was play- 
ing and will continue to play at the Casino, 
New York. It was not improbable, however, 
that Col. McCaull, who bas two or more 
troupes upon the road, and pays fiymg 
visits to them to conserve his own interests, 
might be in Chicago within a few days, and as 
corespondent may consult counsel, although it 
is pretty well known in theatricai cliques that 
Weste and Mme. Cottrelly agreed to disagree 
some two years ago, since which time they 
have not lived together. It is further rumored 
that the two high-contracting parties to the 
marriage came to a very summary understand- 
ing that Weste should remain in Chicago and 
that Mme Cottrelly should sue for a divorce on 
the technica! ground of constructive desértion. 

Of Mme. Cottrelly it may be said that she 
came to America fifteen years ago, and was 
for some time connected exclusively with the 
German stage, where her role of Lady Macbeth 
at once placed her in the foremost rank of 
tragediennes. In San Francisco she was in- 
duced to take a theatre of ber own, but even 
in that cosmopolitan city a regular German 
theatre could not be made to pay, and she ac 
cepted leading roles in the Thalia (old Bowery), 
New York. “About this time she concluded to 
sing in comic opera, and entered into a contract 
with Col. McCaull to play at the popular little 
Bijou Theatre in the more recent comic opera 
productions. ) 

Von Weste it was who trained Barnum's 
Trakene stallions, seven in number, and the 
finest imported team ever used in the arena. 

Capt. William Heise, proprietor of the Cen- 
tral Riding School, No. 128 Twenty-fourth 
street, was a schoolmate of Weste's, but lost 
sight of bim for some years as he, Capt. Heise, 
became Deputy Master of Horse to H. R. H..

He 
laughed and said that in the circus line every- 
thing of that kind went.

AT ALBANY. 
HENDRICKS’ VISIT TO THE DEMOCRATIC POLIT- 
ICAL MBOCA. 

ALBANY, N. V., Jan. 31.—[{Special.|—The 
political gossip manufacturers who have been 
at their wits’ end to guess at the meaning of 
the visits Randall and Carlisle have been 
making at the retreat of Cleveland were today 
treated to a genuine surprise when they found 
out that Tom Hendricks had quietly slipped 
into town and had been closeted with the Presi- 
dent-elect, while they were closely watching 
the movements of Carlisie in the vain hope to 
make this gentleman tell the nature of his bus- 
mess with Cleveland. Tae TRIBUNE corre 


spondent was not surprised, however, 
as he bad been led to ex- 
pect that Thurman as well as Hendricks 


was invited to confer with Cleveland before 
the latter went to New York, where he intends 
to face whatever onslaught the bungry De- 
mocracy wants to make on him. If it is true, 
as has been hinted at by people who are very 
close to Cleveland, that Carlisie and Randal! 
were only invited to give their views on what 
should be the policy of the Administration, 
and that they were selected for this purpose, 
not on account of their leadership in Congress, 
but on account of the strength before 
the Nation which they developed in the 
convention, it would be surpassingly strange 
if Cleveland did not take Thurman into his 
counsels also, if for no other reason than to 
show his desire to receive light on the needs of 
the hour from every recognized leader of the 
party. 
THE MOTIVE. 

That this was Cleveland's motive in inviting 
Hendricks may ve judged from the fact that 
the latter stated to Tne TRIBUNE correspondent 
today that he bad come at the urgent request 
of the head of the ticket, while Col. Lamont 
gave it out as soon as Hendricks’ presence in 
Albany could no longer be dented that Hen- 
dricks had not been really inyited, but had only 
been advised that Cleveland would receive no 
suggestions from any one after a certain day. 
Carlisle was informed of Hendricks’ visit, and 
even intended to prolong his stay several hours 
in order to enjoy the next Vice-President’s 
company on his trip to New York, but he bad 
only a short interview with him early in the 
morning and left two hours earlier than Hen- 
dricks for New York, where an important con- 
fererce is to be held this evening at the house 
of Marton Marble. 

As Carlisle went back on his engagement 
with Hendricks after returning from a call on 
Cleveland, it is fair to presume that he bastened 
his departure at the latter’s request. At all 
events, he received no dispatches that might 
have influenced him. 

CARLISLE HAD A SPLENDID VISIT. 

When asked today about bis conference with 
Cleveland, Mr. Carlisle smilingly replied that 
he had been having a splendid visit, and had 

found the new President extremely anxious 
to find out the views of other people, but en- 
tirely unwilling to unbosom himself to any- 
body. He denied having received any in- 
structions with regard to the business of Con- 
gress, and expressed his fullest confidence in 
Mr. Cleveland's ability to select his own advis- 
ers. Besides, he vouchsafed the information 
that Cleveland would not be present at the 
dedication of the Washington Monument, and 
would, in fact, live tn absolute seclusion after 
his return from New York, a week from today. 
TOMMY’ DISAPPOINTED. 

Mr. Hendricks looked a little disappointed 
when seen after his conference with Cleveland, 
which bad lasted a little over two hours. He 
had evidently expected to receive some con- 
fidences, but found instead that he was sub- 
mitted only to a very unpleasant and searching 
cross-examination about persons and things. 
without receiving the slightest intimation 
about the questioner’s opinion of the informa- 
tion he extracted from his visitor. He said to 
Tue TRIBUNE correspondent: 

J have called on Mr. Cleveland by request 
and have bad a very pleasant conversation 
with him about things in general. I shall be 
in New York this evening on a visit to a rel- 
ative and shall return to Indianapolis tomor- 
row.“ 

Not another word would he say, but burried 
to the train in charge of Mr. Payne, State Bank 
Examiner, who bad undertaken the task to 
keep Hendricks’ visit as secret as possible, at 
least until after his arrival in town. 

FULLER AND JUDD. 

The visit of Mr. Hendrieks gave more im- 
portance to the presence of Messrs. Fuller and 
Judd of Chicago than those gentlemen had 
bargained for. They did not leave, as they 
said they would, this morning, but are still 
here, and will not go until tomorrow. They 
were closeted with Hendricks and John Oberly 
for over an hour immediately before Hen- 
dricks’ departure, and had atso lengthy inter- 
views with Col. Lamont and Mr. Apgar, who 
form what might be called Cleveland's kitchen 
cabinet. 

TROQUOIS ANXIETY. 

What it was all about the most persistent 
pumping process would not reveal, unless the 
admission of Judd that be was anxious Cleve- 
land should make no mistake in Illinois 
is taken as an indication that the Iro- 
quois Club desires to be consulted about Fed- 
eral appointments. Mr. Judd also said he had 
received Cleveland’s promise to visit Chicago 
at an early day after his inaygura- 
tion and to accept the  hospitalities 
of the Iroquois Club on that occasion.

The Illinois delegation received an addition 
during the day in the person of W. J. Hynes, 
editor of the Quincy Herald, who did not suc- 
ceed, however, in getting a sight of Cleveland, 
put presented bis claims for a foreign appoint- 
ment to Col. Lamont. He wore an I-know-it- 
all air and claimed to be possessed of positive 
information about the Cabinet, but his preten- 
sions were laughed at by Col. Lamont. Hynes 
left in the evening for Montreal. 

Fuller and Judd will depart tomorrow after- 
noon, the former to New York, the latter direct 
to Chicago. 

Col. Lamont, who bas today ceased to be the 
Governor's private secretary, will henceforth 
devote his entire time to Cleveland’s business. 
He said today that Cieveland’s journey to New 
York had been postponed until Tuesday, prob- 
ably because some important visitor has been 
delayed on the road. 

Carlisie has promised to attend the next Iro- 
quois banquet if the date is arranged to suit his 
convenience. 

THE INDIANA IDBA. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 31.—[Special.]— 
Mr. Hendricks’ turn has come at last. Two 
days ago a neat and by no means formidable 
letter was received at the house of the Vice- 
President-elect, with the postmark Albany, N. 
V., upon the envelope and addressed Per- 
sonal. When opened it proved to be an invi- 
tation from the Hon. Grover Cleveland to the 
Hon. Thomas A. Hendricks inviting the latter

WasHinoton, D. C., Jan. 31.— Special.j— 
Ex-Senator James R. Doolittle of Wisconsin, 
who was such a prominent figure in the Senate 
during the War and the following reconstruc- 
tion period, has for several days been quietly 
looking over the political situation. When 
asked tonight what was the result of his ob- 
servations he replied: ‘I left home to go to 
Chicago to find out what was going on, There 
I found no one knew anything.

LOST ICH-BOATS. 


The Sufferings of the Crews and Pas- 
sengers on the Ice of Northumber- 
land Straits. 

Bosrox. Mass., Jan. 31.—|Special.;—A dis- 
patch from Halifax gives an account of the 
sufferings and perils of the passengers and 
crew of the ice-boats which left Prince Ed- 
ward Island last Wednesday for the mainiand 
in New Brunswick, crossing the Straits of 
Northumberland. The only means of commu- 
nication between the isiand and the mainland 
for about seven months of the year is by pe- 
culiarly-constructed boats which are alter- 
nately dragged across the ice and floated in 
the open water, passengers and crew alike 
working their passage. The ice was un- 
usually rough and in places badly 
broken, and, to add to the difficulties 
of the dangerous journey, an intensely cold 
wind biew in the faces of the travelers. Prog- 
ress was extremely slow, and when night fell 
the men were fully two miles from the main- 
land. Nearly all were by that time much ex- 
hausted, and the crews of the boats refused to 
proceed farther, declaring that they would be 
unable to reach the shore in the darkness. It 
was decided to make a halt for the night, and, 
one of the boats being broken up to 
serve as fuel, a fire was built, and preparations 
were made to spend the lonely hours till 
morning ‘as comfortably as possible. The heat 
emitted by the single fire was of no service at 
all, and, without a particle of food .and with 
biting northerly winds, the men found the 
night almost interminable. 

When dawn came they were ina deplorable 
condition. The limbs and faces of several were 
frozen, and the sufferings of the others were 
almost as bad. The day was even more terri- 
bly bitter, the temperature being about 20° 
below zero, and, to add to the feeling of despair 
that was falling over the group, they 
found themselves to have drifted many 
miles below their destination into the middle 
of the straits. One sturdy sou! among them, 
Capt. Muncey Irving, commander of one of 
the ice-boats, managed to stir up his compan- 
ions to makesome exertions for their lives, 
and, after as short a delay as possible, they 
started off on a tramp back toward the island. 
Many times during the succeeding hours, 
which proved to nearly all of the party hours 
of agony, during which they felt like giving up 
in despair, some one or other would drop on 
the snow-covered ice in exhaustion, telling the 
others to leavo him to die and save themselves. 
Capt. Irving, however, each time spurred them 
on to renewed efforts, and those in a better 
State assisted the helpless as far as possibie. 

At last, after a journey which seemed the 
length of years, the spire of De Sable Church 
on the Argyle shore was espied and a final 
heroic endeavor was made to reach land. When 
they approached a little nearer they were ob- 
served by people on shore, who hurried to the 
rescue and helped them toland. Among those 
who had endured the hardships of the two 
days and a nigbt, and had a most miraculous 
escape from a horrible death, was Dr. Meln- 
tyre, a member of the Canadian House of Com- 
mons for Kings County, P. E. I., who bad just 
started on his way to Ottawa to attend the ses- 
sion just opened. He was one of those who 
suffered most. 

None of the people are expected to die, but 
a number of them will lose the use of some 
one or other of their limbs for a long time, and 
in several cases it may be found necessary to 
resort to amputation.

SORRY PROSELYTES. 


Cincinnati’s ‘*‘ Converted’? Jews Dis- 
appoint the Methodists. 
CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 31.— [Special. I—TWo 
voung Hebrews, Elias Grosfield and Solomon 
Batt, who united with the Methodist church 
known as Wesley Chapel and caused much 
talk, are creating still more gossip. Twoeveo- 
ings atter joining the Wesley Chapel Church, it 
is said, they were received into a German 
Methodist church, the pastor not knowing of 
their connection with Wesley Chapel. Dis- 
covery. of this led to a severe questioning of 
the young proselytes, during which they gave 
contradictory answers. Hearing of this and of 
the disappointment of the Methodists in them, 
Rabbi Wise sent for the young men, and to- 
day had a conversation with them in the 
presence of several prominent Hebrews. They 
were asked whether it was true that they had 
forsaken Judaism, as reported. Their answer 
is reported to have been that they joined the 
Methodist churches named in the belief that they 
could thereby better their circumstances, but 
at heart they were as strong Jews as ever. 
They are said to have told this story: A man 
named Miller, connected with the Young Men's 
Christian Association, exhorted them to leave 
the Jews, and had drilled them as to the an- 
swers they should give to the — ques- 
tions the Methodist pastor would ask 
them. Both Miller and the pastor, the 
Rev. T. J. Harris, gave them to understand 
that if they joined the Methodist Church they 
would be given a liberal education free of ex- 
pense in order that they might enter the minis- 
try, and situations would be found for them as 
tutors of Hebrew and Greek. After joining 
Wesley Chapel, however, they found that they 
could not expect the belp they had understood 
to be promised until their probationary 
term had passed. Dissatisfied at this discov- 
ery they joined another church, thinking they 
would not be placed on probation there. After 
hearing this statement Rabbi Wise reproved 
them sharply for having falsified as 
they had done, and, after compelling 
Batt to give up the certificate which he held 
from the Hebrew Union College as to his quali- 
fications as a teacher, informed them that rail- 
road tickets and a, little money would be fur- 
nisbed them if they would leave the city and 
promise not to return. They have agreed to

No. 6, unseasonable frosts or cold waves in 
any season.

A DISASTER AT PITTSBURG. 3 

TWO HEAVY EXPLOSIONS OF NATURAL GAS 

WHICH DO GREAT DAMAGE TO PERSONS AND 
PROPERTY. 3 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 31.-—[Special.}—Two 
explosions of natural gas occurred in quick 
succession this morning that demonstrated in 
aterrible manner the dangerous power of the 
new fuel, and have thrown into a state of abject 
terror the whole community. Four buildings 
were completely wrecked; seven persens sus- 
tained injuries which are almost certain to 
cause their death; eleven others were badly 
hurt, and a large number were slightly in- 
jured. , 


THE VICTIMS. 
The names of the victims are as follows: 


DB. STEWART of Allegheny, Pa., blown into the 
air, jaw badly cut, and injured internally. 

WILLIAM KOTA, conductor of Citizens’ Line, 
knocked off his car by a beer-keg, and badly hurt. 

GEORGE MORRIS, barkeeper in Muller’s saloon, 
badly cut, leg broken. 

JACOB STEIN, severely cut about the head; will 
probably die. 

GUSTAVUS HORN, cut and burned 
head; not seriously hurt. 

FRED ZINSZER, a baker, eye cut and terribly 
lacerated about the face; left eye blown out; 
Otherwise dangerously hurt. 

WILLIE OXENHART, thrown into the gutter and 
badly injured internally. 

GEORGE BENHARD, burned about the head and 
badiy hurt. 

WILLIE PATTON, cut on the head and slightly 
injured. , 

MRS. MORRIS, blown against a door and badly 
hurt. 

ANNIE MUELLER, badly cut about the face and 
head, and injured internally. 

GEORGE GIBSON, driver of car No. 24, knocked 
off his car and badly hurt. 

NICHOLAS DEERFLER, driver for Herb & Bro.’s 
feed store, face badly cut.

THE SCENE OF THE ACCIDENT. 

The scene of the explosion is at the corner of 
Thirty-fourth street and Penn avenue, one of 
the most thickly populated districts of the city. 
At 10 o’clock a. m. Mrs. Hermansdorfer, who 
keeps the butcher-shop at the corner, sent ber 
sister down to the celiar to get a basket. The 
latter, whose name is Mary Smolder, while 
searching for the needed article struck a 
mateh; the gas took fire and exploded in- 
stantaneously with a fearful report. The place 
was immediately surrounded bya crowd of 
men and women, who divined the cause of the 
explosion and were anxious to know the result. 
When probably a hundred persons were in and 
about the Hermansdorfer house another and 
more disastrous explosion occurred in the 
cellar of the house occupied as a saloon by Au- 
gust Mueller on the opposit coraer. 


SOME OF THE CASUALTIES. 


The force of the explosion was terrific. Dr. 
Stewart happened to be the only occupant of 
the saloon. He was blown up against the ceil- 
ing and dropped through into the cellar, and 
had to fight bis way through the flames into 
the street. Charley Rath, the barkeeper, was 
standing in the doorway at the time and was 
blown nearly aeross the street. Fred Zinszer, 


who was passing along the street 
at the time, was struck dy flying 
wood. One of his eyes was biown 


out and his skull was fractured. Jake Stoner, 
a heater in Carnegie’s mill, was on his way 
home from work and was struck by fiying 
wood. Amelia Olbenhirt ran out to see the 
cause of the explosion. she was burned about 
the head, her arms and one leg were badly 
fractured, and she will probably die. Willie 
Payton, an &year-old boy, was badly cut on 
the head by flying glass. Bennott, who was 
passing along the “sidewalk, was badly burned 
about the head and face, A butcher named 
Oxenheart was driving by and was blown off 
his wagon and badly hurt. 
A HORSE-CAR CONDUCTOR’S EXPERIENCE. 

Willlam Cochran, the ee, of street-car 
No. 2, was within abou tof the scene, 
of the explosion when the first report was 
heard. He could then see fragments of the 
building flying through the air, and everywhere 
was heard the crash of glass. One of the horses 
became fractious, and just as the second ex- 
piosion occurred his car was right opposit 
Thirty-fourth street. A large piece of win- 
dow-giass flew within a foot of his 
driver's head and landed on the op- 
posit side of the street. An empty 
beer-keg that was lying in Mueller's 
saloon was blown into the street, ana, hitting 
the conductor on the leg, knocked him fully 
ten feet off the car. He has a severe cut on his 
ankle where the keg struck bim. 

ANOTHER CAR BOMBARDED. 

Car No. 26, which was on its way to town, 
was also right in front of one of the buildings, 
and the whole side of it was caved in. One of 
the horses in this latter car was hit on the 
head with a large piece of wood and a 
big gash cut on the animal's head. 
The driver—a man named Gibson—was hit in 
the head and severely injured. Mueller, the 
proprietor of the saloon where the second ex- 
plosion occurred, was in bed sick in the third 
story of the house. He was lifted from the 
bed and hurled across the room, striking the 
opposit wall. There were many other thrilling 
experiences in which persons figured whose 
names are not known. The work of the death- 
dealing agent was completed in a moment. 


GREAT EXCITEMENT. 

It was followed by the most exciting scenes. 
Everybody knew that there was a dangerous 
leak in a natural-gas pipe somewhere, but as 
nohody could locate the spot there was every 
reason to believe that other explosions might 
be expected. A number of brave men, with- 
out thinking of danger, rushed to the rescue of 
the injured, but the occupants living in the vi- 
cinity of the place for squares in all directions 
were wild with terror, and lost no time in get- 
ting out of their houses. To add to the excite- 
ment it was discovered that the houses in which 
the explosions occurred were on fire, and that 
an extensive blaze was likely to be added to the 
list of calamities. The fire was soon confined 
to the manholes of the sewers in the neighbor- 
hood, however, and the damage to property on 
this account is slight. . 

THE MONEY Loss. 

The loss for which the explosion is directly 
responsible amounts to many thousands of 
dollars. The houses occupied by August 
Mueller and Mrs. Hermansdorfer were com- 
pletely wrecked. The front of W. Ebert's 
saloon was blown in. The salooa of L. Payton 
was wrecked. The Lawrence Bank was sligbt- 


and goods scattered about. In Robert Scott's 
grocery-store the giags and sash were damaged, 
and the frontof the jewelry-store owned by 
M. E. Boehme was damaged. At Thomas 
Coegrove’s saloon the front was badly wrecked. 
Ald. Hill's office front was injured. The

Senator 
Upperman is already engaged drafting a bill 
to compel the Council to take measures for 
the safety ot the people. The citizens say:

AN INDIGNATION MEETING. 

An indignation meeting was heid tonight in 
the open air by the light of tne burning gas. It 
was attended by thousands. There was a de- 
termination among hundreds to tear up the 
pipes of the gas company, but wiser counsels 
prevailed, and the feeling was vented in a series 
of resolutions of the strongest character. The 
offcers of the gas company say the mains have 
been laid as carefully as possible, and that they 
are willing to adopt any reasonable precau- 
tions chat may be prescribed by the authorities. 


This does not satisfy the residents of the two N 


cities. Over 200 miles of pipes have been laid 
under the streets, and as the explosions that 
have occurred thus far huve been in different 
localities the feeling is general that the city is 
resting over a force almost as dangerous as a 
voleano, and that no man can tell when an 
explosion will occur that will destroy 
score of lives. The gas is absolutely odoriess 
and so penetrating that in a number of in- 
stances when the pressure has been high it has 
forced its way through the pores of cast-iron 
pipes an inchthick. The knowledge of this is 
general and tends to largely increase the terror 
of the people. Itis claimed by many large 
property-owners that so long as the leaks in 
the pipes cannot be detected in the manner 
that coal-gas leaks are discover Athener fuel 
cannot be used with safety. They also insist 
that its use should be prohibited as a danger- 
ous nuisance for the present. If Councils 
should follow this advice the loss to the com- 
panies controlling the fuel would exceed $10,- 
000,000.

PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 31.— Mrs. Muller, wife 
of the saloon proprietor whose place was 
wrecked, is missing, and the ruins are being 
searched for her remains. 

NARROW. ESCAPES. 

Ameng the many narrow escapes reported 
was that of the passengers ona Citizens’ Line 
car which was passing when the explosion oo- 
curred. The windows of the car were shat- 
tered and the bricks and débris fell upon the 
platform. A daughter and niece of W. 8. Bis- 
soll, who were in the car, were covered with a 
shower of dirt and broken glass, but protected 
their faces with their muffs and thus escaped 
its fury. People were thrown down nearly a 
square from the scene of the explosion, and 
one man dodged a brick which had been huried 
nearly 200 feet. 


M’KEESPORT, PA., SHAKEN 
BY AN EXPLOSION OF NATURAL GAS. 
PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 31.—There’ was also an 
explosion of natural gas this morning in Mit-

GOSSIP FROM GAUL. 
HONORS TO THE MEMORY OF A GALLANT so 
DIER. 


Paris, Jan. 31.—[Via Bennett-Mackay Cable 
to The Tribune.}—Commandant Riviere’s fu- 
neral was a grand affair. The Government did 
all in its power to honor the memory of the gal- 
Jant soldier. Hours before noch yesterday 
crowds were massed in front of the Madeleine, 
watching for the procession. The doors and 
interior of the church were richly draped 

_with black and silver trophies, and tri- 
color flags were tastefully hung at 
intervals around the nave. On the bier were 
the name and titles of the. dead hero: Cap 
tain and Commander-in-Chief of the Tonquin 
Expedition, Commander of the Order of the 
White Elephant,“ etc., etc. Mass was sung by 
the artists of the opera, and the church was 
thronged in every corner.

THE CONGO COUNTRY.

MURDER OF A MILLIONAIRE, BRIS MOTHER, AND 

A SERVANT. 

During the last week no less than thirty mur 
ders have been committed in Paris and the 
vicinity. Of thése, the most dramatic took 
place at the farm of Gloiredieu, the site of the 

‘ancient convent of Goulot de Hussy, where 
Alexandré Dumas placed the scenes of the 
famous Compagnons de Jesus.“ M. De- 
laroche, a millionaire and retired lawyer 
and the proprietor of the farm, had re- 

turned Friday from pheasant shooting. He was 
jn his bedroom chauging his shooting costume 
when two loud knocks were heard at the 
front door. It was half-past 5 in the 
afternoon. M. Delaroche went down stairs to 
open the door himself. Two men entered and 
proposed tosell himan antique statue that 
they had in a basket. While bargaining they 
partook of a glass of Cognac. Just as 
M. Delaroche placed his glass on the table one 
of the men suddenly drew a heavy steel ham- 
mer from his jacket and struck M. Delaroche 
such a powerful blow on the temple that it 
split his skull open on the floor, The assasins 
then went up-stairs and found the aged mother 
of M. Delaroche in her bedroom. By means 
of a twisted sheet the old lady was strangled to 
death. The only other occupant of the farm- 
house was a young servant girl, whose body 
was subsequently found in the kiteben with 
an enormous carving-knife through the 
heart, literally pinning the corpse to the 
wooden floor. The triple murder be- 
ing accomplished, the assasins proceeded 
to search the premises. They burst 
open the writing case and safe and took away 
with them the murdered man’s family papers 
and 200,000 francs’ worth of Russian and En- 
glish Government bonds. The assasins left the 
silver plate of great value untouched, also 
some 6,000 francs in gold. Two men have just 
been arrested suspected of the crime. One is 
named Arnould, a workman and noto- 

riously dad character; the otter is a 

poacher named Gegny. Both when 
arrested were in a state of gross intoxication. 

It is believed in the neighborhood, however, 

that these two men are merely Hired assasins. 

Although the murdered millionaire had many 

relatives, yet he ignored them all, and was 
known vo have made a will bequeathing his en- 
tire property to his mothér should she outlive 
him, and upon his mother’s death all was to go 
to the y oung daughter of M. Leceux, & soulp- 
tor and college comrade. This will was taken 
off by the assasins, and the wildest reports are 
eurrent in the neighborhood as to the real in- 
Stigators of the terrible and mysterious crime.

GERMANY. 
AGITATION FOR AND AGAINST INCREASED DU- 
TIES ON GRAIN. 

Bervin, Jan. §1.—| Via Bennett-Mackay Cabie 
to The Tribune. — The increased duty on grain 
projected by the Reichstag is excitung interest 
in all circies. The question is one in which the 
producer and consumer stand directly opposed 
to ove another. We are, therefore, expecting 
exciting Parliamentary debates on the sgbject. 
The agitation for and against the increased tax- 
ation bas already begun. Everywhere petitions 
are being prepared against the projected in- 
crease. Especially is this the case in Bavaria. 
But the friends of the projected bill are not 
less energetic than the foes. The question 
touches of courée a most important American 
commercial interest. In view of the Govern 
ment’s very uncertain majority in the Reichstag 
the fate of the bill is more than doubtful, 

ALSACE-LORRAINE. 

The proposition of the Alsatian Deputies for 
the abrogation of the so-called dictatorship 
paragraph in the annexed lands took up the 
time of an entire sitting of the Reichstag. In 
the South German djalect they gave expression 
to their French and clerical sentiments. The 
state of things in Alsace and Lorraine was also 
subjected to sharp criticism by the Liberals, but 
without any declaration on their part of the 
necessity of abolishing the dictatorship. The 
debate was without any important result. 

THE TREATY BETWEEN RUSSIA AND PRUSSIA. 

The extradition convention concluded be- 
tween Prussia and Russia is bitterly attacked 
by political theorists, but as a general thing it 
meets with approval as being a means of de- 
creasing the danger of political murder and 
assassination, The clause permitting extradt- 
tion on account of simple majestats-belidigung 
offense against the person of the sovereign—a 
very elastic idea—meets, however, with very 
general condemnation. 

HOSTILITY TO BISMARCK. 

The Ultramontanes reveal their’ hostility to 
Prince Bismarck by their naqn-participation in 
the national gift which is now talked about. A 
leading Catholic journal says: “To do 80 
would be to kiss the hand at the hilt of the 
sword.“ But in spite of this itis certain that 
the collection of funds will resuit in a grand 
total. 

A DEAD DUKE’S WEALTH. 

The first accounts of the wealth left by the 
late Duke of Brunswick were much exag- 
gerated. The amount which was inherited by 
the Duke of Cumberland is now officially given 
as 9,448,635 marks. It will be a difficult matter 
to get the money outof him again after the 
litigation which is expected to arise against 
him shall have been decided. 

ARMY OFFICERS BRIBED. 

LONDON, Jan. 31.—{Special.}—The Belgians, 
Jansen and Knipper, who were arrested last 
May at Dusseldorf on a charge of having 
bribed German military officials to give into 
their possession and to allow them to secure 
Government plans of German forts and forti- 
fications and official information about the 
army mobilizations, are still in prison. The 
Government bas found great difficulty in get- 
ting at the bottom of the conspiracy because 
of the weil-sustained reticence of the prison- 
ers, but it is now asserted that the inquiry, 
whieh bas been prosecuted diligentiy ever 
sinee the arrest, bas resulted in the discevery 
that several high officiais in the German mt 
tary organization. had allowed themselves to 
be bribed and that one General of a division 
will be cashiered, 

WORK INGMEN'S PROTECTION BILL. 

BERLIN, Jan. 31.—The Socialist members of 
the Reichstag have introduced a Workingmen’s 
Protection bill, whieh they hope to have passed 
instead of Bismarck's bil. The introduction 
of this bill s due to Bismarck's speech regard- 
ing the fixed number of hours for 4 normal 
working day, made during debate on bis bill 
Jan. 16. The Socialist bill probibits the em- 
ployment of convicts by private parties or 
corporations, and also restricts the hours of 
labor to day time, and forbids the employment 
of children under 14 years of age. 

THE DUTY ON CEREALS. 

The new Customs bill, which contains the 
tanf amendments increasing the duties on 
cereals, was adopted today by the Bundesrath 
as recommended by the committee. The agi- 
tation against legislation favoring an increase 
in the duty on cereals is spreading and bids 
fair to assume the proportions of a popular na- 
tional movement. Anti-Corn Law Leagues are 
being extensively organized and meetings for 
protest have been held in the larger cities. 
Stettin, Stargard, and Spandau have already 
had popular demonstrations against the pro- 
posed tariff, and there will be a monster dem- 
onstration of the same kind here next week. 


THE SOUDAN WAR. 
AWAITING NEWS FROM COL. WILSON. 

Lonpox, Jan. 81.—(Speciai.]}—Gen. Lord 
Wolseley telegraphs from Korti that he ex- 
pects to hear from Col. Sir Charles Wilson, who 
led Gen. Stewart's forces from the scene of the 
battle in the desert the 19th inst. to Gubat, and 
then took a steamer for Khartoum, by Tues- 
day at the furthest. The final movements of 
Gen. Wolseley's expedition, it is now believed, 
will all be inaugurated before the close of the 
coming week. 

THE SITUATION OF GEN. STEWART’s Forceé. 

Loxpon, Jan. 31.—Dispatenes today from 
Korti, describing the situation of Gen. Stew- 
art’s forces at Gubat, make it plain that the 
Mahdi’s men have arranged to make astupborn 
stand in Metemneh. They are so well situated 
there thatit has been deemed advisable to 
await reinforcements before assaulting the 
stronghold, As soon as the reinforcements 
now on the way reach Gubat Gen. Stewart's 
band will endeavor to take Metemneh by storm. 
The of the troops after that wil! largely 
depend upon Gen. Gordon. Neither Gen. 
Stewart nor Gen. Wolseley has any idea 
what he is likely to decide. The plan of action 
favored by Gen. Wolseley is to have the garri- 
son at Khartoum brought down the Nile in 
steamers to Metemneh as soon as thé British 
have seoured it, This would practically effect 
the object of the expedition and end the war. 
But it is feared that Gen. Gordon, when suc- 
cess bas crowned the hard work of the expedi- 
tion, may positively refuse to, bé relieved or 
allow his faithful garrison to go. There are 
reasons for believing that he will insist on re- 
maining at Khartoum and the establishment 
of a Government there. If he does, then Gen. 
Stewart's forces will de pushed forward and 
will attack the Mahdi at Omdurman. 

GEN, EARLE’S PROBABLE FUTURE. 

It is believed Gen. Barle’s force will meet 
with battle at Abu Hamed or a shortdistance 
below it. The Mahdi has assembled a large force 
at Abu Hamed. If battle be given there and 
the British prove victonous the result will 
likely be to induce the enemy to evacuate 
Berber, especially as they know Gen. Gordon's 
steamers can be used to operate against them 
from the south. If Gen. Earle succeeds in 
safely passing Abu Hamed he will be able to 
make much more rapid progress, as his route 
on the river will then be south instead ot east, 
as now, and be will have the benefit of the 
north winds. 

GEN. EARLE ENCOUNTERING DIFFICULTIZS. 

Advices from Korti state that Gen. Earle’s 


army, proceeding to Berber by the Nile route, 
is experiencing much difficulty in drag- 
ging its boats over the cataracts below Abu- 


Hamed., This delays the progress of the expe- 
dition, but otherwise thus far it has been suo- 
cessful.

CROFTERS ON TRIAL. 

The crofters recently arrested in the parishs 
of Kilmuir and Glendale, Isle of Skye, on the 
charge of resisting the Sheriff in the discharge 
of his duties, arrived at Portree, the Capital of 
the Skye Islands, strongly guarded by 100 
policemen and a number of mariners. A 
large crowd of sympathizing friends of the pris- 
oners gathered at the landing, and for a time it 
looked as if they would atterhpt a rescue of 
the crofters. From the landing to the court- 
house the crowd kept up a series of yells, and 
several times made threatening demonstra- 
tions. The ple were, bowever, held at bay 
by the guards. The law courts in which the 
prisoners are being tried are carefully guard- 
ed. Large congregations of people in the 
vicinity are prohibited.

A CRAZED LOVER 


Who Haunts The Sad and Melan- 
choly Waste of Ocean.”

Extraordinary and Interesting Lesti- 
mony by Experts in Microscopy 
and Mathematics. 


A Young Lady Who Objected to Having Her 
Skirts Washed—Her Hysterios When 
the Oi Pailed 

Bosrox, Mass., Jan. .20.--(Special, Corre- 
spondence.|—The recent failure of John J. 
Cisco & Son, the New York bankers, has re- 
vived interest in the celebrated Howland will 
case, which was tried in the United States Cir- 
cult Court, Boston, in September, 1867, it be- 
ing entitled “Hetty Robinson, in equity, vs. 
Thomas Mandel] et ai.” In some respects it 
was, perhaps, the most remarkable will contest 
on record, and involved some questions which 
warrant a sketch of the case after the lapse of 
more than fifteen years. , 

Sylvia Ant Howland was born in 1807 and 
died in her 58th year in July, 1865, passing her 
whole life in New Bedford. She was 
the sister of Abby, the wife of Edward 
and they were the only 
children of Gideon Howland, a wealthy mer- 
chant. The daughters inherited from their 
grandfather in 1883 $248,000. Sylvia invested 


. $80,000 of ber portion in her father's business 


and $30,000 was left in charge of Mr. Mandell, 
who was one of the partners in the firm. In 
1847 Gideon Howland died, leaving $650,000 in 
personal property, divided between Sylvia and 
Edward Mott Robinson. From 1833 to 1863 
Sylvia's personal property increased in value 
to $1,950,000, and at her death in 1865 her es- 
tate was inventoried at $2,145,029. 

Hetty Robinson was the only child of Ed- 
ward Mott Robinson. Her father died in June, 
1865, leaving an estate valued at $6,000,000, 


‘which was left by will to his daughter, except 


about $31,000, which was given in legacies. 
Her aunt, Sylvia Ann Howland, made a num- 
ber of wills between 18386 and 1864, but 
in none of them did it appear that 
she intended to single out Hetty Robinson 
as the sole recipient of her estate, although in 
all of them she was kindly and largely remem- 
bered. Jan. 11, 1861, a will, wholly written by 
Hetty Robinson and leaving to her the whole 
estate, was signed by Miss Howland. Upon 
this will and an alleged verbal contract, said to 
have been made about two years before, Hetty 
Robinson founded ber bill in this case. It 
was shown in court that Miss Howland made 
another will in 1863, which was her last will 
and testament, and which was admitted to pro- 
bate by the Supreme Court of Massachusetts. 
By its provisions about one-half of the estate— 
$1,012,100 —wus given In legacies, ranging from 
$100 to $200,000, among relatives and friends 
and members of her household, and for charit- 
able and educational purposes. The income 
of the remainder (about $1,132,129) was given 
to Hetty Robinson during ber lite, and at her 


death was to be given to the heirs of her great 
grandfather, Gideon Howland. In 1864 a codicil 


) reaffirmed the will of 1868. The will and codicil 


were admitted to probate, and from that decree 
Hetty appealed to the Supreme Court, claim- 
ing, among other things, that the will was not 
duly executed, and that the testatrix was 
of unsound mind and memory, and that the 
will had been obtained under undue influenve. 
She did not then suggest any contract or oral 
agreement, and did not prosecute her com- 
piaint; consequently the court affirmed the 
judgment of the court below, and testamentary 
letters were issued to Thomas Mandell as exec- 
utor. The great contest was made about two 
years later—September, 1s67—when Hetty al- 
leged that an agreement was made by which 
the estate was to be kept in the Howland branch 
ot the family, each willing to the ocher her 
property; that each should be custodian of the 
other's will, and neither was to make another 
will without notifying the other and returning 
her will. 
UNFORTUNATE EVIDENCE FOR THE PLAINTIFF. 
This trial was also remarkable for the em, 
nent meu who were placed on the witness- 
stand. Louis Agassiz, the eminent naturalist, 
then 59 yeurs old; Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes; 
Parkman, Professor of Anatomy and Physiolo- 
gy atthe Harvard Medicai School, then 57 
years of age; John Quincy Adams, grandson of 
a former President of the United States, then 
but 33 years old, were cailed for the plaintiff. 
Agassiz and Holmes, both skilled in the use of 
the microscope, examined both wills, and un- 
fortunately for the plaintiff, whose case they 
were supposed to be able to strengthen, both 
testified that the signatures of Sylvia Ann 
Howland were exaodtly alike in each will. The 
most powerful glass that could be brought to 
bear revealed no difference. The color of the 
ink was the same in both cases, the or.ly differ 
enee observable being in the quality of theviak 
—one seemed to be a little thicker or more 
„ muddy than the other. Holmes did not 
swear positively, but thought he detected a 
very slight difference in the intensity of the 
ink. 


REMARKABLE TESTIMONY OF PROF. PIERCE. 


The most important witness for the respond- 
ent was Prof. Benjamin Pierce, the most ceie- 
brated mathematician then living in this coun- 
try. He was at thatdate Professor of Mathe- 
matics at Harvard College and Superintendent 
of the United States Coast Survey. He was 
then 58 years old; be died a few years ago and 
was succeeded at the college by his son, Charles 
S., who was also called to testify in this case. 
Prof. Pierce had also made several careful ex- 
aminations of the signatures of Miss Howland. 
The object in calling him was to sbow the prob- 
ability ot forgery, in that it would be utterly 
impossible, as shown by mathematical oalcula- 
tion, for the signatures to be genuine, for no 
person in a lifetime ever wrote his signature 
twice precisely alike. It was Prof. Pierve’s 
testimony which broxe down the case of Hetty 
Robinson and made a compromise necessary 
for settiement. In the course of his testimony 
Prof. Pierce said: 

“JT have piabed them over each other and 
have compared their magnified photographs. 
The coincidence is extraordinary, and of such 
a kind as to irresistibly suggest design, and 
especially the tracing of 10 over 1. There are 
small differendes in every portion of the’signa- 
tures, so that no letter of thé one is precisely 
identical with the other; but the differences 
are such as to st u the arguments for 
designs suggested by coincidences. The coin- 
cidences are manifestly those of form. This 
distinction is well marked and clearly defined, 
and it is the key to the whole problem. Coinci- 
dence of position is easily effected by design, 
and can be tolerably well accomplished by an 
unskilifil Haid. It especially belongs to the 
downward stroke, and fs the more perceptible in 
proportion as this stroke is heavier, longer, and 
straighter. It involves a close agreement in 


me w average position of the stroke, an arree- 


ment in its slant, and no extravagant diversity 
of curvature. But coincidence of form is ex- 
tremely difficult, and requires a command of 
nerve and muscle of which few persons are 
Capable, in imitating the writings of others. 
It is most manifest in the shorter turns, the 
more abrupt and frequent changes of direction, 
and the lighter strokes. In the ordinary writ 
ing of signatures a man may coincide with 
himself to a partial extent either in form or 
position, but complete coincidence throughout 
the whole signaturé is, I believe, quite unat- 
taindble, even by writers of the most fixed 
habits. The consideration of the question 
of torm may pe reserved for the chirographer 
whose province it is to study the delicate dif- 
ferences or resemblances of forth in various 
handwritings. Its principles do not admit of 
its being brought to a numerical standard, 
but must be applied with the 
artistic skill of an accom plished 
penmah; whereas the question of position is 
purely geometrical, and its correct discussion 
requires the science and discipline of the 
geometer. It may be easy in the comparison 
of signatures to find partial colneidence of 
position to an extent embracing more than 
halt the signature; and such a phenomenon 
might erroneously be regarded by an incom- 
petent authority as an important approxima- 
tion towards complete coineidence; but it is 
far Otherwise. Ina long signature complete 
coincidence of position is a peculiar phenom- 
enon which is impossible to occur in the 
ordinary course ot writing, and is an infallible 
evidence of design. . ‘

BCCENTRICITIES OF THE PLAINTIFF.

Hetty boasted to the seryants that she could 
conquer her aunt by erying and sobbing and 
keeping it up. In fact, she said she was bound 
to carry her point on all occasions with every- 
body. She was so parsimonious that she would 
not allow the whole of askirt to be washed, 
for that would be a waste of soap, and would 
unnecessarily wear the cloth. Sosne had the 
bottoms of the skirts washed where they were 
the most exposed. Her stockings were worn 
as long as ever this untidy person. could stand 
the dirt, and then they were turned and made 
to do double duty. She raved because a few 
pieces of johnny-cake were thrown into the 
swill-pail, and declared her extravagant ser- 
vauts would bring their mistress to the poor- 
house. Ina fit of anger ong morning the gen- 
tle, loving . Hetty tore the dress of a caller and 
threw her down-stairs, bruising her quite bad- 
ly. These and many other peculiarities of tem- 
per and disposition were recounted in court. 

‘HER MARRIAGE. 

Some years ago Hetty married Edward H. 
Green, who was worth at that time not far 
from a million dollars. With true business 
tact Hetty stipulated in the marriage pontzpet 
that the htisband should not meddle with her 
money, and that Mf. Green should pay all the 
expenses or the family out of his own purse. 
Mr. Green does not appear to have been so 
miserly as bis wife. They livedin New York, 
at Bellows Falis, Vt., and also in London, and 
it is sald their total expenditures did not ex- 
ceed $5,000 a year. They have two children; 
the son is a eripple, and it is said that Mrs. 
Green's ambition is to make him the wealthiest 
man in America, but she entertains some fears 
of his success in life owing to the vareless man- 
ner in which he handles an occasional nickel 
which falls to his lot. 

Mrs. Green looks 45 years old, is of robust 
form, usually wears her iron-gray hair in a 
French twist, and ber sharp eyes constantly 
dart froia one object to another. She is a 
woman of tremendous will power; her deter 
mination being quite as remarkable as her par- 
simony. Overdress, according to the towns- 
people, is not one of the wealthy lady's weak- 
nesses. Although it is stated that she owns 
several very elaborate wardrobes, they are 
never exhibited here. She usually enters the 
dining-hall clad in a dress of cheap material, 
which fits like a jersey on one side and like 
a Mother Hubbard on the other. Her street 
costumes are @ more pronounced in effect 
than those wofn On the stage. Frequently she 
rides or promenades, wearing on ber head a 
hat in irridescent trimmings, and in cold 
weather she invariably uses old nosiery for 
overshoes. She seems to have an innate desire 
for bartering, and, notwithstanding the Yankee 
shrewdness of the Vermonters, Mrs. Green 
seldom loses a dollar by any of her small 
trades. 

Mrs. Green is reputed to be worth not far 
from $40,000,000. Sue had on deposit in the 
vaults of John J. Cisco & Co. at the time of 
their failure $25,000,000 worth of valuable 
bonds, securities, silver-piate, Government 
bonds, ete. Her husband's transactions with 
Cisco & Son, where he was aiso a depositor, 
caused their failure. The firm wrote in vain 
to Mrs. Green for help to bridge over the diffi- 
culty. She refused, and demanded that about 
$500,000 in ready money be at once made over 
to some reliable concern in New York. The 
Ciscos failed. Mrs. Green lost about $1,000,000 
out of her $25,000,000, and went int* hysterics 
over her mistortunes.

He received a classical ednca- 
tion, was a private in the Rebel army, and at the 
close of the War settled on his plantation, where 
he lived until 1873, when he became a practicing 
lawyer. He was a member of the Arkansas Senate 
in 1873, and served in that body when the Constitu- 
tional Convention of 1874 was called. He was re- 
elected under the new Goverhment, and in 1877 was 
élected President of the Senate. He waa elected 
to the Forty-seventh Congress, and re@lected to 
the Forty-eighth as a Democrat, réceiving over 
3,000 majority over the Republic Greenback 
cundidate. |

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 31.— [Special. — |} 
number of critics are assailing the Demooratio 


leaders in both branches of Congress on ac- 
count of their inactivity. These impatient 


people claim that there are no leaders among 


the Democracy in Congres?, and assert in proof 
of that that there is no policy being outlined 
this winter, and that the Democrats are agreed 
on nothing. This is an error. The Democrats 
in Congress have a decided policy, and that is 
to do nothitg this winter but pass the regular 
appropriation bills. There is decided union 
among their leaders as to the wisdom 
of this policy. They are especially anx- 
ious to avoid even thé ‘appearance of 
seeking to outline a policy for the 
next Administration until Mr. Cleveland him- 
self takes possession of the reins of govern- 
ment They could do nothing this winter if 
they desired. The time is altogether too short 
for the outlining of any marked policy. The 
history of the short sessions of Congress is 
always about the same. Very little is done be- 
yond the passage of the regular routine busi- 
ness. This year there is even less reason than 
ever for the Democrats to do anything. They 
have not yet becoule acquainted with Mr. 
Cleveland: they do not know what he wants. 
They recognize the necéssity of thorough co- 
operation with him, and to that extent are in- 
clinéd to be very loyal supporters of any policy 
outlined by him. 
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* , 

The Democrats of Washington would be per- 
haps more contented if they could have a little 
more information from Mr. Cleveland. They 
are nearly as muchin the dark about bim as 
are the Republicans. They are looking for- 
würd to his coming to New York during the 
early part of February with 4 great deal of in 
terést. They expect then to have the veil 
lifted in a measure. It is still a question with 
them whether Mr. Cleveland will extend any 
personal invitations to leading Democrats or 
will simply issue a general invitation. There 
are anumber of the leading Democrats, par- 
ticularly from the South, who would her‘tate 
about going to New York without a specific 
invitation. Bradley Smalley, the member of the 
National Committee for Vermont, and one of 
the active Democratic managers in the last 
campaign, was here the other day. During bis 
visit | asked him if be thought that Mr. Cleve 
land would send special invitations. Mr. 
Smalley said he thought not. He was under 
the impression that Mr. Cleveland would sim- 
ply go to New York for the purpose of placing 
himself at the disposal of the leaders of his par- 
ty, and that that fact in itself would be enough 
without his inviting Democrats by name. The 


Democrats who are within Cabinet range, and, 


who have been mentioned from time to time as 
poestbie members of the Cabinet, are the ones 
that will probably remain away unless specially 
called upon. a 

* 

Senator Garland is the only man that the 
Democrats here feel certain is going into the 
Cabimet. They were certain for a time of Bay- 
ard, but now it is settled that he does not care 
to leave the Senate. On account of the cer- 
tainty of Gariand’s selection a number of an- 
cients bave begun a paper warfare upon him. 
The pelting of these pellets will not change the 
situation. The charge that Mr. Garland was 
once a Federalist is nothing that belongs to the 
present time. There has been nothing brought 
out by any one that affects his character or 
standing ia any way. He is very much liked 
by Mr. Cieveland, and without doubt will have 
a great deal of influence with him in the next 
Administration. 

*

It is understood that Mr. Bayard’s influence 
will now be directed in favor of placing Mr. 
Pendleton in the Cabinet. The two are very 
close friends. Mr. Pendleton is certain to have 
a high place under the next Administration in 
any event. He has had wide experience as a 
public man and bas the wealth requisit to 
maintain the social standing of the & tary 
of State. Senators Pendieton and Bay have 
worked together for a numberof years. They 
are both in thorough accord upon matters re- 
lating to the civil service, and have been very 
conspicuous in the Senate in their opposition to 
corporation influences there. If Pendleton 
goes into the Cabinet these two men will 
be the most conspicuous figures in the 
next Administration. Bayard as the Ad- 
ministration leader in the Senate will be 
the special spokesman of the Administration. 
The Repub.ieans are watching as anxiously 
as the Democrats every move relating to the 
next Cabinet. There is hardly a Republican in 
public life today who is not pleased with the 
idea of the departments here being reorgan- 
ized. Their party has been obliged to garry 
for a number of years a cluss of unworthy ma- 
terial which they hardly knew how to get rid 
of. It is the one consolation to them in their 
defeat that tne barnacles will all be gotten rid 
of in the next four years, so that if they should 
then regain the control after four years of 
sackcloth and ashes they would be in better 
shape than since their party was organized.

SOILED LINEN. 


How and Where It Is Made Clean— 


Something About Washdays and 

Laundries. 

There has been such an increase in the 
laundry business within the last ten years that 
those engaged in the industry not only make 
a good living, but realize such handsome profits 
that they are able to increase their facilities, 
and are constantly devising new machinery for 
carrying on the business with ease and dis- 
patch. This is due largely to the multiplicity 
of flats which house innumerable families, ail 
bent on simplifying housekeeping even if 
economy is lost sight of in some directions. 
A great many families who occupy whoie flats 
prefer to send their washing out rather than 
submit to the annoyance of taking their turn 
with other tenants. The clothes have to be 
hung On the roof or in a court, which is usually 
too small; the old tenant lays claim to Mon- 
day; and if there are more than Six 
families in the building it is easy 
to see how conflict would arrise. The easiest 
way out ot the dilema seems to be to bave 
the washing done out, and, even though it 
may return somewhat tattered, itis generally 
on time the year round. The clothes are called 
for Monday morning and returned Wednesday. 
It is such a rare thing to have an article miss- 
ing that laundrymen never hesitate to make } 
good the value of the garment if it does not 
turn up in two weeks. Many bousekeep- 
ers who have large washings and 
keep help have the clothes dry- 
washed outside and do the ironing at home. 
Wasberwomen get a great deal of this work be- 
cause their rates are lower—§$1 a dozen, wheth- 
er the washis one handkerchief and eleven 
sheets or vice-versa. Laundrymen have stipu- 
lated prices, and only a very small family can 
be kept in-clean linen for $3 a week. All the 
regular laundry work is done by machinery. 
The plain ciothes are smoothed on rollers, col- 
ars and cuffs are turned out by the dozen, but 
the sbirt bosoms are usually ironed 
by hand. Men of exquisit taste who 
wear fine drese-shirts have them laundried 
through by band and done up with the finish 
of new goods. Such work takes more time and 
the customer pays double rates. Prices range 
from 25 cents to 50 cents. 

The belp in the laundries are paid by the 
piece, wages running from $4 to $12 a week, 
according to the strength and skill of the 
operators. Work begins in some of the 
establishments at 6 in the morning 
and continues as long as the hands 
care to remain. The rooms are, as a rule, well 
ventilated, but the heat and steam are very 
trying, and, combined with the hard and poor 
care the women take of themselves, soon break 
them down. The machinery is under the care 
of the men, who find the work less oppressive. 
The girls often give up their places and take 
to kitchen work for better food and easier 
times, although the wages are smaller. 

Laundrymen are enabled to do considerable 
speculating in white goods. Transients will 
frequently leave a bundle ot clothes to be done 
up, and either forget all about them or are 
forced to depart before being able to recover 
mem. Inthis way small parcels, containing 
collars, cuffs, handkerchiefs, hosiery, shirts, 
etc., accumulate, and at the end of the year the 
list of uncailed-for articles is reckoned up in 
the thousands. It is a rule with the large down- 
town firms to hold goods one year, at the ex- 
piration of whicb time various dispositions are 
made of them. Frequently the plain clothes 
are givento the nuns and women who are 
always about soliciting for hospitals and various 
charitable institutions. The collars, cuffs, and 
shirts are sold to second-hand clothing-dealers 
who make their rounds several times a year. 

There are plenty of iaundrymen who make 
quite a profit on the impecuniosity of a class of 
customers who are now quite numerous. 
Sometimes a young man brings in a big wash 
and when it is finished offers to take buif. or a 
third and leave the rest in paymént. There is 
no deception about the opera ; the man is 
without money but stands in of clean 
clothes and finds there is no other way of get- 
ting them. The shirts seil at never more 
than 50 cents each, collars 30 cents and cults 50 
cents a dozen. 

Female garments are rarely offered lu lieu 
of money, but occasionally a petticoat or 
dress—fiounced, and fril ed, and tucked, and 
puffed to distraction—will be seen at half-mast 
in a laundry, labeled ** 84 or some such rate, 
the actual cost of doing it up. 


CARVERS. 


All About Their Style and Quality— 
American versus English Cutlery. 
Notwithstanding Sheffield is known the world 

over for its manufacture of cutlery and sharp- 

edged tools, it has been forced to relinquish the 
bulk of the American trade because the ingen- 
ious Yankee has learned how to make knives 
and forks which are not only just as good 
in metal, but better in finish and de- 
sign, and decidedly cheaper than 
foreign manufacturers can compete with. One 
fatal defect which hastened the deathb-kneli of 

British cutlery on this side was the fact that 

the handles, both ivory and horn, were not 

tempered to resist climatic influence. Though 
farther north than Chicago, the el 
mate of Great Britain is much milder, 
and because of its oceanic exposure the 
atmosphere is more bumid. Knives mount- 
ed in Sheffield and received in Chicago 
were all right till the cold weather came, but 
nights of extreme frigidity proved so disastrous 
to the British cutlery that ivory, pearl, and 
horn handies would cut up like so much corn 
in a hopper. A down-town firm, which is the 
largest of the kind in the worid, had a night- 
watchman who heard strange noises in the cut- 
lery department every night, and not only be- 
lieved it to be the abode of ghosts but actually 
gave up his situation from sbeer fright. The 
stock was overhauled, and it was found to be 
damaged to the extent of several thousand 
dollars. Even in showcases of retail houses, or 
in any locality where they would be exposed to 
low temperature, the handles of these goods 
would crack beyond the possibility of conceal- 
ment or repair.

substitute must not only equal them in point 
of material but surpass them in design and 
finish, the Eastern capitalists lent aid to home 
skill, and the result was not only a better ciass 
of goods than they had been buying from

R. HEBER NEWTON. 

HE DEFENDS HIMSELF FROM HIS CENSORS. 

New Yor, Jan. 31.—The Rev. R. Heber 
Newton said tonight he regretted the excite- 
ment his sermon of Sunday last had caused on 
his Own account, that of his Bishops, and that 
of his friends among the clergy. He had no 
doubt he may have used unguarded expres- 
sions.

THE BROKERAGE TAX. 
THE SUIT TO RECOVER IT DECIDED FOR THE 
GOVERNMENT. 

New York, Jan. 31.—In the United States 
Circuit Court today Judge Wheeler directed a 
verdict for the defendant in the suit of Bouvier 
& Wallace against Marshal B. Blake. ‘The suit 
is one of many similar suits now pending, and 
was brought by the plaintiffs, who are bankers 
and brokers, against the defendant, a Collector 
of Internal Revenue. A tax of one-twenty- 
fourth of 1 per cent was levied on the capital 
of the firm, which was some $500,000 in amount, 
and upwards of $3,000 was paid under protest. 
The suit was brought for the recovery of the 
sum paid. The Government showed that the 
plaintiffs did a general business as bankers 
and brokers, and advanced money on stocks, 
bonds, and other securities, which brought 
them within the meaning of the laws of 1664 as 
amended in 1872.

THEATRICAL 
PRICES OF TICKETS AT THE UNION SQUARE 
TUMBLE. 

New Tonk. Jan. 21.—(Special.|—With the 
production of the new dramaat the Union 
Square Theatre Wednesday evening next a 
new policy will be inaugurated at that house 
which bas long been contemplated by Messrs. 
Shook & Collier. It will continue to be a first- 
class theatre, but, beginning with the perform- 
ances of Wednesday evening. the scale of 
prices will be reduced to a figure which will be 
in keeping with the depressed state of mer- 
cantile and financial interests. That date and 
after goneral admission to the Union Square 
will be 75 cents. Reserved seats in the orchestra 
and dress-circle will be sold for $1, reserved 
seats in the family-circle for 50 cents, and 
admission to the family-circie will cost but 25 
cents. Mr. Shook, speaking of the reasons 
which have guided himself and Mr. Collier in 
making the reductions in the prices of seats, 
said today: We have come to the conclusion 
that as business-men we must keep pace with 
the times and the business interests of the city 
and country. I have watched the effect of 
high prices closely for a long while, and 1 
found that the great majority of people act 
and talk as though the price of seats should 
come down in common with everything else. 
Business is bad in all directions, and even the 
most wealthy of theatre-goers are not making 
any money now, and when they are not making 
money fast they are not liberal. When they 
are making money they are willing to spend it, 
but just now they are not in that condition.”

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A WINTER. HARVEST. 


Where ana How the Crop of Ice Is 


Prospects of the Orop~An Illustrated Ao- 
count of the Methods and Machin- 
ery Employed. 


Althongh the average man or woman has 
but little cause to welcome the advent of ex- 
treme cold weather, such as the Signal Service 
recently precipitated upon the country, there 
are three classes in the community to whom a 
season of low thermotheters is an occasion of 
thankagiving and joy—to-wit: The time- 
bonored butts of the paragraphers, the coal- 
dealer, plumber, and the ice-man. But, 
truly, the worst of these is the ice-man, for he 
is essentially a man of extremes, not satisfied 
with praying for cold weather in winter, but 
also sighing and begging for a section of the 
torrid zone during the summer months. 
The plumber and the coal-dealer, having taken 
their turn at the dear public in the winter, 
practically shut up shop in the summer and 
bie them to some watering-place to display 
their diamonds ana spend their cash, but the 
ice man we have always with us. and, summer 
or winter, the discomfort of the multitude 
brings to him nothirig but unalloyed joy. Not 
that he is naturally disagreeable himseif, for 
among the Chicago dealers are many of the 
most genial business-men in the city, but sim-

ply as a matter of business. It is a trying pro- 
tession, and the variable and unruly climate of 
this city has brought gray bairs to many a 
dealer's bead who, in any business not so in- 
timately connected with the weather bureau, 
would bave shown but few marks of the lapse 
of time. It is an unfortunate fact for 
him that the winters of Chicago are compara- 
tively open, while the summers are marked by 
weeks of that cool weather which bas gained 
for this city such an enviable reputation as a 
place for summer resort. The present winter 
bas been a peculiarly harassing one to the Chi- 
eago dealers in ice. During December the few 
cold days were soon tollowed by mild weather. 
Rain followed snow, and the thin ice soon 
melted. Foratime things looked blue, and a 
week or so ago some of the dealers commenced 
to secure their supply from Lake Winnebago and 
Other n°=therw points. dne recent prolonged 
oo Weather changed the status of affairs, and 
while other poor mortals were shivering around 
Ytoves that wouldn't draw, thawing out the 
gas- meter. or waiting impatiently for the lord- 
‘“4y plumber while portions of water-back and 
servant-girl were strewn over the kitchen 
fioor—whiie all this was going on the ice-man 
was rubbing his hands and merrily setting 
about securing his winter harvest of crystallized 
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water. But little has yet been done in this 
vicinity, but all the houses will be in operation 
within a few days, and the present prospects 
are that a good crop will be secured of ice 
~ from ten to fourteen inches thick. At a few 
places where everything was in readiness cut- 
ting was commenced as soon as the heavy 
show could be cleared away, and work has 
been progressing actively ever since the ther- 
mometer took its last jump down toward the 
bottom of the tube. There are 60 many 
uses to which ice is. put nowadays, from 
freezing the remains vf mortal man to 
pertorming a similar service for the stomach- 
destroying, cheap lemonade, that some few 
notes on the methods of harvesting and dis- 
posing of the ee tora great city may be of 
general interest at this season. The operations 
are exceedingly interesting, but speaking from 
the standpoint of a frost-bitten chin it may be 
ineidentally remarked that a visit to the ice- 
fields with the mercury fourteen degrees below 
zero and a stiff gale blowing is more instruct- 
ive than amusing. 
A YANKEE NOTION. 

It may not be generally known, but those 
who have investigated the subject concede 
that the idea of storing up and trading in ice 
as a regular business. originated in this coun- 
try. The authorities as a rule agree that a

Russia, which would seem to have 
excellent facilities for storing and harvesting 
ice, is, in this Dusiness as in others, iar behind 
the rest of the world. The ice crop requires 
the attention of thousands of men, but, owing 
to the lack of improved machinery and 
intelligent supervision, the business is 
still in tits infancy, and with 
magnificent running water, long cold winters, 
and an abundance of the cheapest labor, 
Russia has not yet made itself felt in the ex- 
port trade. great field to which the 
foreign trade is now being extended is Japan 
and China. The Celestials, who have estab-

ance of the art of collecting and storing ice. 
In Hong Kong only the foreigners and other 
nabobs can afford to cool their palates with 
ice, for the frozen water was last quoted at 
about 25 cents per pound, while even Yoko 
hama, where all the ice used fs manufactured 
by machinery, it commands about $100 per ton, 
a remarkable advance on rates at Singapore, 
where the artificial article is soid freely at $40. 
é AN ORIGINAL “ FORTY-NINER.” 

So far as can be ascertained, the ice business 
in Chicago was inaugurated in the winter of 
1846-47. According to the old-timers the first. 
regular ice-house was built in that year on the 
south bank of the river, at what is now Ash- 
land avenue, by Jacob Sergeant's sous. A 
crop of good ice was secured from the river, 
which was then a sluggish stream, but as yet 
uncontaminated by the offal from the packing- 
houses and the sewage of a great city. The 
experiment was a disastrous one, for a spring 
freshet swept the ice and the house into the 
lake. The crop was secured with machinery 
which was then a novelty in the West, 
and which, with the exception of We 
usual valuabie improvements, was pretty 
much the same as that now in use. 
However, the firet regular ice-house to 
into operation was built by Burrows & Frisbie 
on the North Branch in the w nter of 1847. The 
storehouse was a modest structure 50x100 feet, 
and the cut was ample for the demand. One 
wagon was enough for the North and West 
Divisions, while another supplied all of the 
South Side. Thus two men could supply the 
whole city and complete the work by 10 o'clock 
in the morning. The celebration of the 
Fourth of July. 1847, that being a warm 
and patriotic time, when ice was needed for 
many purposes, Mr. Frisbie ventured upon the 
employment of an extra man, but found there 
was not business enough to pay bis wages. 
The firm continued iu business until 1800, when

it was merged into the firm of James P. Smith 
& Oo. Mr. Frisbie was followed quickly by 
Wadhams & Willard, who commenced cutting 
ou the Calumet at the point now known as 
Riverdale. Then Frederick Mehring com- 
menoed cutting from the Desplaines River what 
was called Willow Spring ice. 4 _ fourth 
house was established, and by 1863 
the ice trade become a legitimate 
branch of industry in Chicago. Previous to 
and contemporaneous with the advent of the 
regular trades there had been several private 
houses, where the neigbbors clubbed together 
ip securing and storing the ice. One of the 
first of these individual enterprises was that of 
Lill, the brewer, and another was built by 
Mayor Garret for the benefit of his friends and 
neighbors. 
FROM DAWN TO DAYLIGHT. 

The trade in ice, like every other business 
enterprise in Chicago, has wn from a small 
beginning until at last it has reached great 
proportions. The first regular delivery of ice 


was in the summer of 1847, when the people 


were supplied with a fair article of Chicago 
River production. Up to War times four firms 
did all the business for this vicinity, and,did 
not have any too much to do, for ice, cheap 
as it is, is more or less of a 
luxury. and a young city must needs first get 
the wherewithal for the enjoyment of the good 
things of this life. In the summer of 1864 the 
consumption was about 35,000 tons, and it in- 
creased but slowly for half a dozen years after 
that. Previous to 1870 the packmg-hbouses 
bad been escattered and the provision 
dealers were content to do the bulk 
ot their work during the winter 
months. That summer, however, the system 
of summer packing was generaily introduced, 
and the result was an immense advantage to

the ice-dealers. The beef-sbippers and pork- 
packers became heavy consumers, and ice- 
dealers sprang up on ali sides. At the present 
time the packers consume about 500. 
000 tons oft ice- annually in addi- 
tion to the cooling machines with 
which many of the slaughtering-houses are 
supplied. For instance, the Armours store 
away about 50,000 tons each year, although 
they have a refrigerating apparatus in use, 
and the Swift Bros. use about the same 
amount, securing their own crop on 
the Guthrie ponds at Summit. Careful 
judges place the total crop of 1883 and 
1884 at 1,021,000 tons, which is used 
exclusively in Chicago and its suburbs. 
This amount seems large, but it is divided up 
among about twenty dealers, though many of 
these are mere brokers, not securing their own 
crop. Of last winter's product 250,000 tons 
were put up by ope company, 125,000 tons by 
another, 100,000 by another, 70,000 each by four 
concerns, from 15,000 to 50,000 tons each by 
five houses, and the rest in small 
lots by petty dealers. The packers took 
the largest part of the product, far 
for which they paid from $1.25 to $1.75 per ton 
delivered. Prices to private consumers, being 
based on small lots, were of course much 
higher, the rates ranging from 20 to 60 cents 
per hundred pounds. Twelve firms are en- 
gaged in the retail business, which gives em- 
ployment to 500 men and 200 wagons. Several 
of the retailers cut their own ice, while others 
buy of the seven large wholesale firms, A few 
buy and store for speculation only, contracting 
to deliver ice for future delivery with ag much 
abandon as any of the shouting mob in the

ICR WEATHER. 

People whose business depends on the ohar- 
acter of the Weather ave apt to take prom 
advantages of any changes which may benefit 
them in any way, and from this habit become 
veritable weather sharps, predicting future 
changes and recalling by-gone seasons with the 
exact garrulity of the oldest inhabitant bim- 
self. The ice-dealers are peculiarly at the 
mercy of the whole year 
through, and are unanimous their 
prayers for arctic winters and torrid summers. 
It takes trom two weeks to a month to secure 
a good crop, and the fortunes of the ice dealers 
in the changeable climate of Ch are by no 
means even ones. They have much to oantend 
with, and vary like a weatheroock in their 


sudden transitions from caves of gloom to pin- 


I of delight. They have many stories to 
tell dt years made memorable in the history of 
the trade in this region. Asa rule Chieago gets 
its supply of ice from within a distance of 
fifty to 100 miles, and it is only in the open 
winters, when the crop fails wholly or in part 
in this vicinity, that places further north are 
resorted to to eke out the supply here. One of 
the most remarkable winters was that of 1863- 
64. At Christmas there was about eight 
inches of ice formed when a great rain-storm 
d-luged the whole country, and there was 
practically no ſoe in the United States. In 
a single day, however, the spirits of the ice- 
men rose as the mercury fell, for 1864 opened 
with the bitter cold day still referred to as 
„the cold New-Year’s day.” The ice formed 
rapidly and by Jan. 10 a full crop was assured. 
fy Feb. 1 the winter was practically over. In 
1867-68 a small crop of 10-inch ice had been 
gathered early in December. A thaw then 
came and no more ice formed until March, and 
the main crop was taken in that month.

UP THE ELEVATOR INCLINE. 


In the winters of 1874, 1876, and 1878 the crop 
waa a partial failure, and the great bulk of the 
supply was seoured from Crystal Lake, Osh- 
kosh, and Sturgeon Bay. In 1879, on the con- 
trary, ice was shipped from Chicago to Mack- 
mac to make up a deficiency in che supply 
there. The winters of 1880 and 1882 
were rather light, but last season 
produced an immense crop, overstocking the 
market, causing keén competition awong the 
dealers and intense oy in thousands of house- 
holds. When the crop here is light the dealers 
look with the utmost confidence to Sturgeon 
Bay asa never-failing source of suppiy, Win- 
nebago Lake ranking next in their affections. 
To make ice the thermometer must be below 
32 Fahrenheit and stay there for some 
time. Observations made in Chicago 
for ten years back show 

the mean average temperature is 28.5", 
firures for the months being as follows: De- 
cember, 29.6°; January, 26.3°; February, 28.9°. 
It will thus be seen that January is the month 
most favorable to the securing of a good crop 
of ice, for the average of the other two months 
is so little below the freezing point as to make 
continuous cold spells but little probable. 
Last year opened warm, but January was 
splendid ice weather, the mean temperature 


being 19.2°, or 7.1“ below the average for the 


previous ten years. The mean temperature of 
the whole winter last season was 25.7°, as com- 
pared with 28.6° for the previous ten years. 
A CORDON OF STOREHOUSES. 
Chicago is peculiarly favored in having many 
sources of supply from which ice is obtained, 


and hence the city companies have their plants 
scattered about at different points within a 
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short distance of the city, there being from 
fifty to 100 houses within a radius of two score 
of miles. The favorit locations are the Calu- 
met River at various points, Calumet Lake at 
Riverdale and Wildwood, Wolf Lake at Shet- 
field and Thornton, Stone and Clear Lakes at 
La Porte, Ind., the Fox River at Elgin, Crystal 
Lake, Cold Springs, Riverside, Batavia, 
McHenry, Aurora, Englewood, and several 
other points, For reserves the companies of 
Chicago have establishments at Fond du Lac, 
Oshkosh, Geneva Lake, Sturgeon Bay, Ucono- 
mowoc, and other northern points which are 
relied upon in open winters when the crop in 
the neighborhood of the city is unusually light. 
The capacity of the houses varies trom those 
holding but afew thousand tons tothe great 
house at Wolf Lake 
pacity of over 50.000 tons of ice, 
and which is said to be the largest 
ice-bouse in the West. Most of the houses are 
situated On natural waters, but there are a 
number of ponds either wholly or partially ar- 
tificial. The right to cut ice in various places 
is acquired either by direct purchase of the ad- 


joining land or by leases and contracts with the 


owners. Forthisand houses, wagons, tools, 
etc., the Chicago concerns have upwards of 
$2,000,000 invested in this vicinity. Some 
cutting is done in the 
under contracts with the Commissioners, 
though it is chiefly the geld of the brewers 
and smaller coucerns who do not care to go to 
the expense of securing permanent locations. 
The permanent fields are carefully looked after 
in the summer time—weeds ‘are cut, fences 
erected, and other preparations made to secure 
the crop with dispatch. Time is of immense 
advantage to the ice-dealer, forin this climate 
the loss of a day or two may be a 
serious affair, and the machinery and 
tools are generally gotten into good 
working order long before an opportunity 
comes to use them. During the summer a 
small force ig kept at the ice-houses loading 
cars and wagons and handling the ice as it is 
needed for consumption. Most of the com- 
panies have large depots at convenient points 
in the city where the ice is stored for the re- 
tail trade, the wagons receiving their supplies 
early in morning, as soon as it is light 
and before the sun has commenced to 
beat down with its powerful de- 
stroying rays. The estimates of the capacity 
of the houses tributaty to Chicago vary from 
1,000,000 to 2,000,000 tons, and a mean between 
these two figures is probably the utmost that 
the Chicago concerns could dispose of, and 
certainly more than the demand. Consjderabie 
ice was left over from the abundant crop of 
last year, and the cut this season, owing to that 
fact, will probably be lighter than usual by a 
couple of hundred thousand tons. 
LAYING OUT.THE FIELD. 

There can scarcely be found a more animat- 
ed scene than that which greets the eye of the 
observer as he standson the top landing of 
some great ice-house and looks over the white 
field of ice below, dotied with busy men, well 
muffied up, cutting, sawing, plowing, scraping 

and piloting the ice-rafts through the 
open water and into the narrow canals. 


‘est to every one, from 


whose vegetables rest secure in the little ice- 
chest to the g packer whose storehouses 
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dumpéd—and the snow carefully removed. 
This process must be repeated with every 
storm until the ice is ready to cut. The snow 
is scraped into long windrows and removed 
from the field or dumped into the water. Oft- 
entimes @ series of stow-storms witn heavy 
winds will delay operations long after the ice 
is ready to cut, on some occasions preventing 
work until a thaw comes and the labor 
of weeks is destroyed in a single 
night. With the ice clear and in 
proper ete iition the Sees mao „lay off 
the field. This is done by marking a straight 
line between two targets at opposit ends 
of one side of the field. From one of these 
points a line is drawn at right angles to the 
field is then ready for out- 
ting. The first machine used is the marker. 
This is a small plow, cutting a narrow groove 
to the depth of about three inches. To its side 
is fastened a bar of thin fron paratlel with the 
plow and twenty-two inches distant. This is the

„guide,“ which runs in the line or groove first 
marked out. As the marker is drawn by the 
horse from one side of the field to another the 
guide is kept in the groove last cut, thus mak- 
ing the furrows exactly twenty-two inches 
apart. The process is repeated on the right- 
angie base line until the whole fleid is marked 
out, presenting the appearance of a gigantic- 
chess-board, each of the blocks being twenty- 
two inches square. The ice is then ready for 
the plow, which is simply a marker on a larger 
scale and without the guide. It is drawn by 
horses in the lines left by the marker and the 
ice is cut into deep grooves to a depth of six, 
eight, or ten inches, as the thickness requires. 
The whole fleld having been thus marked“ 
and plowed, it is ready for harvesting, pro- 
vided another snow-storm does not require an- 
other use of the scraper or a thaw does not 
melt the hard field to water in a few hours. 
HARVESTING. 

After a small portion of the field near the 
house has been opened by saws and axes & 
canal is cut leading up to the elevators. These 
are long inclined planes leading from the top 
of the ice-house down below the surface of the 
water. On them runs an endless chain fitted 
with crose-bars running from under the water. 
A large raft of thirty to fifty cakes is detached 
from the main field by a very simple process. 
Two sides ane cut down the grooves by a long 
baw worked up and down by a single 
man. The ice having been plowed within 
three or four inches ot being cut clear threugh 
is easily bandied. The two sides having been 
cut by the saw the raft is attached to the field 
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by one edge only. It is easily and quickly 
split off by a halt dozen biows in the grove 
by an instrument known as a ‘‘ cutting bar,” 
which is simply a long bar of iron witha 
broad chisel edge. The raft is then taken in 
tow by men ed with long pike-poles and 
towed toward the canals. There it is 
cut up into long, narrow strips, one 
or two eakes wide, as the size of 
the channels may demand. As the rafts are 
poled rapidly up the canale toward the ele- 
vators they pass under the feet of men sta- 
tioned on littie bridges of boards. A single 
blow from. the heavy iron bar splits the single 
cakes apart, and the long raft is transformed 
into sing!e floating cakes, which are pushed 
rapidly toward the elevators, the oross-bars on 
the endless chain ecatohing them under 
water and hurrying them up the incline 
to the storehouse. One of the processes 
of the  harvestin which is peculiar, 
in that it has been adopted in but few houses, 
is the “ cooker.”’ It seems ridiculous to talk 
of cooking ice, but it is done to a slight degree. 
One of the great troubles about the elevator 


hitherto bas been the accumulation of slush- 


ice. Now the cakes as they pass upwards are 
scraped clean ontop and bottom and carried 
over a jet of steam which melts the snow and 
ragged particles, leaving the bard cake of ice 
o an and unmelted. The work of harvesting 
the cakes,* cutting the rafts, and poling 
them up the channels requires the attention of 
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many men classified into gangs under experi- 
enced foremen. Even when not at work it is 
necessary to detail several to keep the channels 
open, for should they be allowed to freeze it 
would cost much to open them, besides which 
the new ice in the open might not be strong 
enough to bear the weigh@of men or horses, in 
which case it would be extremely difficult to 
clear out, the new formation to admit 
of the passage of the old ice. When once the 
channels are open and the work fairly begun 
the harvesting proceeds with wonderful rapid- 
ity. The operations are so timed and regulated 
that the rafts are cutoff and floated into the 
channels as fast as the elevatora can carry up 
the ice, and the force in the house is regulated 
to dispose of the crop as fast aa it arrives. 
STORAGE. 

The storing of the ice crop after it is once 
harvested is a matter requiring careful atten- 
tion, and this branch of the work is one of the 
most interesting departments of the business. 
In the first piace it should be understood that 
the storehouses are generally made of wood, 
with double walis, the space between them of 
from six to eight inches being filled with saw-

chutes, of which there were enough to load 
twenty cars at once. The system of harvest- 
ing and storing is essentially the same at all the 
houses, though there is a great difference in 
the details, some using steam and others horse 
power, according to their capital or inclination, 
and each superintendent has some particular 
device which he claims has revolutionized the 
bustuess and pat his own concern on the foot- 
ing of the most favored tations.” The tools 
used are often of the most costly description, 
some of the larger .plows being worth in the 
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neighborbood of $100 each. These will cut to 
a depth of ten inches and are made of fine steel 
with teeth two inches long. The cutting bars, 
pike poles, and other smailer tools are also 
carefully made, and an item in the annual Dill 
of expense of no small magnitude arises from 
the number of these implements dropped into 
the water and lost forever. 
THE ICEMEN AT HOME. 

One of the remarkable things about the har- 
vest season is the care ofthe numerous hands 
employed. As many of the ice-nouses are sit- 
uated on bodies of water remotefrom the 
towns, Most of the companies have found it 
convenient to go into the boarding-house bust 
ness, sd that now this is a recognized depart- 
ment in almost all the large concerns. The 
sleeping apartments as a rule are a trifle 
rough in appearance, but are generally clean 
ang actually comfortable, the bunks being fur- 
nished with hay mattresses and an abundance 
of blankets. A large room is provided where 
the men gather at night and discuss politics, 
swap yarns, and make themselves generally 
comfortable. The dining-rooms are furnished 
with log tables set with earthen and pewter 
ware, and the fare, as the writer can testify 
from personal experience, is in most of the 
houses superior to the average cheap restau- 
rant. The stewards of all the houses visited 
complain of the enormous appetites of 
the men, and assert that a day 
spent on the ice 18 productive 
of more hunger to the square inch than any 
other known occupation. The labor about an 
ice-house during the harvest season is not es- 
pecially trying tn itself, but the constant ex- 
posure to the cold is what discourages the 
green hands and causes many of them to 
“knock off” after a trial of a few days or 
hours. Many of the hands are picked up at 
hazard, but quite a number apply for work 
year after year. Of these many are lake sail- 
ors who havea natural hankering after the 
water and satisfy their cravings by embarking 
in the ice business during the winter season, 
when their vessels are stripped and laid up in 
the harbor. The wages paid vary from $1.25 
to $2.25, according to experience and ability. 
The price for board and lodging at the com- 
pany houses averages about $4 per week. 
When first going to work the men require quite 
an outfit in the way of overshoes, heavy mit- 
tens, and other articles of clothigg, which are 
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generally supplied by the company at a low 


price. The newcomer asa rule generally fails to 
appreciate the necessity of warm clothm un- 
til he learns the lesson through frosted ears or 
nose, when his first spare cash is invariably ex- 
pended in purchasing as much heavy clothing 
as he cun comfortably carry. The work for 
the majority of the men lasts but a sbort time 
and is but poorly paid, so that it becomes a 
matter of surpriee that so many apply for em- 
ployment year after year. Sometimes, too, the 
labor is attended with discomforts not down on 
the regular bill of fare. A false step often 
gives some careless wight an icy bath, and the 
breaking of the ice frequently precipitates 
horse and driver into the freezing water. Such 
accidents, however, are taken as a watter of 
course by the old heads, who do just as much 
work as is required of them and no more, and 
who from long experience know the warmest 
bunks and the most comfortable nooks in the 
sitting-room, where they sit of evenings spin- 
ning yarns of some squall on the 
or some season on the ice-fields years 
ago. few of these men secure 
regular employment 
to positions of trust and profit. 
ness has grown to such proportions 
rienced men are becoming more common every 
year, and take to the ice-fields as a regulariy 
recognized winter trade. As near as can be 
learned, when ali-the Chicago houses are run- 
ning, about 3,000 men are engaged in the har- 
vest. 

THE DAILY ROUND. 

The direct representative of the ice business 
to the public—the * ice-man”’ himself—is the 
driver of the double-team wagon which deliy- 
ers the huge blocks at the doors of the private 
houses. The wagons are large affairs fitted 
with a huge cover, a step behind, and a pair of 
scales, and are almost too f.miliar to require 
description. Of the drivers and their helpers 
but little is known to the purchasers. They 
ure invariably strong, hearty men, 
and generally are as popular in the 
kitchen as the milkman or the driver 
of the grocer’s wagon, carrying on their little 
flirtations with the mistresses of the culinary 
department with perfect impartiality, having, 
like honest Jack Tar, a sweetheart in every 
port. According to the statements of those in 
a position to know, a good driver is a rare bird. 
They require two qualities, which, as a rule, 
seldom go together without commanding high 
salaries—great streugth and active brain- 
power. The “ice men” must be possessed 
of the physical ability to endure great labor, 
and at the same time have a knowledge 
of human nature vivid enough to take their

furnished by size. A cubic foot of ice weighs 
fifty-six pounds, so it 1s an easy matter for the 
experienced driver to furnish the required 
amount without having recourse to his scales. 
The average wagon holds from 2,000 to 4,000 
pounds, and an old driver will distribute the 
Whole without touching the scale during the 
course of the day. 
PURER THAN WATER. 

It is a fact not widely understood that out- 
side of the abstract question of purity ice bas 
its recognized grades, — are quite as dis- 
tinct ae No. 1 bard” * rejected” wheat. 
This difference in quality is due to a variety of 
causes. Ice is often solid which is made from 
dicty water and contains various impurities, 
but it is used only for refrigerating purposes, 
where it does not come in contact 
with the. articles to be cooled. As 
a rule, however, the commercial arti- 
cle is remarkably -pure. Water when 
freezing rejects many if not all impurities. It 
is often found to be the case that ice formed 
from water palpably unfit for pur 
poses is itself almost absolutely pure. To such 
an extent is this so that, next to distillation, 
the melting of good ice gives the purest form 
of water known, If aco ordinary test-tuve 
containing water discolored with indigo 
be exposed to the influence of a freez- 
ing mixture until the ice forms on 
the inside of the tube, the indigo will 
be found to have been driven to the centre. If 
this be then poured out and the tube rinsed 
out, the ice when melted will be found to be 
almost if not quite free from the least traces 
of the coloring matter. Thus it is possible for 
the ice-man to secure a good article from water 
which, while not absolutely impure, is still not 
fit to drink. Melted ice if universally employed 
for drinking would do away with much of the evil 
arising from the use ot impure water. This 


fact has become so weil known that water is 


now regularly frozen by the artificial processes 
and supplied fur use in sick-rooms and for 
ordinary table purposes. The ice from the 
Chicago River when melted would be found to 
contain but little of the impurity which has 
rendered that sluggish and semi-solid stream a 
by-word among the people of the earth—St. 
Louis in particular. Even sea-water, when 
frozen, rejects fully three-fourths of its 
salt. Uniess a pond be frozen solid, in which 
case the impure particles cannot escape, the 
ice-dealers find but little trouble in securing 
a good merchantable article whose appearance 
will stand the test of the most critical cus- 
tomer. The sooner the people understand that 
melted ice may be profitably employed wher- 
ever pure water is tndispensable the better it 
will be for the people at large. 
CLEAR OR OPAQUE? 

The great difference in ice is its comparative 
clearness and freedom from crusted snow. 
The dealer in searching for his sources of sup- 
ply almost invariably seeks for that place 
where the ice is the clearest and the thickest. 
Why the formation should differ at points but 
a few feet apart may not at first seem clear, 
but that it does is an established fact. In 
prospecting the country the dealers have found 
that the clearest and strongest ice is sure 
to be found on running streams. 
Why this should be so can be explained with 
but little trouble, To freeze water is simply to 
extract its heat. Therefore, as the water 
freezes from the surface downwards, the heat 
extracted is sent into the water below. To such 
an extent is this so that the water underneath 
is perceptibly heated. In one case, observed 
by Mr. O. Guthrie of city during 
very severe weather in the month of 
November. 1883, when three or four inches 
of ice formed, while the ice was of course 
at a temperature of 32°, the water underneath 
showed 39°. In still ponds, therefore, this 
heated water is. confined beneath the ice, re- 
tarding its formation and causing it to become 
white. In the case of running streams the 
heated water and air is immediately carried 
away and its place supplied by cool water 
which ly freezes. Thus it has been found 
that ice forms more rapidly and is m clearer 
over running water than in land-loc ponds, 
For the purpose of securing a rapid growth 
and to avoid the opacity which is objected to 
in still-water ice, many dealers are now resort-

ing to elaborate artificial contrivances by 
which ponds are supplied with a* continuous 
current of cool water by pumps and inciined 
planes, The difference in the formation of ice 
can be easily shown by a simple experiment. 
It ice be aliowed to form for say four inches 
in a prepared pond and a current be 
then introduced while another fuur inches is 
formed, the block of ice will be seen to be 
evenly divided, the upper half opaque and

A WARNING UNHEEDED. 

Dont x. Jan. 31.—[Via Benuett-Mackey Cable 
to The Tribune. |—Tue TRIBUNE correspondent 
bere knows as a fact that the authorities in 
England ned received an intimation through 
the Irish police nearly a month ago of the in- 
tention of the dynamiters to blow up the Houses 
of Parliament, and even a list of the outrages 
contemplated at Manchester and in the prov- 
inces. The belief is general here that the au- 
thorities are thoroughly aware of the identity 
of the persons who are in the con- 
spiracy. The difficulty is to bring home the 
guilt to the plotters, who manage their plans 
so well that none but individuals in 

te undertaking can say when or where the 
dynamite will be laid. That the headquarters 
of the dynamivers is in Paris is a certainty; 
also that persons formerly resident here are at 
the head of the hazardous plots. 
A CASTLE BESIEGED. 

It is the firm eonviction of the Irish police 
now that Earl Spencer's winter quarters will 
be removed to the castle from Phenix 
Park. It is substantially in a state of siege.

Holes and subterranean passages run- 
ping to the river afford access to the castle. 
The gate is now doubly riveted and

THE FRENCH AUTHORITIES INDIGNANT. 

Paris, Jan. 31.— [Via Bennett-Mackay Cable 
to The Tribune.|—The French authorities are 
indignant at being aceused of harboring the 
Fenians. They repel the charge as “ an inter-. 
national libel.“ and refuse to admm that they 
are in any way responsible for the London out- 
rages. The Prefecture is skeptical and the 
Government is unwilling to move. The Com- 
mune is forgotten and the authorities point 
complacently to the fact that of late years 
Paris, alone of all Buropean Capitals, has been 
spared by the dynamiters. Beyond these al- 
ready cabled to Tue TRIBUNE, no extraordi- 
nary steps have been taken to diseover the 
criminals’ arrivals and departures. The channel 
ports still are and for years past have been 
sharply watched. The woman Mongruet and 
her partner, Bourdier, still keep up the farce 
of shadowing the convivial Irishmen, but all 
this is not seriously disturbmg tothe dyna- 
miters, if any happen to be plotting in France 
at this moment, and they need fear nothing. 
Up to the present time there have been uo ar- 
rests made and no extraditions asked for. The 
Fenians noticed to be flitting to and fro in 
Paris carefully avoid illegality, and 80 long as 
they do se the hand of justice will be paralyzed. 


DEVELOPMENTS. 
A REORGANIZATION OF THE ENGLISH DETECT- 
IVE FORCE CERTAIN. 

LonDON, Jan. 31.—[Special.j|—The dynamite 
outrages and scare are certain to result in a 
reorgapization of the English detective force, 
or the Department of Criminal Investigation 
as it is Officially termed. It is probable that a 
new force of secret-service men will be organ- 
ized for the express purpose of tracking po- 
tical and quasi-political offenders. In imita- 
tion of the system now in operation in most of 
the Continental Capitals, this force will co- 
operate with similar bureaus at Paris, Berlin, 
Vienna, and St. Petersburg in giving each 
other warning of plots and of the 
movements of suspected persons, The French 
Government recently urged England to 
form such an organization, but the Home Of- 
fice hesitated about taking the step in view of 
the repugnance always entertained by English- 
men toward political spies. It is believed. 
however, that the scruples of the Home Secre- 
tery have been overcome by recent eccur 
rences, and the streets of London may soon be 
expected to swarm with mouchards. 

POLICE BLUNDERS. 

Today’s developments regarding the out- 
rages have amounted to nothing more than a 
continuation of the endless police blunders. 
It is very doubtful if Philip Newbold, who 
was arrested for threatening to biow 
up the town hail at Derby, has any 
connection with Irish-American or other dyna- 
miters, and it is almost certain that his object 
in writing the incriminating letters was a com- 
bination of private spite and a desire for Bote 
riety. His freak, however, whatever its ob- 
ject, is likely to be a disastrous one for him, 
as in the present temper of the public his pun- 
ishment is certain and will de as severe as can 
be inflieted.

JULIUS LIESEE. 
EXTRAORDINARY PRECAUTIONS TO PREVENT 
THE ESCAPE OF THE NOTED ANARCHIST. 

Lonpon, Jan. 33.—/Special.|—Julius Lieske 
the supposed murderer of Dr. Rumpff, the 
Frankfort police official, remains iu close con- 
finement at Manheim. Your correspondent in 
that city writes that the precautions taken by 
the prison officials to assure the safe-keeping 
of their prisoner are extraordinary. He is 
chained hand and foot. Twice a day the metals 
are fora tew moments unclasped from his 
hands, that be may perform some otherwise im- 
possible but permissible task. A policeman 
lives with him in his cell. The corridors of the 
prison, as well as the surrounding walls. are 
thick with sentries, and a company of infantry 
has been stationed in the courtyard berfeath. 
Visitors are, however, admitted to the jail, and 
many persons from Frankfort, which is leas 
than seventy miles distant, visit the prisoner 
daily. In Frankfort he was well known, and 
8 who come, curious to see bim 

of former acquaintance, are recog- 
nized by Lieske and greeted with a cheerful- 
ness which is unusual in sitar clroumetances. 
He jokes not only with his friends, but 
with all those who give him encouragement. 
His whole demeanor is calculated to dispel the 
idea that he is a prisoner or the heinous of- 
fense with which he is cbarged. Your corre- 
spondent further states that the German news- 
papers have been forbidden by the Goveru- 
ment to refer to Lieske in any manner what- 
ever for the present. It is iearned, however, 
that he has partiy revealed some important

AUSTRIAN AN ARCHISTS. 
A WAR OF EXTERMEN ATION. 

Lonpor, Jan. 31.—(Special.)—There is a 
veritable reign of terror in Vienna in conse- 
quence of the rigorous measures which the 
Austrian Government has deemed necessary to 
adopt for the repression of anarchism. Hun- 
dreds of political spies have lately been added 
to the regular police force, Most of these 
spies are political adventurers, who are with- 
out a trace of conscience or principle, and 
many of whom are themselves familiar with 
the interior of prisons in Austria, France, and 
Germany.

GOODMAN, 

Goodman, the alleged dynamiter, arrested at 
his lodgings in the Westminster district yester- 
day, is still detained by the police. It is re 
ported today that no infernal machine was 
found in the prisoner's room, and the detect- 
ives have not yet found anything against the 
prisoner beyond his peculiar. habits and ner- 
vous disposition. Detectives have ocoupied 
Goodman's lodgings since his arrest, patiently 
awaiting caliers for the prisoner, but as yet 
none have appeared. It is now believed that 
the reporters were deceived by the Scotland 
Yard authorities in regard to the importance 
of the arrest.

WAYS OF DEFAULTERS. 


An Expert Accountant Details the 
Popular Systems Resorted To by Dis- 
honest Employes. 

Defalcation by persons occupying positions 
of trust, which bids fair to deserve the name 
of the American system,” has become 80 
common the number of expert account- 
ants who undertake to ferret out the mystery 
of a default has been rapidly swelled within 
the last few years. The life of an expert is 
both wearisome and exciting. Quitting his 
home at midnight he is driven rapidly to the 
house where the suspected cashier or book- 


keeper is employed and buries himself in fig- | 


ures until the dawn of day. No one must suc 
mise his employment, least of all the man 
whose methods areto be sifted. Every book 
must be replaced precisely as it was left at the 
close of business and not a trace of the mid- 
night intruder must remain. Sometimes, too, 
the detective becomes bimself an object of sus- 
picion, and few who have been long engaged in 
this nocturnal employment have escaped arrest 
at some time or other. Robberies have often 
been perpetrated by persons professing to be 
employed about the premises at night, and the 
police have grown so suspicious of this pre- 
teuse that the loudest protestations of an hon- 
est detective accountant have sometimes been 
unavailing to save him from arrest. 

A resident of Chicago, whose long experience 
in the examination of irregular accounts gives 
his opinion some value, expresses his convic- 
tion thac there is harély « large establishment 
in the city in which dishonest practices do not 
prevait. There isa remarkable difference, he 
Says, between the conservative business con- 
cerns of England and Scotland and the dasb- 
ing, happy-go-lucky houses of América. In 
the steady business of Great Britain, where the 
son succeeds the father and is trained in the 
counting-house from his early years, ali the 
details of the office are carefully elaborated, 
and no one can steal five cents without being 
found out. But here a shrewd man estab- 
lishes an enormous business without giving 
any part of his attention to the routine of the 
office, and as his employés usually receive a 
beggarly allowance itis scarcely to be won- 
dered that they add to their salary by theft. 

Much as I should depreeate any attempt to 
exouse the thief,“ said this man, I feel no 
comumiseration whatsoever for the merchant or 
the banker who looks for honesty in a clerk or 
cashier who is paid $85 a month for handling 
$400,000 a year without any check or safeguard 
imposed upon him. Anemployer who expects 
fidelity should reward his servants according 
to the responsibility of place. The loose and 
inadequate systems of some firms are amazing. 
I do not believe there is a large establishment 
in Chicago where, if employed in a position of 
trust, I could not steal thousands of dollars 
every year. . 

“ re are several different kinds of defal- 
cations which we often have to deal with. 
First, there is the blunderer, who takes advan- 
tage of a mistake to pocket the odd cash. Sup- 
pose he has the pay-roil to make out in a house 
where fifty men are employed. That duty is 
generally considered so purely mechanical! that 
some subordinate employò is delegated to draw 
up the pay-roll. He credits each man with his 
proper salary, but by mis makes the foot- 
ing $690 instead of $675. The proprietor looks 
roll, observes the correctness of 
each item, takes the footing for granted, and 
draws his check for $690. The young man 
puts the weekly stipend of each person in an 
envelope, finds a surplus of $14, and, discover- 
ing bis error, pockets that amount. Then be 
reflects what a fool he has been to live on $50a 
month when by a careful blunder every week 
he might easily double his income. The sug- 
gestion of accident ™ turned inw a aystem, 
and he becomes a regular defaulter. The 
preservation of the pay-rolis ought, of course, 
to be imperative, but as a matter of fact he 
quietly destroys the evidence of bis crime, 
whieh is never suspected until the drain is felt 
by the firm or hig own style of living betrays bim. 
Even after he knows himself to be suspected 
he will not stop bis thieving. Having acquired 
certain habits and associated himself with cer- 
tain companions he will not reduce his ex- 
penses, but sets himself to invent some new 
mode of cheating. Fearing to betray himself 
by incorrect footings, he begins to insert in the 
pay-roll the names of dead men, or those no 
longer employed in the house. By this ruse he 
succeeds in deferring the day of judgment. 

The blunderer ia harder to detect than the 
systematic defaulter. A bookkeeper will some- 
times enter all items correctly in his cash-book, 
but when he comes to post his accounts will 
doctor the footings. He will enter a debit for 
general expenses, with — hieroglyphics in- 
tended to particularize the items of expendi- 
ture. Instead of the correct footing of 
$318.64 he wul write $418.64, get bis voucher, 
and pocket $100. After a month or so, when 
the items are forgotten, he will turn back and 
prefix the figure 1 to some one of them, making 
the footing apparently correet. No ene can 
explain his abpreviated notes but himself, and 
so he feels that he has covered up the tracks 
of his dishonesty. He takes his chances of not 
being called to answer for his accounts during 
the month past. 

„ ne expert will readikk detect the deccit. 
It is impossible for a man, after the lapse of a 
month, to change the figures 51.50 to 151.50 
without enabling a practiced eye to recognize 
the ted digit. Generally the intrudmg 
figure is Arted with a biatter, while the rest of 
the page has been allowed to dry by evapora 
tion. When the plan of defalcation ts once 
made out the details can be followed with ease. 
It will generally be found that the false entries 
occur at the same time in each week or month, 
and we have only to turn to that date to find 
the inevitable traces of Kulit. 

“An old trick is the use of carbon paper to 
duplicate vouchers. A member of the firm 
writes his O. K. om the voucher presented 
to him, and the bookkeeper, having carefully 
inserted his carbon paper underneath, bas two 
voucners for the same sale. He has left the 
date blank, and afterwards fills it up with any 
date he pleases. I bad such a case not very 
long ago, and I detected the ruse the moment 
I set my eyes on one of the vouebers. That 
strategem is rather stale nowadays, and has 
gone out of fasheon. *

Lorpor, Jan. 81.—[{Special.|—The victories 
in the Soudan bave left an unpleasant taste in 
the English mouth. The feeling is general 
that after all it was a near thingrand that 
Wolseley ought not to have trusted so much 
even to his proverbial good fortune. The losses 
are deemed extremely heavy, and there is @ 
Vague dread that upto the present the worst 
has not been told. Wosleley has never made 
any concealment of his dislike for the special 
correspondents, although no General owes more 
of his fame to the newspaper, and the censorship 
he has always maintained has been exercised 
with unusual severity in the present campaign. 
The first indication of the continual sup- 
pression of the news was given by the failure 
of Mr. Cameron, the dead correspondent of the 
Standard, to get his message through. This 
excited great remark, as he was known to 
be a correspondeut that was never 
beaten. It bas now been made plain 
that the reason of his failure was that he was 
too plain spoken a critic to be acceptable at 
headquarters. Several other newspapers have 
since complained that their correspondents 
have been treated similarly. On-the head of 
this comes the fact that Wolseley, instead of 
giving Gen. Stewart's dispatch in full, satisfied 
himself with giving extracts. The assumption, 
from all these ciroumstances, is that there is 
much ugly truth about the perils of this cam- 
;paign which will not be known till the cam- 
paign is over. 

THE NEWSPAPERS WILD OVER BRITISH BRAV~- 
g ERx.

RIVERS AND HARBORS. 
A LIVELY TILT IN THE HOUSE DURING A 218 
CUSSION OF SEVERAL PROPOSED JOBS. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 31.—[Special.}— 


There was a lively wrangle in the House over 
an attempt by the majority of the River and 
Harbor Committee to limit the time for general 
debate on the River and Harbor bill. The at- 
tempt was resented by a majority of the House 
Tor several reasons. Among them were that 
the bill contains several novel and important 
‘ propositions which deserve full discussion and 
serious consideration; that the committee 
offered members of the House no opportunity 
to be heard in the preparation of the bill. and 
that the report of the committee does not 
’ furnish an adequate or intelligible explanation 
of the bill. The attempt to limit the debate 
was defeated. Mr. Mills of Texas spoke with 
great vigor and earnestness in bebaif of the 
Galveston Harbor, the commercial importance 


of which he magnified, and the intimate com- 
merolal relations of which with the Mississippi 
River improvement he sought to establish. It 
‘was apparent that the friends of the Galveston 
scheme were nervous over the prospect of that 
enterprise, the opposition to which seems to be 
growing. For several weeks a delegation com- 
posed of citizens of Galveston has been in 
Washington urging the adoption of the pro- 
posed plan. The members of the delegation 
were extremely busy today, appealing to mem- 
bers of the House for their votes. Several 
other persons were devoting their energies to 
the same object. Mr. Thomas of Illinois, a 
member ot the Kiver aud Harbor Committee, 
exposed the Galveston job. He thought it 
would be wise to have the proposed Harbor 
Commission investigate the matter and report 
to the next Congress. Mr. Thomas caused to 
be read a paragraph from a Texas newspaper 
stating that the proposed plan for Galveston is 
urged by “a syndicate” of men in 
that city who expect to. make 
@ fortune out of the Government if 
tne plan be adopted and carried out, and that 
the City of Galveston voted $2,500 and the citi- 
zens subscribed ten times that sum to pay the 
expenses of the Galveston delegation to Wash- 
‘ington. Eads keeps in constant telegraphic 
communication with the House.

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and the Senate. Believing that the power of 


removal from office, wisely exercised, is neces- 
sary to enable the Executive to fulfill the con- 
stitutional duty of administering the laws, 
your committee is of the opinion that any legis- 
lation which so restricts the power is uncon- 
stitutional and inexpedient. Sbould the Ex- 
ecutive abuse the power of removal or use it 
for unworthy purposes, the remedy is 
with the people, or with the House and 
Senate by impeachment; should the legislative 
branch, by restrictions upon appointments 
and removals, so bind the bands of the Execu- 
tive as practically, to take away the power of 
administerting to laws. the co utional func- 
tions of the Executive, to see that the law be 
faithfully executed, would be seriously im- 
peded. For in — 1 case the administration of 
the jaws might fall into the bands of subordi- 
nates for whose appointments the Executive 
was in no way responsibie and who might bave 
become unworthy or inefficient while in office. 
Under the provisions of tbe bill the Secretary of 
State, whose idea of a foreign policy might be 
totally opposit those of the Executive, must be 
retained by the latter though the Senate 
should concur inthe propriety of appointing 
another in bis place. Under existing statutes 
preferenee in appointments is given to many 
of this class of persons named in the bill, and 
the purposes of these statutes would, if liber- 
ally construed, be carried out by retaining 
such persons in office when their general fitness 
was apparent, or when the proper objects 
of the Executive could best be 
carried out by 80 doing. But 
to provide that the Executive shail retain 
in office any person when he may think that 
some other person is better fitted to administer 
the trust is, in our opinion, unwise and uncon- 
stitutional. Public office must be regarded as 
atrust and not as a mere reward for party 
services, however meritorious, and present use- 
fulness should be the test in an incumbent. 
Your committee report the bill back adversely 
and recommend it do not pass.

LOCAL POLITICS. 


Active Preparations for the Spring 
Campaign—An Effort to Be Made 
to Have a Fair Count.

A Possibility that Col. George R. Davis 
Will Be Pitted Against Harrison 
for Mayor.

Gossip About the Offices of Treasurer and 
City Olerk—The Aldermanic Prob- 
abilities. 


p Around the City-Hall and the County Build- 
ing the Senatorial situation is second in point 
of political interest to the municipal election 
next April. It is now generally understood to be 
a settled fact that the Republicans will put a 
straight ticket in the field, and many shrewd 
judges admit that if good candidates are 
named by the Republicans they will sweep the 
city. There is a general feeling that the ma- 
chine has had control of the city too long, and 
to the city’s detriment, and there seems to be 
littie doubt that t a fair vote and an honest 
count can be had the Reputgican nominees will 
be elected. And there is a grim determination 
on the part of reepectable cirizens that there 
shall be an honest vote and a fair count. No 
such skullduggery or ballot- box stuffing as was 
practiced two years ago will be permitted this 
spring. If Harrison, who wil) in all probability 
be the Democratic nominee for Mayor, be de- 
feated, his, henchmen will not be permitted to 
change 10,000 votes so as to elect him. 

The Republicans indeed seem quite sanguine 
of success, and the candidates of that party 
for nomination are quite numerous, and each 
one fegis it “in his bones or in the air that 
if nominated he can be elected. 

THE REPUBLICAN SLATE. 

Amang the candidates for Mayor on the Re- 
publican side who have materialized during the 
week are: Congressman George R. Davis, ex- 
Treasurer W. T. Johnson, ex-Mayor Heath, 
James T. Rawleigh, and Judge Eugene Cary. 
It is not to be inferred that these are candi- 
dates on their own account. They are, how- 
ever, being pushed by their friends, and from 
present appearances it may be stated that Con- 
gressman Davis is the most formidable. He 
has a large following of warm friends, trained 
politicians who swear by him. He is known to 
be a good campaigner. He is a man of liberal 
views, and it is believed would be acceptable 
to the naturalized citizens who form so large a 
part of the Republican party. It is believed, 
100, that his opponents in the party may be 
placated by the nomination of William E. Ma- 
son for City Attorney. It is confidently ex- 
pected that Mr. Mason would accept such a 
nomination. So much for Mr. Davis. Judge 
Cary seems to be the next in point of political 
strength. He has the backing of the heavy 
taxpayers, and would no doubt receive a large 
support from the better class of Democrats. 
Many urge that it would be but simple justice to 
Judge Cary to nominate him and elect him this 
year, as the universal opinion seems to be that 
he was elected two years ago but was counted 
out. Now that the high-license issue has been 
definitly settled it is ‘believed that Judge Cary 
would get a larger support than be did two 
years ago, and, of course, a larger majority 
over Harrison, who, on account of his meth- 
ods and political association, has certainly iost 
the favor of honest citizens irrespective of 
party. Mr. Rawieigh cannot be called a 
formidable candidate, though some say he has 
the machine with him, and Mr. Johnson is not 
satisfactory to the politicians on account of 
his appointments when County Treasurer. Ex- 
Mayor Heath is mentioned only as a compro 
mise candidate, and it is doubtful whether he 
would accept the nomination if he should 
get it. 

CITY TREASURER. 

If Mr. Davis should be the nominee it is be- 
lieved that Congressman Finerty would be put 
on the ticket with him for Treasurer, though 
Mr. George Schneider is also spoken of. If 
Judge Cary should be the choice either ex- 
Sheriff Hoffmann or John M. Smyth will be the 
Republican candidate for Treasurer. 

Should Mr. Mason refuse to compromise with 
Mr. Davis by accepting the nomunation for 
City-Attorney it would doubtless go to Mr. 
Hempstead Washburne, who is undoubtedly 
the most popular man who has been named 
for the place, and whose election could be pre- 
dicted with certainty. 

CITY CLERK. 

The nomination for City Clerk is conceded to 
a German, no matter who is nominated, and 
Messrs. Theodore Stimming. Herman Bense. 
and Adolph George are mentioned in connec- 
tion with the nomination. Mr. George is re- 
garded as a very strong candidate. He is su- 
perintendent of the North Side Turner-Hall, 
was a Lieutenant in Col. Hecker's famous reg- 
iment in the late War, and is known to every 
German on the North Side. He is nota candi- 
date for the piace in the ordinary sense of the 
word, but he is being pushed by several infiu- 
ential friends. The Republicans favor an early 
convention, and it is probable that the nom 
nations will be made in the first week of March. 
If itis decided to place Finerty on the ticket 
for Treasurer this will certainly be the case. 
The eloquent Irishman will be given ample 
time to rouse his countrymen to the impor- 
tance of the municipal issue. 

TOWN OFFICERS, 

Another thing which the Republicans have 
determined on is to put first-class men in nom- 
ination for town officers. There is a loud de- 
mand for a change on the West Side particular- 
ly, where—through cupidity or stupidity, or 
both, probably both—town affairs have been 
grossly mismanaged. Louis Hutt, William 
Kaspar, Capt. D. F. Gleeson, Frank Schubert, 
and George Klupp are mentioned as probable 
nominees of the Republicans for West Town 
officers. Frank Drake will, of course, be nom- 
inated for South Side Assessor: and James 
Hogan, a large taxpayer of the Fifth Ward and 
a young man of fine ability. is mentioned as 
the candidate for Assessor. In the North Town 
matters have not taken shape so far. 

THE DEMOCRATS. 

As to the Democrats, the slate is practically 
agreed on already. Harrison will be nominated 
for Mayor. If he should decline, wifich in all 
buman probability he will not, because he 
does not want to be relegated to oblivion, 
Moses J. Wentworth may be nominat- 
ed. It is reported on good authority 
that Austin J. Doyle, Superintendent of 
police is working auietiy for Moses, and that 
Joe Mackin and Mike McDonald are disposed to 
favor him. The Aldermen, however, object. 
They say if Wentworth were elected they would 
have to build an addition to the Court-House 
to accommodate his uncle, without whose ad- 
vice he would never act, and anyhow they want 
a straight Democrat, not one who would be 
bossed by so strong a Republican as Long 
John.“ The talk of Winston and Gurney as 
candidates only excites laughter at the City- 
Hail. Winston, the boys say, would not know 
he was running, and the unterrified are tired of 
Kentuckians. They will have no more of them. 
At least not in the shape of Gurney. 

It is a foregone conclusion that P. J. How- 
ard, the present Assistant City Treasurer, will 
be nominated tor Treasurer. He is competent 
and has more than fulfilled the expectations of 
his friends in his present pesition. Besides, 
the southwestern wards, that roll up the large 
Democratic majorities, will demand his nom- 
ination in no uncertain tone. Carter Harrison 
is said to favor John R. MeMahon, the con- 
tractor, who stands well with the old-line Dem- 
ocrats, but the young men will rule the roast 
this time. 

There will be no opposition to John G. 
Neumeister for City Clerk, and Mr. Knight 
may get the nomination for City Attorney. 

For town officers the Democrats will nomi- 
nate the saine old set, or others worse than 
they are.

THE DEMOCRATIC SrruATTION. 
SENATOR M. B. HERELY GIVES A CANDID SUM- 
MARY OF DEMOCRATIC SENATORIAL AF- 

FAIRS. ! 
Senator M. B. Herely, who is one of the 
recognized leaders of the Democrats from 
Cook, was questioned as to the situation at 


Springfield. 

He said matters political are decidedly mixed 
there. There is bitter animosity between 
Morrison and Harrison and their followers,” 
said he. | + 

What is the cause of the animosity?”’ 

„Well, Harrison—and you know I am friend- 
ly to bim—claims that if he is not elected the 
State will be hopelesly Republican for ten years 
tocome. He says that as long as the Demo- 
crats cannot carry Cook County they have no 
chance of carrying the State, that Morrison's 
free-trade views burt the party, and that he is 
the only man who can save Cook. Besides, 
Harrison has given out that all the Democrats 
from this county will not support the Demo- 
cratic caucus nominee should Morrison be 
that person, as he undoubtedly will be. This 
annoys the Egyptians, who denounce Har- 
rison as being arrogant and disioyal 
to his party. There is no doubt 
that Morrison will get the party nomination by 
asweeping majority. He may get it on tne 
first ballot. Tue supporters of Black, Town- 
shend, and the Egyptian candidates will go to 
him on the second ballot. I say this candidly, 
though Lam a warm friend of Mayor Harri- 
son and would like to see him elected Sen- 
ator. But I will abide by the caucus deter- 
mination.” 

„Win all the Democrats from Cook follow 
your example in this respect?“ 

“I hardly think so. Some of the Harrison 
men say they will not support Morrison. That 
is what makes the Egyptians swear hy all their 
gods that if any Harrison men should fail to 
support Morrison after he receives the nom 
ination they will vote for Logan or any otber 
Republican in preference to Harrison, should 
the contest finally narrow down to such candi- 
dates. 

A PLEASANT PROSPECT. 

“Tam afraid some of the Harrison Demo- 
crate will remain out of the caucus, 
and that will make Morrison’s suppoOrt- 
ers mad. John H. Baker of Moultrie, one 
of the sharpest of the Morrison men, said a 
few days ago to me that it the Harrison sup- 
porters should not loyally support the caucus 
nominee, Harrison, from whom they de- 
rive their inspiration, mußt be read out of the 
party.“ 

The situation at Springfield is not pleasant 
as tar as the Democrats are concerned,” the 
reporter suggested. 

“By no means. Someofthe Harrison and 
Morrison men are very bitter aguinst each 
other. The relations between the principals is 
more than strained. The Morrison people will 
not believe Harrison when he says be cannot 
contro! his followers so as to induce them to 
vote for Morrison should he be the caucus 
nominee. 1 fear the Democratic members 
from Cook are not solid for Harrison. I sug- 
gested a caucus of the Cooks Wednesday. 
They would not listen to it. Every one of 
them wants to goon his own hook. I don't 
think they are solid for Harrison, or for any 
other candidate. It was a bad blunder on the 
part of Harrison's friends to say as they did 
last week that he would not be a candidate be- 
fore the caucus. It demoralized his supporters 
and they broke for Morrison, Black, and the 
other candidates. Harrison cannot get them 
back now. To be candid with you, the ‘ pha- 
lanx’ made a mess of it trom the beginning. 
The grocery was a blunder, and it was discov- 
ered that Chicago tactics would not do with 
the Democratic Grangers. The phalanx knew 
that Harrison could not be nominated, and 
they determined to stand from under. Harri- 
son has been beaten by his blundering friends, 
and their failure to introduce the fine workers’ 
methods among the Grangers. 

Senavor Herely wound up by saying with 
great emphasis that neither Morrison nor Har- 
rison Gould be elected, and that although his 
choice was Harrison he would support the 
caucus nominee whoever he was. 


HARRISON HAS NO CHANCE. 


Representative Ernest Hummel also thinks 
that Harrison has little or no chance, and 
James McHale, although he would not talk on 
the Senatorshbip question, let it be inferred 
that Harrison cannot be Senator. He said: 
ou may bet your last dollar that Carter H. 
Harrison will be the Democratic nominee for 
Mayor of Chicago next April. 

There was considerabie quiet fun about the 
City-Hall yesterday concerning the failure of 
County-Clerk Ryan to whip in his employés to 
the support of Harrison. Ryan, who went 
down Wednesday with Harrison and Weeks, 
sent for O'Shea, Schlesinger, Mulhsern, and 
Cloonan, who work in his office. Two ot them 
failed to respond to his invitation, and one of 
those who called told Mr. Ryan that he was 
fully competent to attend to his legislative 
duties in Springfield without instructions from 
a non-resident of his district. 

THE MAYOR WILL NOT TALK. 


Mayor Harrison returned from Springfield 
yesterday morning, but declined to be inter- 
viewed on the Senatorial question. He stated 
to a city official that he hoped to be elected if 
he got the caucus nomination, and when 
asked if this was true replied that he wouldn't 
bea candidate if he didut think so. Ques- 
tioned as to whether he expected to get some 
Republican votes he said that some men in the 
House might change their politics. He, how. 
ever,dec!ined to say whom hehad in mind. One 
of the Mayor's workers who was at the City- 
Hall yesterday stated that the Democrats were 
going to throw out two Republicans and put in 
two Democrats. He wanted to bet that Carter 
was the coming Senator. 

AT THE CAPITAL, 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 31.— [Special.] - Mor- 
rison is the only one of the Democratic Sena- 
torial candidates who remains on the ground 
over Sunday, and be is fanked by half a dozen 
of his followers who are laying the ropes to 
trip up the Harrison people next week. It was 
settled today that Harrison would make a de- 
termined effort to get the Democratic caucus 
postponed from next Wednesday night to the 
evening before the joint session of the Legisla- 
ture. No attempt will be made to get the 
committee to withdraw its call, but the Harri 
son people will go into the caucus and there 
demand that the nomination of a Sen- 
atorial candidate be postponed. The ques- 
tion is, whether they can get the 
friends of the other candidates to unite with 
them in demanding a postponement. If they 
can and the nomination is put off it will be ac- 
cepted as evidence that the field may be brought 
to combine against Morrison.

Next day 
Col. Fred was brought before a Police Justice 
on a charge of assault and battery and fined $10.

NATIONAL WATERWAYS. 


The Subject Discussed by Congress- 
man Tom Henderson and a Hyde 
Park Paper. : 
Below will be found a letter from Congress- 

man Thomas J. Henderson of Illinois in reply 

to an article on A National Waterway pub- 
lished in a local paper at Hyde Park. The ar- 

ticle characterizes the movement in favor of a 

National waterway by way of the Erie Canal, 

the great lakes, the Hennepin Canal, and the 

Mississippi River as one worthy of the age, and 

continues: 

“The enlargement of the Erie and Illinois 
& Michigan Canals completes the waterway 
as far as its primary stage and practical use 
are concerned. The chain of great lakes makes 
the intervening link. Ultimately, however, a 
direct vhbannel should be cut about the latitude 
of South Bend from Lake Michigan to Toledo, 
on Lake Erie, shortening the distance several 
hundred miles. Looking at the map it will be 
perceived that this is not a work of very great 
magnitude. The channel of the Maumee River 
can be deepened and widened to a ‘point from 
which the canal could easily be cut through the 
watershed between the Maumee and St. 
Joseph Rivers, and the latter river widened 
and deepened from its point of intersection. 
Later a direct channel should be cut also from 
the St. Joseph River at its deflection north to 
Michigan City. The waters of Lake Michigan 
are so much higher than those of Lake Erie 
that they could readily be made to flow through 
it to the Niagara Falis without obstruction by 
a single lock.

THE ABSTRACT DEPARTMENT. 
JUDGE TULEY GRANTS AN INJUNCTION AGAINST 
LEASING THE ABSTRACT BOOKS. 

A lengthy bill was filed yesterday in the Cir 
cuit Court by Edwina Lee Brown against the 
Board of County Commissioners to restrain 
tnem from transferring the abstract books to 
E. S. Overlock or from leasing or disposing of 
tnem in any way. After stating that he is a 
large abstract-payer and that the records of 
Cook County were destroyed in the great fire, 
he says that in 1876 the County Board bought 
certain abstract books and records for $45,000, 
which have since been continued by the Re- 
corder of Deeds, and tend to show a claim 
of title to the real estate in Cook 
County. The total amount expended by 
the County Board in  ~procuring such 
abstracts, minutes, ete., and continuing the 
work to the present time has been upwards ot 
$955,000. As part of bis duty the Recorder, for 
a reasonable compensation, furnisbes certified 
copies of such chains of titie, which are legal 
evidence in the courts. Complainant is directly 
interested in the preservation of the records 
and evidences of his title, amd it the. county 
should lease or part with the possession or con- 
trol of such records he claims all the ben ft of 
thie statute as well as the evidence of title so 
provided by law would be destroyed and lost 
to the taxpayers. It ia absolutely necessary 
to prevent extortion that these records should 
remain in the Recorder's bands. The use of 
these abstract records is very valuable. pays a 
large revenue, and the records ves are 
considered worth $1,000,000. 

The County Board now have pending before 
them a proposition of E. S. Overlock to lease 
the abstract books and papers, etc., and the 
Recorder’s rooms for twenty years at $3,000 a 
year, which proposition, after having been re- 
ported on favorably by the committee to which 
it was referred, is now awaiting the final 
action of the board and the seal of the County 
Clerk. Action on the report bas been deferred 
til tomorrow, at which time it is expected the 
proposition will be accepted. Aside from the 
fact that the taxpayers would suffer irrepara- 
bie injury it is claimed the proposition cannot 
pe accepted because the board have no right 
to dispose by lease or otherwise ot the abstract 
records, or to jeopardize the evidences of title 
of. the taxpayers. It is further charged 
tat if Overlock gets the books he 
will ereate a monopoly, the books 
will immediately depreciate in value, will not 
be admissible in evidence, will probably be mu- 
tilatéed or destroyed, and can never be restored 
to the bigh degree of confidence they now en- 
joy as public records. For all these reasons 
Mr. Brown asks that an injunction may be is- 
sued restraining the from in any way 
leasing or otherwise parting control over the 
abstract books and other records. A tempo- 
r injunetion was granted by J udge Tuley.

Cmicaco, Dec. 3, 1848.—My Dear Sister: We 
arrived in this city nearly two weeks ago after 


days from the time we left pa's till we reached 
here, and we could have come iu seven days if 
we had not been detained on the way, andif we 
had been so fortunate as to have taken aswifter 
boat for crossing Lake Erie. But we happened 
to get inasiow boat, aud were three days cross- 
ing the lake, while other boats came over in one 
dag. That was the most unpleasant part of our 
trip. L—— and myself were both sea-sick, and 
I bad H——— to take care of, so that I was worn 
out and tired of that part of the trip. 

Since we have been here we have been board- 
ing at the Sherman House (the finest botel in 
the city)@until the Ist of this month. That 
day we commenced housekeeping, which was 
just one month from the time we broke up 
housekeeping. Weare very nicely fixed, in- 
deed, and are very much pleased with our new 
home and friends so far. I would be giad if 
you and ma and my friends could see how weil 
we are fixed for housekeeping. I have drawn 
off in a careless manner the pian of this house, 
which I will putin thie letter. Our furniture 
is all new and of the best quality. Beautiful 
flowered red and green carpet on the chamber 
and parlor, and when the folding-doors are 
open the stove in the chamber will heat both 
rooms. One dozen cushioned mahogony chairs 
for the two rooms, beautiful bureau in the 
chamber, and a $24 card-tabie in the parlor. 1 
would like to have a sofa and a pretty lamp in 
the parlor, and think likely we will get them 
before long. The stairs are darpeted and pas- 
sage floor has oilcloth on it. The dining-room 
is not furnished except with nice chairs and 
tables. My dishes and eatables are kept in the 


pantry. 

We are all very well at present and very much 
pleased indeed. This city contains 20,000 in- 
habitants, but it does not compare with some 
places of its size with regard to buildings. The 
houses here are nearly all frame, but quite 
large, and there are some very fine brick 
buildings. I do not think the people ure any 
more fashionable or gay than they are in pa's 
neighborhood. Mr. and Mrs. H. and family 
are our most particular friends, and they are 
as friendly with us as any of our old acquaint 
ances in R——. Mrs. H. is from Kentuc«xy, 
and she seems to look upon us as kinsfolk; 
There are a great many Yankees here. Mrs. 
H. does not like them much. She says we must 
have a Southern society, and let the Yankees, 
Germans, Irish, and French all alone. The 
people bere seem to be from all quarters of the 
globe. We will soon have as many acquaint- 
ances as we want, and oi the best in the city. 

I bought a very fine velvet bonnet in New 
York for $8.50. It is prettier than any I have 
seen here. A milliner said that it would have 
cost $8 here. It is a cherry color with plume 
and ribbon of the same color. I bougbt a 
small cloak the other day for 811. I have two 
women at present. The kitchen woman is the 
best I ever saw either black or white. She is 
so good that she leaves nothing for the house- 
woman to do except nurse, so that I will give 
up the house-woman and get a little girl fora 
nurse. The white servants here are greuter 
slaves than the blacks in Virginia. They do 
everything you tell them to do and do a great 
deal better than black people. The white 
woman that we have is better than any black 
woman I ever saw. She keeps everything in 
order and perfectly nice. 

I have everything here that any one could 
wish to make one happy, except my relations, 
and I live in hopes that I will see some of them 
here next summer. 

They have 4 most excellent market in this 
place. We can get the best of meat of every 
description for four cents per pound—such as 
sausages, venison, beef, pork, and everything 
except fowls, they are very high-priced. We 
can get most excellent apples and dried 
peaches, also cranberries, which Lam very 
fond of. The people here cook very différent- 
ly from the way they do in Virginia. Here 
they live on tea, cold meat, and bread, crack- 
ers and cheese, pastry and cakes, and with 
| potatoes for supper and breakfast. Never 
have a single meal without potatoes.

THE INDICTED JUDGES. 

SIXTY DELINQUENTS—CAPIASES TO BE ISSUED. 

Only three of the indicted judges gave bail 
yesterday in the Criminal Court Clerk’s office 
for their appearance to answer the charges 
preferred against them by the speciai grand 
jury. So far about sixty have failed to give 
bonds. Three have declined to do so because 
they are improperly described in the indict- 
ments. Two have sent excuses that they are 
too sick to appear, while it is understood that 
two others have died since the November elec- 
tion. Of the fifty odd delinquents it is stated 
that ten are city employés. Among these are 
James Monear and Stephen Beach of the Sixth 
Ward. Monear isa police officer. He served 
as judge of election in the Sixth Precinct of 
the Sixth, and the returns from that place as 
previously stated in Tun TRipvwe bear evi- 
dence of gross carelesness, if not of positive 
fraud. Monear was we bead and front of the 
offending judges in this precinct, He 
refused to begin the count until 
about 10 o'clock the night of elec- 
tion ft Capt. John Ambrose, the 
chief the Republican ticket-peddlers in the 
precinct, insisted on looking on. Capt. Am- 
brose finally withdrew, but he saw enough 
while he was in the room where the count was 
carried on and during the day to make him a 
most Valuable witness. Capt. Ambrose stated 
yesterday that he sent a note to Foreman Mc- 
Vicker of the special grand jury concerning 
the wrongdoing at the polis. He attached bis 
name to the note. He was not subpoenaed, 
however. State-Attortey Grinnell may pro- 
duce Mr. Ambrose as a Witness at the trial. 

Capt. John Stephens, the Clerk of the Crim- 
inal Court, said yeste that in view of the 
fact that about sixty the indicted judges 
had refused to give bail during the week, he 
was preparing capiases for the arrest of the de- 
linguents, Theee be would piace in the hands 
of the Sheriff Monday forenoon. He had ao 
doubt that Mr. Hauchett would act promptly 
and bring in all the judges that could be found 
in the city. It is atmost certain that about 
thirty of the indicted cunnot be found. These 
consist of tramps, boodiums, and fellows with- 
out a local habitation. . They were recommend- 
ed by the ward strikers to Van Pelt as fit men 
to do the dirty work of the machine, and were 
of course appointed. The delinquent suspects 
will present an interesting appearance Monday 
afternoon when they are brought in. The 
question with them will be about bondsmen. 


18 IT HYDROPHOBIA? 
THE STRANGE AND TERKIBLE DISEASE Ar- 
* FREOTING A NORTH-SIDE GIRL. 

At 5 o'clock Friday evening Sarah Tiedeman, 
a 17-year-old German girl employed as a do- 
mestic by Dr. Kaage at No. 398 Sedgwick street, 
was taken with violent symptoms of hydro- 
phobia. The attack was sudden and entirely 
unexpected. A child of Mr. Kaage asked for 
a glass of water, which the girl started to pro- 
cure, but at the sight of the water she became 
mad, throwing the Klass at the child and cry- 
ing. Drive that dog away! Drive aim away; 
be wants to bite me! She fell the floor 
in convulsions. Four men were summoned and 
it required their united efforts to keep the 
girl on the floor. At the end of ten or fifteen 
minutes the spasms passed away and the girl 
was allowed to get on her feet. No sooner had 
she arisen than she began barking and grow 
ing like adog. Before she could be seized 
again she darted at Mr. Kaage and tried to 
bite him, snarling and snapping like an ugly 
cur. Not reaching him she began to run 
around the room ina cirele, her eyes blood- 
shot and protruding from her head, and froth 
appearing on her lips, keeping up a constant 
barking and snapping, and trying to bite those 
who surrounded her, It was aterrible sight. 
The men wound towels around their bands 
and tried to hold her unsuccessfully. 
Two more came to their assistance, but the 
six could not combat the strength of the 
maniac. At 7 o'clock, after an unceasing 
struggle, @ patrol-wagon drove up and the girl 
was tuken to the County Hospital, where she 
was placed under the influence of opiates. She 
was much quieter yesterday, and hopes for 
her ultimate recovery were entertained. The 
physiciaus there think she is suffering from 
hysteria mania. 

The case is a very peculiar one. The girl is 
stout for her age and handsome. and was never 
bitten by a dog to the best recollection of her 
parents or any one else. At the age of 13 she 
suffered from St. Vitus dance, but was cured. 
Later, ber parents say, she was at times taken 
with similar attacks to that experienced by her 
Friday: mone were so violent, however. 
She was cared for by her mother on 
these oddaésions, and always recovered 
her right mind in a short time. Physicians 
are unable to arrive at any satisfactory con- 
clusion in the case, being unable to decide 
whether it is a species Of insanity or genuine 
hydrophobia. Some aseribe it to fright and a 
disease peculiar to women. 

Mr. and Mrs. Tiedeman live at No. 182 Hud- 
son avenue. Yesterday the father visited the 
hospital, but was not admitted. He cag re- 
turn today and will, as soon as possible, take 
his daughter home. Both father and mother 
are inexpressibly grieved at the calamity that 
has befallen their daughter, but can give. no 
information as to the cause that led to it.

A Poor Debtor Wants Surcease of 
Anxiety from Alleged Vexatious 
Litigation.

The Condition of the Republic Life- 
Insurance Company. 

A few days ago an order was entered bey 
Judge Tuley requiring Mr. S. D. Ward, recéiver 
of the Republic Life-Insurance Company, to 
tile within thirty days an account of his re- 
ceipts and disbursements. This was done, and 
the report referred to Master in Chancery Wal- 
ler to examine, and be filed his report yester- 
day.
